JAMES M. MORAN JR. 
CRITICAL CARE CENTER 



T 'he new Janies M. Moran, 
Jr. Critical Care Center-a 
facility designed and con¬ 
structed to provide state of the 
art biosecurity-has opened at 
the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center in Kennett 
Square, Pa. 

Key to the new facility is the 
prevention of direct interac¬ 
tion between patients. 

Features include: 

• Completely self-contained 
stalls with Plexiglas view¬ 
ing windows on the interior 
and individual access on the 
exterior. Patients, veterinarians, 
staff and bedding enter and 
leave the stall by the same door, 
reducing the danger of con¬ 
tamination from one horse to 
another. 

• A dedicated cleaning and 
laundry room in each wing 
of the building. The clean-to- 
dirty movement pattern is not 
reversed until items have been 
re-cleaned. 

• Air pressuri 2 ation in the 
central corridors ensuring that 
all air transfers go from the 
clean hallways, through the 
stall, to the exterior of the stall. 
Each stall is independently ven¬ 
tilated. 

• A wing dedicated to treat¬ 
ment of severe gastrointestinal 


diseases, with 12 regular stalls 
plus two mare and foal stalls. 

• An infectious disease wing 
with six regular stalls and four 
mare and foal stalls, each with 
its own area for storage of 
dedicated equipment. 

• Stalls equipped with exter¬ 
nal fluid pumps, oxygen and 
video cameras to enable patient 
viewing from the central nurs¬ 
ing station. Speciali 2 ed soft¬ 
ware allows clinicians to check 
on their patients remotely. 

• Changing rooms with 
shower facihties for staff, 
enclosed storage areas for hay, 
storage and feed, and pharma¬ 
cies in each wing. 

The center was provided by 
the commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania and private donors, 
including Eh 2 abeth Moran of 
Paoh, Pa. It is named in honor 
of Moran’s late son, who was 
a successful Thoroughbred 
breeder at his Elk Manor Farm 
in North East, Md. 

The 18,540 square-foot facil¬ 
ity is the largest clinical addi¬ 
tion to the George D. Widener 
Hospital for Large Animals 
since the completion of the 
C. Mahlon Khne Orthopedic 
Center in 1972. Construction 
began in October 2008.

WHAT A GAYLORD 



W hat a Gaylord, a seal- 
brown mare with a few 
tell-tale gray hairs above 
wise, kind eyes, has touched 
many lives during her 26 years. 

In the summer of 1986, 
owner Barbara Anderson was 
in the market for a horse-a 
good horse, one whom she and 
partner John Guest could call 
their ‘‘big horse.’’ Anderson 
was working for Maryland 
trainer Dickie Dutrow at that 
time, and while making the 
rounds of the stable one morn¬ 
ing, veterinarian Jim Stewart 
mentioned that he might know 
of a prospect. 

Stewart called his friend and 
colleague Fred Peterson, and 
told him about Anderson and 
Guest. 

“Dr. Peterson had this 
[Lord Gaylord] filly that hadn’t 
brought the price he’d wanted 
at the sale,” Anderson recalled. 
“So they came to the track one 
day and asked me if I wanted 
to buy her ‘on the cuff’ I didn’t 
know what that was, so they 
explained it to me. At that time. 
Lord Gaylord horses were very 
popular and running very well. 
So we got her for $12,500, and 
it ended up she could run.” 

Peterson, her breeder, dehv- 
ered the 2-year-old fiUy What 
a Gaylord (out of the Bold 
Bidder mare Skyphos) to train¬ 
er Greg Wilson’s Pimhco barn 
that July, and Anderson imme¬ 
diately bonded with her. 

“I took care of her at the 
track, and I just loved her,” she 
said. 

The arrangement between 
Anderson, Guest and Peterson 
called for Peterson to receive 
40 percent of What a Gaylord’s 
earnings until her purchase 
price was paid. 

“And she paid for herself 
by her fourth start,” Anderson 
related. During her tenure 
with Dutrow, Anderson had 
befriended jockey Mario Pino. 

“Mario was riding for Dickie 
when I started on the race 


track. I had become pretty 
good friends with him and I 
wanted him to ride her. In 
her first start, she ended up 
second—by just a head—to 
D’Youville Nurse. When Mario 
got off of her that day, he said, 
‘She’U win next time.’ And she 
did, by eight and three-quarters 
lengths.” 

In fact. What a Gaylord was 
a model of consistency early in 
her career. Never worse than 
third in her first seven outings, 
she charted four wins, includ¬ 
ing a victory in Atlantic City’s 
Miss America Stakes in 1987. 

Guest and Anderson never 
ran What a Gaylord for a 
tag. She continued to pick up 
checks for them in the allow¬ 
ance and minor stakes ranks 
throughout her 4-year-old sea¬ 
son in 1988. After a few less- 
than-stellar efforts at 5 in 1989, 
she was retired. 

“She only ran 17 times in 
her entire career,” Anderson 
said. “We just had to space 
her races. Nothing serious was 
ever wrong with her, but you 
just had to be careful with her.” 
By the time What a Gaylord 
headed to the breeding shed, 
her record was 17-5-3-3 and 
$73,890 in earnings. 


Anderson and Guest ulti¬ 
mately bred 11 foals from 
What a Gaylord-aU but her 
very last one. Two of her off¬ 
spring, Whata Valay Girl and 
Whatamichael, full sibhngs by 
Carnivalay, earned more than 
$100,000. And three are stakes 
performers - Whata Key DeHte 
(by Corridor Key) won Penn 
National’s John J. Shumaker 
Stakes in 1998, and Whata 
Valay Girl and What a Warrior 
were stakes-placed. 

As she aged. What a Gaylord 
developed reproductive issues, 
prompting Stewart to recom¬ 
mend another colleague - Tom 
Bowman. 

“Dr. Stewart said that 
Tom Bowman could get her 
in foal, and he did. And she 
was so happy up there at the 
[Bowmans’] farm that we 
decided to leave her there,” 
said Anderson. 

Bowman’s daughter Becky 
Davis, who oversees her par¬ 
ents’ Dance Forth Farm in 
Chestertown, Md., and Roland 
Farm in Chesapeake City, Md., 
recognized the special relation¬ 
ship between Anderson and 
the mare. 

“I’m actually so impressed 
with their loyalty to her. Barbara 


and John would always come 
together to see her, and she 
knows the difference between 
us and them. When Barbara 
shows up her ears perk up, she 
acts like she’s 2 and trots over 
to them, and they have a nice 
visit.” 

Davis’s sister. Quin Bowman, 
owes What a Gaylord a special 
debt of gratitude. She and her 
husband, Dennis Hickman, 
had always been fond of the 
mare, “and we loved her foals; 
they were all so gorgeous,” she 
said. 

When Anderson and Guest 
visited the farm, they most often 
spoke with that couple. In one 
conversation. Quin Bowman 
mentioned that she and her 
husband owned a share in the 
North view Stalhon Station 
horse Domestic Dispute, and 
asked if they could lease What 
a Gaylord to breed to him. 
Anderson and Guest agreed. 

In 2006, What a Gaylord 
produced her final foal, a bay 
daughter of Domestic Dispute. 

As Quin Bowman tells 
it, “Dennis and I loved her; 
she was gorgeous, she had an 
excellent attitude. We knew 
that we kind of needed to sell 
her because we needed to buy 
a house. So we put her in 
the [Fasig-Tipton] July sale in 
Kentucky. I put a reserve of 
$29,500 on her, and a couple 
of people said, ‘Oh, you’re 
not going to get that.’ A week 
before the sale, the filly actually 
broke Dennis’s finger. She tried 
to get away from him going out 
into the field, and he was like, 
‘This is our house money-1 am 
not letting you go!’” 

She sold for $30,000. 
Named Homefire, she remains 
a maiden after five starts, but 
finished second on May 9 at 
Pimhco for That’s Am ore 
Stable and trainer Ferris Allen. 
“So she’s made it to the races,” 
Quin Bowman grinned, “and 
we’ve got our house.”

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

CHARLES BIRD 

Charles S. Bird III, an avid 
sportsman who campaigned 
timber champion Fort Devon 
with his then wife, the late 
Betty Bosley Bird, died on 
April 20 at his home in Aiken, 
S.C. He was 85. 

Mr. Bird, a native of Boston, 
Mass., graduated from Harvard 
University, and served in the 
US. Army during World War 
II and the Korean War, earning 
the Silver Star as a member of 
the 10th Mountain Division. 

He was an avid foxhunter 
and one-time Master of 
Hounds of the Royal County 
Meath in Ireland. 

Fort Devon won the 1976 
Maryland Hunt Cup, a year 
after capturing the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup. In Ireland, Bird 
enjoyed major success with 


steeplechasers Sparkhng Cloud 
and GaUaher. 

Bird also was instrumental 
in reviving the Aiken Spring 
Steeplechase. 

National Steeplechase 
Association steward Steve 
Groat described him as “an 
amazing man who loved Hfe, 
steeplechase and Ireland.” 

DAVID HUTCHISON 

David Hutchison, a hfe- 
long Maryland horseman who 
trained a small stable of his 
own runners at Bowie Training 
Center, died in late April. He 
was 67. 

Mr. Hutchison, who had 
been an avid tennis play¬ 
er, owned a farm in Upper 
Marlboro, Md. He continued 
to care for his horses until the 
day he died. 


ADELE PRUCE 

Adele Berkowitz Pruce, wife 
of longtime Maryland owner/ 
trainer EUis Y. Pruce, died on 
April 26. 

RICKY RAGUNAN 

Ricky Ragunan, 47, an exer¬ 
cise rider at Delaware Park for 
the past five years, died on 
March 10 in Camden, S.C. 

A native of Trinidad, Mr. 
Ragunan was a popular mem¬ 
ber of the backstretch com¬ 
munity. 

JOSEPH J. SMYLIE 

Joseph J. (Pop) Smyhe, a 
longtime owner/trainer, died 
on May 13 at the age of 92. 

An entrepreneur in Phila¬ 
delphia, Mr. Smyhe built the 
Smyhe Times Building, and 


owned Smyhe’s Restaurant and 
the Boulevard Lanes, ah in the 
northeast section of the city. 

Mr. Smyhe was a US. Marine 
Corps veteran of World War II. 
He fought on Iwo Jima and was 
on Mount Suribachi in February 
1945 when the Marines raised 
the US. flag there. 

Active in the horse business 
for some 50 years, Mr. Smyhe 
campaigned horses under the 
name of Wind N Leaves Farm, 
which was the headquarters for 
his Thoroughbred operation in 
Jacobstown, N.J. 

One of his runners, the 
5-year-old More Than Ready 
gelding Bob Benoit, won a race 
at Philadelphia Park two days 
after his death. 

Mr. Smyhe’s survivors 
include his son Tim Smyhe, a 
trainer based at Philadelphia 
Park.

Challenge posed 
by casinos is 
unprecedented 


W hen it came to politics and persuasions within the 

Thoroughbred breeding and racing industry during the 
last half-century Hal C.B. Clagett had pretty much seen 
it all by the time he died this past February at the age of 93. And 
thanks to his son, Hal Clagett III (himself a former Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association president), Mr. Clagetfs historical 
perspective generated some thought-provoking comments at the 
MHBAs Annual Awards Dinner in late May. 

^‘DoAt think this is the only time the industry has faced huge 
challenges,” or words to that effect, was the message Hal III 
relayed after he was handed the Tesio Award honoring the late 
Clagetfs exceptional impact on the Thoroughbred business in his 
native state. 

A World War II fighter pilot and southern Maryland farmer/ 
lawyer who aU but revolutionized the industry in the early 1960s 
through his crafting of the Maryland-bred Fund program, Mr. 
Clagett had, as his son recalled, HteraUy risen from his death bed 
to recount some of the dark times he had seen, and the resiliency 
that the industry displayed in getting through them: to name 
just a few, waning of the breeding farms in the years before the 
Maryland Fund, the sordid battles over race track consolidation, 
the period of stagnation that preceded the Maryland Million and 
simulcast wagering. 

Every era has its problems, the tough old gentleman was 
telling us. This has never been an easy game. 

His words were meant to inspire. Which they did, up to a 
point. 

But, with all due respect to Mr. Clagett, it’s a sad fact that 
the challenges of today are bigger, and more threatening, than 
they ever were in the five decades that led up to now. 

Life in general has become more complicated. And casino 
wagering is far and away the most comphcated challenge this 
industry has ever dealt with. Racing apparently can’t live without 
casinos, and attempting to live with them has been a process with 
more twists and turns than a busy roulette wheel. 

Racing in Maryland undoubtedly has a future. But with 
gaming on an ever-expanding roll in surrounding states, and 
issues holding back construction of Maryland’s biggest slots sites 
stiU far from resolved, even our wisest elders can’t tell us a whole 
lot about what that future will be. ^ 
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I In those two words, 
-JL trainer Todd Fletcher 
summed up his thoughts lead¬ 
ing into the 135th running of 
the Preakness Stakes-Gl on 
May 15. 

On the way to the Pimlico 
paddock, with his Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Super Saver 
striding along 10 feet behind 
him, Fletcher was asked how he 
knew the colt wouldn’t regress 
from his lifetime best race in 
the Derby 

The Preakness crowd, 
95,760 strong, screamed from 
the outside rail and Super Saver 
coiled into game time, while 
Fletcher stared straight ahead, 
in a miMtary-hke march, head 
back, chin jutting forward, and 
answered the question as hon¬ 
estly as he knew 

‘T don’t,” Fletcher said. ‘‘I 
don’t know if he can run back 
to that same performance in 
two weeks.” 


Fletcher had silenced his 
critics by winning the Kentucky 
Derby on May 1 with WinStar 
Farm’s Super Saver. Under 
Calvin Borel, Super Saver used 
Churchill Downs’s inside rail 
as his lifeline and streaked to 
an impressive victory over a 
troubled Ice Box and Paddy 
O’Prado. 

Favorite Lookin At Lucky 
bumped with Noble’s Promise 
twice early and then was shaved 
off by Paddy O’Prado and 
Stately Victor within the first 
furlong, relegating him to 18th 
of 20 going into the first turn. 
From there, he did the best 
with what he had, winding up 
sixth in the sloppy going. Super 
Saver propelled Borel to his 
third Derby in four years and 
snapped Fletcher’s O-for-24 
schneid in the Derby. 

Fletcher downplayed his 
Derby record, admitting that he 
brought only a couple of legiti¬ 
mate horses to the Derby over 


the years. Blue Grass Stakes-Gl 
winner Bandini had a chance 
in 2005, but an ankle injury 
derailed that dream. Last year, 
the inexperienced Dunkirk had 
a chance, but couldn’t handle a 
wet track and was probably a 
race short of his best. 

This year, Fletcher thought 
he finally had his Derby 
horse with Zayat Stable’s 
Eskendereya, who dominated 
the Wood Memorial Stakes- 
Gl and Fountain of Youth 
Stakes-G2. On the Sunday 
before the Derby, Fletcher 
called jockey John Velazquez 
and told him there was a prob¬ 
lem. The Derby favorite had a 
bad tendon and was out. Only 
in Fletcher’s world can you lose 
the Derby favorite, stiU have 
another four horses take part, 
and win the race after aU. Super 
Saver filled in nicely. 

Bred by WinStar Farm, 
Super Saver (by Maria’s Mon 
out of the superbly pedigreed 


A.F Indy mare Supercharge) 
won two of his first four starts, 
including the Kentucky Jockey 
Club-G2 when introduced to 
Borel last faU. 

This spring, he was playing 
catch up after coming around 
more slowly than some of the 
other 3-year-olds. Super Saver 
finished third in the Tampa Bay 
Derby-G3 and then returned to 
finish second in the Arkansas 
Derby-Gl .Both times, he had 
the race in the balance and 
didn’t quite see it out. He came 
to Churchill Downs, loved 
the off track, and saw out the 
Derby hke he knew Fletcher 
needed a Hft. 

Like the Derby winner each 
spring. Super Saver (whose sire 
had another son, Monarchos, 
make an identical journey in 
2001) was asked to return in 
two weeks for the Freakness. 
The second jewel of the Triple 
Crown is hke a Wednesday, 
hump day. It’s the toll booth.

‘‘The thing I feel good about 
is he’s as good as the rest of 
the horses in here. It’s not hke 
you’re meeting Ice Box off of 
five weeks rest [in the Belmont 
Stakes],” Fletcher said on the 
walk. “Most of these horses 
ran two weeks ago too.” 

Fletcher uses speed figures 
Hke MageUan used a compass. 
The four-time EcHpse Award¬ 
winning trainer always refers 
to the sheets. He avoids run¬ 
ning his horses on short rest 
and considers numbers in all 
decisions. By Fletcher’s reckon¬ 
ing, numbers don’t He. But if 
a trainer wins the Derby, he’s 
almost forced to ignore the 
numbers, wheel back in two 
weeks, and hope for the best. 

Asked when he would 
know, Fletcher aUowed him¬ 


self a smirk: “About the three- 
eighths pole.” 

While Fletcher analy 2 ed 
numbers and tried to keep the 
sails angled in the same direc¬ 
tion for the Freakness, trainer 
Bob Baffert dropped anchor 
and went back to the dock with 
Lookin At Lucky. 

The Hall of Fame train¬ 
er fired Lookin At Lucky’s 
only jockey, Garrett Gome 2 , 
and hired 25-year-old Martin 
Garcia, who rode his first 
Triple Crown race two weeks 
earlier (on Baffert-trained 
Conveyance). 

It wasn’t an easy decision. 
Baffert and Gome 2 have com¬ 
bined to win the sport’s biggest 
races. The trainer’s in the Hall 
of Fame; the jockey’s on his 
way there. Gome 2 had won six 
races on the bay son of Smart 
Strike who earned the EcHpse 
Award as champion 2-year-old. 
They finished off the board 
in one race, the Derby, when 


trying to cHmb out of troU ter¬ 
ritory in a field of 20. 

The Derby was over before 
it started for Lookin At Lucky 
when he drew the inside post at 
Wednesday’s post position 
draw. Bred by Gulf Coast 
Farms LLC and owned by Mike 
Fegram, Karl Watson and Faul 
Weitman, Lookin At Lucky ran 
gamely to salvage his reputa¬ 
tion while squandering his 
Derby chances. 

“He was mugged,” Fegram 
said. “If it was you or me, it 
was Hke we had a gun to our 
heads and got robbed in 12 
seconds.” 

“If it would have been a 
boxing match, it would have 
been caUed in the first round,” 
Baffert said. 

“It’s a free-for-all, every 
man for himself,” Gome 2 said. 
“When you walk up to that gap, 
there’s room for a 20-horse 
gate, but it narrows down 
quickly. Most people wouldn’t 


give their mother a chance. I 
wasn’t able to get him up on his 
feet and get him in a safe spot 
and he wasn’t real wiUing to 
help along the way after he got 
nailed the first time. You need a 
horse who’s wiUing to take the 
punishment down inside those 
other horses.” 

Super Saver went inside to 
win. Lookin At Lucky weaved 
through as many as he could 
catch to finish sixth. 

Enter Garcia. 

Baffert called on Garcia for 
the Freakness, while Gome 2 
wound up with the consola¬ 
tion pri 2 e of DubHn, seventh 
in the Derby, for trainer Wayne 
Lukas. 

“Garrett Gome 2 is a 
really good jockey and Fve 
been learning a lot from him. 
Hopefully I can do a better job, 
Hke Bob Baffert says just stay 
out of trouble,” Garcia said 
before the Freakness. “They 
are races—you don’t know

what’s going to happen, but 
the main thing is to stay out 
of trouble. Everybody knows 
that horse is a very good horse. 
What happened with Gomez 
is not because he’s not a good 
rider. It was just luck.” 

Gomez and Lookin At 
Lucky won their first four 
starts, including three stakes, 
before finishing second, from 


the 13 hole, in the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Stakes-Gl. This 
year, nothing clicked as they 
just got up to win the Grade 
2 Rebel Stakes at Oaklawn 
Park and then caromed into 
the rail before finishing third 
in the Santa Anita Derby. The 
sequence of events in the latter 
prompted Gomez to fight with 
jockey Victor Espinoza, who 


allegedly was trying to settle a 
score with Baffert. (Baffert had 
replaced Espinoza with Garcia 
in the Santa Anita Handicap- 
Gl). 

“My finger’s stiU healing up; 
I was hot that day, I lost it,” 
Gomez said before the Derby. 
“I was going to try and keep 
my cool until I got back to 
the jocks’ room, but when he 


opened his mouth, it was a 
reflex. I was on top of him. We 
live and breathe this and you 
get into heated battles and your 
emotions take over.” 

Then the inside draw 
crushed any chances of win¬ 
ning on the first Saturday in 
May. 

Baffert adamantly defended 
Gomez and chalked up the 
move to simply trying some¬ 
thing different. Like changing 
which pocket you put your 
mumel ticket in during a losing 
streak. 

Born in Mexico, Garcia 
came to the U.S. in 2003 and 
worked in a Pleasanton, CaHf, 
deH until he found his way to 
the Pleasanton Fair and began 
exercising horses. Garcia bat¬ 
tled northern California icon 
Russell Baze before sething 
into southern California rac¬ 
ing. Represented by Pegram’s 
brother, Jim, Garcia has found 
a home in the Baffert camp, 
winning big races, including 
the Santa Anita Handicap with 
Misremembered. 

“We’ve been clicking 
together; everywhere I send 
him he wins. He has a lot of 
confidence in the horse; he’s 
worked him a bunch of times 
and knows the horse as well as 
anybody,” Baffert said before 
the Preakness. “Hopefully, 
maybe, he can make something 
happen. I would like to see the 
horse come around there and 
see what he’s made of.” 

Iron. 

Ramon Dominguez cued 
Triple Crown newcomer First 
Dude (who failed to get into the 
Derby due to lack of earnings, 
and nearly didn’t get into the 
Preakness for the same reason) 
to the lead from the 11 hole 
while Dublin lost his race at the 
break, veering out sharply from 
the outside post and giving 
Gomez another nightmarish 
trip. Borel allowed Super Saver, 
who’s always shown a penchant 
to be forwardly placed, to find 
a comfortable spot in second. 
Garcia didn’t do anything, just 
letting the race develop around 
him as Lookin At Lucky found 
a bubble in sixth. 

Around the first turn, 
Garcia made his first defini¬ 
tive move, allowing Californian 
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Eclipse Award-winning trainer 
Todd Fletcher, above, savors his 
first Kentucky Derby win as Super 
Saver and jockey Calvin Borel 
return with the blanket of roses, 
accompanied by Fletcher assistant 
Mike McCarthy (on horse’s right). 


Caracortado to cross over in 
front of him. Garcia eased the 
suddenly responsive Lookin At 
Lucky off Caracortado’s heels 
and into a perfect pitch, outside 
and free, fifth and primed. 

‘‘I just try to get a clean 
break and put him in the race 
wherever he wants to be, where 
he’s comfortable,” Garcia said 
before the race. ‘‘We know he 
can close really fast. It depends 
on how the race comes up. 
You just have to play it how it 
comes.” 

Garcia was playing the 
Preakness hke Hendrix played 
a guitar. 

How much better was this 
trip for Lookin At Lucky? 
NBC announcer Tom Durkin 
called him “out of harm’s way” 
while Pimlico announcer Dave 
Rodman described him as 
“unencumbered.” 

After fractions of :22.91 
and :46.47, First Dude con¬ 
trolled the pace with Super 
Saver shadowing him in sec¬ 
ond. Jackson Bend saved 
ground on the inside. Caracor¬ 
tado tracked them in fourth. 
Lookin At Lucky lobbed along 
in fifth, three-wide, without a 
bump in the road or an excuse 
in the air. 

Moving into the turn, 
Lookin At Lucky moved to 
the outside of Caracortado, 
forcing jockey Paul Atkinson 
to go as the duo swept past 


Super Saver, who offered noth¬ 
ing, and a bottled-up Jackson 
Bend. For a moment, there 
were four across the track. 
First Dude fighting it out from 
the rail. Super Saver default¬ 
ing, Caracortado and Lookin 
At Lucky widest of all. Just 
behind that vanguard, Jackson 
Bend, Schoolyard Dreams and 
Yawanna Twist battled. 

Looping into the stretch, 
Lookin At Lucky put away 
Caracortado as First Dude 
stuck to his knitting on the rail, 
Jackson Bend finally switched 
out, and Super Saver wandered 
while defeated. At the sixteenth 
pole, Lookin At Lucky clung 
to the lead as First Dude came 
back and Jackson Bend and 
Yawanna Twist rallied. Then 
all three bids stopped Hke they 
were cut by a knife. Under a 
rhythmical right-handed whip 
by Garcia, Lookin At Lucky 
held sway to win by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length over a resolute 
First Dude and a tough Jackson 
Bend. Yawanna Twist finished 
fourth, beaten less than two 
lengths. Lookin At Lucky 
stopped the timer in 1:55.47 for 
the mile and three-sixteenths. 
Super Saver wound up eighth. 

For the 32nd consecutive 
year, there would be no Triple 


Crown winner. The Preakness 
played the bad guy yet again. 

Garcia pumped his whip. 
Baffert hugged bloodstock 
agent Donato Lanni, who 
helped pick out Lookin At 
Lucky at last year’s Keeneland 
2-year-olds in training sale. 
Pegram, who won the 1998 
Preakness with Real Quiet, 
rejoiced. 

“Preakness week, there’s 
only one winner and the rest of 
us are just kind of ambushing. 
Today, the ambush worked,” 
Pegram said. “The Preakness 
is about redemption. We got 
redemption today. It wasn’t 
redemption over Super Saver, 
it was redemption of letting 
this horse run, making the best 
horse win. You always think 
you have the best horse and 
today we did. I don’t feel Hke 
it was an upset; the horse got 
a clean trip. He may go three 
more races and not get a clean 
trip, but today he showed what 
wiH happen if he gets a clean 
trip.” 

Garcia engineered a perfect 
trip for Lookin At Lucky in the 
Preakness, only he’U admit it 
was a lot easier than Gome 2 ’s 
task in the Derby. 

“After we see the Derby, 
I would say I would have sat 


chiHy and waited and gone out¬ 
side, but that’s after the race, 
because we see what happened 
in the race. What do you call it, 
20-20 hindsight?” Garcia said. 
“This was a reaUy big opportu¬ 
nity; we just needed to get luck. 
I haven’t talked to [Gome 2 ] 
about anything; he’s a reaUy 
good friend of mine, he’s been 
teaching me a lot. When I go 
out of town, he hooks me up 
with people. Right now I’m 
sitting in his corner. I’m sit¬ 
ting right next to him. Business 
is business. HopefuUy we can 
keep it Hke that.” 

After the Preakness, Gome 2 
tried to put perspective on a 
bad day while taking condo¬ 
lences from peers and friends 
in the jocks’ room. 

“[Crap] happens. Nobody 
wants to hear you cry. Over the 
last four or five years I’ve been 
pretty lucky. I’m on the receiv¬ 
ing end more than the other 
end,” Gome 2 said. “I’m glad to 
see the horse actuaUy do good; 
I helped develop the horse with 
Bob. I’m glad for the horse, 
Mike Pegram and those guys. 
It’s just one race, you know. 
But, man, the Preakness is one 
of those races you want to 
win as a jockey. It’s just one of 
those races.” 
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At the end of the day, 
Pegram, Baffert and the Lookin 
At Lucky crew bathed in the 
waning moments of a beautiful 
Preakness Day that had put an 
ugly Derby Day to rest. 

“The Derby was a gut- 
wrencher, a gut-wrencher. You 
go 12 seconds and you’re out. 
We had all those expectations 
and we had no shot,” Pegram 
said from the macadam outside 
the Pimlico stakes barn. ‘Wou 
feel bad for the horse; it’s all 
about the horse. If he could 


talk, he wouldn’t have been 
talking to me after the Derby. 
He was pissed off.” 

Pegram looked down the 
shedrow at the 2010 Preakness 
winner who bobbed his head to 
a wave of onlookers. 

‘Wou want to put them in 
the right place. They’re hke 
your kids,” Pegram said. “He’s a 
cool horse. A super-cool horse. 
These kind don’t come around 
very often; the world got to see 
him today.” ^

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Preserving 
proud history of 
the war horse 


The last remaining vestige of a mostly forgotten pash 
the Front Royal Remount Depot in Virginia is 
undergoing efforts to restore it as a museum and 
modern-dcy horse facility. Story and photographs by Eli^a McGraw 


I n Virginia’s Shenandoah 
Valley, a group called 
Dreams Need Heroes is 
working to preserve buildings 
at the Front Royal Remount 
Depot, one of America’s most 
historic equestrian sites. 

An estimated 20,000 horses 
came through the Depot’s U.S. 
Army breeding and training 
programs after a 1911 Act of 
Congress led to the acquisition 
of 4,200 acres of rolling land 
near Front Royal. 

At its height during and 
after World War I, the com¬ 
pound included 11 barn and 
stable complexes. A corridor 
led directly to the railhead in 
Front Royal, where freight 
trains dehvered animals for 
overseas duties. Five farri¬ 
ers shod horses and mules. . . 
400 people-both mihtary and 
civihan-worked there. The 
Thoroughbred industry played 
a large role in the Depot’s func¬ 
tions, donating stallions whose 
get would improve the quality 
of cavalry mounts. 

Today, the Depot’s struc¬ 
tures are falling into disrepair. 
These include the only existing 
example of a ‘‘dip tank,” which 
soldiers used to decontaminate 


horses with a hquid disinfec¬ 
tant. Instead of spraying or 
wiping down each horse, sol¬ 
diers would walk them through 
the huge cement tank, enabling 
them to saniti 2 e trainloads of 
horses quickly. 

There is also a 44-staIl 
U-shaped stable, and a Quarter¬ 
master’s building, which is set in 
the middle. Because horses had 
to be constantly supervised, the 
Quartermaster Sergeant would 
live in this building. 

Dreams Need Heroes plans 
to turn the Quartermaster’s 
building into a museum and 
add riding amenities - such as 
a show ring with an all-weather 
surface and a Western activi¬ 
ties arena-that would attract 
shows and chnics, and restore 
the Depot site to a lively, pro¬ 
ductive horse facility. 

It certainly started that way. 

BLAST FROM THE PAST 

By the time the Front Royal 
Depot was estabhshed, improv¬ 
ing the cavalry had long preoc¬ 
cupied American soldiers and 
horsemen. 

“A large majority of our 
horses are underbred plugs,” 


railed U.S. Army Lieutenant 
Colonel J. F. Kent in 1894. 

Similarly, lieutenant Colonel 
Charles L. Scott recalled the 
“short necked, beefy withered, 
straight pasterned, poor mov¬ 
ing horses” he saw when he 
joined the cavalry in 1905. 

Through the 1898 Spanish- 
American War and Philippine 
Insurrection, horses carried 
Americans to victory, but the 
country supported no official 
Remount, although the class of 
horses, typically purchased with 
low price a foremost concern, 
worried soldiers. Kent attrib¬ 
uted desertion to disgust with 
poor mounts, and many advo¬ 
cated a government program 
that would provide cavalrymen 
with better horses. 

In 1903, the New York Times 
ran an editorial arguing against 
a Remount service in favor of a 
privati2ed system, but by 1907 
pubhc sentiment was shifting. 
The Times conceded that: “A 
Government stud has been 
suggested by some officers as 
the solution. It may be the best 
solution.” 

Quartermaster General 
James B. Aleshire worked to 
establish depots at Fort Reno, 


Okla., Fort Keogh, Mont., and 
at Front Royal. In 1908, the 
United States Quartermaster 
Corps Remount Service was 
activated with the purpose 
of providing the Army with 
horses. 

The Thoroughbred industry 
aided the effort from its begin¬ 
nings. At a 1912 turfmen’s din¬ 
ner in New York, the United 
States Cavalry and Artillery 
Remount Horse Association 
was formed under the leader¬ 
ship of Major General Leonard 
Wood. 

If they provided Thorough¬ 
breds for die Army, race horse 
owners could keep breeding 
with the security of demand 
already in place. Also, the tim¬ 
ing worked well, since the con¬ 
current New York anti-gam¬ 
bling tumult could take a back 
seat to a higher calling for the 
Thoroughbred. 

Front Royal’s Major General 
Hugh L. Scott said that as far 
as cavalry horses go, “I prefer 
the Thoroughbred above all 
others.” 

Regardless of breed, the 
Army strove for horses who 
stood 15 to 15.2 hands and 
weighed between 1,000 and

1,200 pounds. Other require¬ 
ments were legs with enough 
bone for duty, a soHd, dark coat 
color, a deep heart girth, and 
withers with enough promi¬ 
nence to keep a saddle from 
slipping. 

Thoroughbred breeders 
responded to the appeal for 
studs who, particularly when 
crossed with heavy-boned 
mares, could produce foals 
with these qualities. 

Lee Rosenberg contribut¬ 
ed the 3-year-old colt Ascyra 
(^Assagai—Cyra, by Corcyra); 
Johnson Camden donated 
Boola Boola (Ben Brush—The 
Mecca, by Midlothian); and 
Colonel E.R. Bradley donated 
30 horses from his Idle Hour 
stud during the course of 20 
years, including his 1921 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Behave 
Yourself 

August Belmont also gave 
the Army many accomphshed 
staUions, including Dandy Rock. 
Not only did he possess the 
desirable compact and deep- 
chested build. Dandy Rock 
boasted a superlative pedigree. 
He was a son of English Triple 
Crown winner *Rock Sand, 
the sire of 1916 Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes winners 
Damrosch and Friar Rock. 
*Rock Sand was perhaps more 
widely known as the grandsire 
of Man o’ War through his 
daughter Mahubah. 

Belmont also gave the Army 
Henry of Navarre, a star of 
his day who won a three-way 


match race with Domino and 
Chfford. Another donation 
was the accomphshed Octagon 
(by Rayon d’Or), sire of future 
Hall of Fame mare Beldame. 
Additional *Rock Sand sons 
donated by Belmont included 
Belfry II (out of Beldame) and 
Footprint. Both Octagon-who 
endured a rocky start at Front 
Royal when having to over¬ 
come a case of strangles-and 
Henry of Navarre became pro- 
hfic sires, and were eventually 
buried at Front Royal. 

Cynical reporters pointed 
out that Belmont’s donation 
was not purely altruistic, but 
served to prove his patriotism 
in hght of his seUing horses 
to competing armies during 
World War I. 

‘‘In contradistinction to the 
gift of Dandy Rock to Uncle 
Sam,” the New York Times 
reported, “it was learned that 
the French Government has 
just paid Mr. Belmont $16,000 
for the colt Amoreux, by Octa¬ 
gon—^Amicita, out of Fides, by 
Hastings.” 

With pedigreed stalhons 
such as Belmont’s, horsemen 
viewed Front Royal as the pre¬ 
eminent Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing station among the Remount 
depots. 

In 1918, The Jockey Club 
donated four staUions to the 
cause. Although these horses 
were to head West, H.H. Reese, 
who was in charge at Front 
Royal, was dehghted: “The 
experiments at Front Royal, 
where sires of blood such as 
Henry of Navarre and Octa¬ 
gon, which were donated to the 
Government by Major August 
Belmont, have proved beyond 
a doubt the merits of the 
Thoroughbred as a top-cross.” 

Along with supplying cavalry 
mounts, the Remount strove to 
improve civilian horses, which 
Lt. Colonel S.C. Reynolds 
explained in a 1930 issue of 
the Quartermaster Review: 

“As is weU known, Virginia 
is the home of the half bred 
hunter in America,” Reynolds 
wrote. “More or less scientific 
breeding had been going on 
for a number of years without 
stimulation by the government, 
and the hunter type of half

bred horse raised in Virginia 
has always demanded a high 
price on the market. Due to 
the fact that the Office of The 
Quartermaster General directly 
has had charge of the pur¬ 
chasing of stallions, the Front 
Royal Remount Depot has 
been a clearinghouse for stal¬ 
lions used in the furtherance 
of the breeding scheme. ..Asa 
consequence, there has been an 
average of about one hundred 
stallions per year conditioned 
and cleared through this Depot. 
This phase of Remount and 
breeding work has placed a task 
upon this Depot shghtly differ¬ 
ent from the other Depots, and 
has developed a personnel very 
skilled in the conditioning and 
handling of stallions.” 

Born in 1926 and bred 
at Front Royal, Jenny Camp 
was probably one the great¬ 
est successes of this intensive 
breeding program. A typical 
Remount cross, she was sired 
by the Thoroughbred Gordon 
Russell, and her dam was best 
described as part-Standard- 
bred. Jenny Camp was first 
tried as a polo pony, but her 
skill as a jumper placed her on 
the Olympic three-day event¬ 
ing team. 

Jenny Camp, a member of 
the 1932 gold medal-winning 
eventing team, won individual 
silver medals in 1932 and 1936, 
which makes her one of only 
three horses to win medals at 
consecutive Olympics. When 
she died, she was buried at 
Front Royal. 

Of course, not every Front 
Royal foal could achieve such 
heights, but a 1928 Wall Street 
Journal reporter did note the 
impressive array of competi¬ 
tion-level horses at the Depot 
after a tour given to a group of 
sportsmen by Maj. C.L. Scott 
of the Remount Service. His 
article emphasi 2 es the prosper¬ 
ity of the property as well as the 
connection between the horses 
bred by the Remount and those 
winning races and ribbons for 
riders out of uniform. 

‘‘Front Royal today blos¬ 
soms out fresh and green from 
the mountain side,” he writes, 
“while all around the pastures 
are relatively drab and poor. . . 


And on the unforested two- 
thirds of the reservation 850 
head of horses and mules are 
at pasture. . . many good pieces 
of horse flesh that sportsmen 
have seen ‘on the flat' and 
‘across timber.'” 

The reporter (his name is 
never given) praises the meth¬ 
ods in the breeding sheds, too: 
“It is instructive to see the 
enlisted men lead out stallion 
after stallion as quietly as if 
they were docile cart mares. 
In no estabhshment in this 


country have I ever seen so 
many well mannered and well 
handled studs. . . Front Royal 
is a credit to the service and to 
our country. The many eastern 
sportsmen who go down to 
Virginia should make a point 
of visiting it and should allow 
themselves time really to go 
over the plant.” 

The Front Royal Depot was 
on the cutting edge of science, 
as well. Army veterinarians at 
Front Royal made the crucial 
discovery that riboflavin defi¬ 


ciency causes periodic ophthal¬ 
mia, more commonly known as 
moon blindness. 

TIME MARCHES ON 

Attention toward Front 
Royal dechned during World 
War II, as warfare became an 
increasingly mechani 2 ed prop¬ 
osition. The Depot kept some 
horses, and also served as a 
dog-training facihty and a 
P.O.W. camp. But that war 
taught the Army that it no lon¬ 
ger needed to breed horses, and 
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HUMPHREY 
S. FINNEY 
AND THE WAR 
EFFORT 

Humphrey S. Finney the 
late Fasig-Tipton executive, 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association field secretary 
and founding editor of 
The Maryland Horse, did his 
part for the cavalry when 
he dispersed horses for the 
Remount Service in 1943 
and 1944 as the usefulness 
of the Remount waned. 

In his autobiography, 
Finney writes of selhng 
24,000 horses for the Army, 
an experience that proved 
valuable when he became 
president and then chair¬ 
man of Fasig-Tipton. 


on October 21,1946, there was 
a pubhc auction of Thorough¬ 
breds who were property of 
the U.S. Remount Service at 
Front Royal. 

With its descriptions of 
individual horses, the catalog 
from the auction teUs the story 
of the Depot in a way that drier 
accounts can’t. In his foreword 
to the auction catalog. Chief 
of Remount Colonel Fred L. 
Hamilton wrote with a note of 
desperation that: “It is desired 
to assure horsemen that the 
U.S. Army Remount Service 
has no intention of entering 
the commercial breeding field. 
The extensive sales now being 
held are necessitated by a series 
of circumstances, largely inci¬ 
dent to the war, beyond our 
immediate control.” 

Impressive horses were 
offered for sale. Hip number 
40, a 13-year-old mare named 
Paknarie (Prince Pal—Dorothy 
Marie, by Leonardo II), “has 
been an excellent polo pony,” 
the catalog says, indicating 
that Paknarie was probably an 
officer’s horse, used for sport 


as well as duty. A 3-year-old 
gelding named Flag’s Heir 
(Flag Pole—Good Heiress, 
by *Waygood) was hip num¬ 
ber 129 and a grandson of 
Spanish Heiress, who “was one 
of the best mares ever to have 
been owned by the Remount.” 
Hip number 94 was a bay fiky 
named Spanish Cheri. Her 
dam. Queen of Spain, “has 
consistently been one of the 
best producing mares owned 
by the U.S. Remount. No mare 
has ever produced more foals 
of higher merit.” 

Lip tattoos, which con¬ 
sisted of a number, a letter, 
and then a number, were ksted 
with hip numbers, a system 
Thoroughbred racing would 
adopt in 1947. 

The LippUan staUions that 
General George S. Patton 
brought back from Germany 
came through the Depot 
in these final days, as did 
*Nordkcht, the German racing 
champion, who left his mark 
on Virginia sports. 

“He sired some powerful 
horses. Run and jump,” says 


Uppervkle, Va., horsewoman 
Joan Moore. “We always knew 
a *Nordkcht horse.” 

In its waning years. Front 
Royal also served as a rest 
home for pensioners kke the 
horses who carried General 
John J. Pershing: Kidron, the 
French Thoroughbred he rode 
in Europe during World War 
I and Jeff, a jumper given to 
Pershing by the Army’s First 
Division after the war. 

Kidron’s history took an 
interesting mrn following his 
death in 1942. An attempt was 
made by the War Department 
to have him mounted, and 
when that failed, the office of 
the registrar at the Smithsonian 
Instimte accepted Kidron’s skin 
and skull from the department. 
The remains are now part of 
the research collection of the 
Division of Mammals in the 
National Museum of Natural 
History. 

In a 1990 Christian Science Mon¬ 
itor article, Wendell Edwards 
wrote about an experience he’d 
had in 1945, when, as part of 
his job caring for horses at the 
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Army Air Force Convalescent 
Hospital, he accompanied 
some draft horses on a train 
down to Front Royal and made 
the mistake of telling a cavalry¬ 
man that ‘‘horses are a thing of 
the past ” But when the soldier 
shows him the roster of World 
War I battle honors earned by 
an aged horse, Edwards under¬ 
stands that “Unlike airplanes, 
tanks, or other machines of 
war, horses, hke humans, 
exhibit courage, diligence. . . 
and other ‘human’ traits.” 

A NATIONAL TREASURE 

Unfortunately, sentiments 
like those the old cavalryman 
expressed to Edwards couldn’t 
elevate the war horse back to 
his former prominence, and in 
1948, Congress transferred the 
land at Front Royal to the US. 
Department of Agriculture. It 
served as a beef cattle research 
station until 1973, when the 
Smithsonian obtained the 
tide to half of the land. The 
National Zoo’s wildhfe con¬ 
servation center is located at 
the site, which also houses the 


horse cemetery. Because of the 
nature of conservation work, 
this side is typically not open to 
the public. 

The other side of the prop¬ 
erty holds the buildings Dreams 
Need Heroes wants to save. 
Virginia Tech owns this land, 
which is leased by the Northern 
Virginia 4-H Educational and 
Conference Center, the center 
of the preservation campaign. 
The group, which Joan Moore 
chairs along with PurcellviUe, 
Va., veterinarian George E. 
Washington, hopes to raise $5 
million. 

“The historic part would 
really be the Quartermaster’s 
building and the look of the 
stables from past time,” says 
Andrea Gaines, who works for 
the campaign. “It was, after 
aU, an Army facility, so visu¬ 
ally it would stiU look hke that, 
with a major flagpole. People 
would be able to go through 
the museum, and it would rep¬ 
resent all the Remounts across 
the country because this is the 
only one that has not been 
demohshed or turned over to 


another use. At least a couple 
of stalls would be outfitted as 
if it were 1930, so if someone 
was doing a re-enactment they 
could do it right on site.” 

The group hopes that one 
day visitors to Virginia will 
understand the history of the 
Front Royal Remount Depot. 

“This is a national treasure,” 
says Phil Gibbons, a retired 
Marine and historical re-enac- 
tor who is helping raise aware¬ 
ness. “People just don’t reahze 
what is here. People tour horse- 
breeding facilities in Kentucky 
now, and in the 1920s, this 
was the premier horse breeding 
facihty in the US. I understand 
we can’t save everything. But 
this is the last one.” ^

F or an industry that has seen 
all too few bright spots 
over the past few years, 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Two-Year-Olds in Training 
sale brought a rush of golden 
rewards and promise. 

Figures trended upward 
across the board at the auc¬ 
tion held Monday, May 17 in 
the Timonium sales pavihon. 
And the attitude of buyers and 
sellers, although more difficult 
to quantify, was remarkably 
upbeat. 

The average ($47,984) and 
median ($27,000) rose 14 per¬ 
cent, and 8 percent, respec¬ 
tively, while the number of 
horses sold (273) and gross 
revenue ($13,099,500) repre¬ 
sented increases of 7.9 percent 
and 23 percent. 

Even more significantly, the 
buy-back rate dropped to 12.5 
percent from 21.2 percent in 
2009. 

‘‘The buy-back rate was 
phemomenal-particularly for 
a 2-year-old sale,” commented 
Fasig-Tipton president Boyd 
Browning. “It was one of the 
strongest sales weVe seen any¬ 
where in quite some time. 

Paget Bennett, sales direc¬ 
tor for Fasig-Tipton Midlantic, 
noted a “whole new comfort 
level” among buyers. She said, 
“There were a lot of new peo¬ 
ple, and luckily most of them 
found horses.” 

Major improvements to 
the sales pavihon completed 
last fall may have contributed 
to buyer confidence, and a 


Korean group making its first 
buying trip in Maryland helped 
to estabhsh a base level for 
horses on the lower end of the 
sales spectrum. 

“Walking into the pavihon 
on Monday morning, you could 
sense that good things were 
about to happen,” Browning 
added. 

It didn’t take long for that 
prediction to come true. 

The talk of the sales 
grounds in the days leading up 
to the auction was a poised and 
precocious Medagha d’Oro fihy 
from the consignment of Barry 
and Shari Eisaman’s Willis ton, 
Fla.-based Eisaman Equine. 
The bay worked a furlong in a 
super-quick : 10.20 (co-fastest 
time for that distance). 

Appearing in the ring as hip 
number 69, she ht up the board 
with a new record for a female 
horse sold at pubhc auction in 
Maryland. 

The price-$650,000-came 
after a spirited bidding war 
between the buyer, wine mag¬ 
nate Jess Jackson’s Stonestreet 
Stables (most famous as the 
owner of the Horse of the 
Year title holders the past three 
years-CurHn and Rachel Alex¬ 
andra), and underbidder Bu 22 
Chace, representing West Point 
Thoroughbreds and Lewis 
Lakin. 

Bred in Kentucky by Bradley 
Thoroughbred Brokerage, 
Cherokee Equine and Pomerol 
Pty Ltd., the sales star was sold 
on behalf of the estate of 
Edmund Gann. Gann, who 


had purchased the filly privately 
and campaigned her multiple 
Grade 1 -winning sire, died this 
past February. 

Now named Hailey d’Oro, 
the filly is the first foal from 
stakes winner Chit Chat Pam 
(by Vahd Expectations). 

A total of nine horses sold 
for $200,000 or more, with the 
top-selling male (and second 
highest-priced offering) being 
a $450,000 colt by Tapit—Prall 
Street, by Cherokee Run. 

Consigned by Florida- 
based agent Eddie Woods on 
behalf of William Graves and 
Dennis Lynch, who bred him 
in Kentucky, the colt was pur¬ 
chased by agent Steven Young. 

The top-seUing Mid-Atlan- 
tic-bred was a $90,000 Speights- 
town colt out of Poised to 
Pounce, by Smarten, consigned 
by NiaU Brennan Stables, agent 
VII and purchased by Charles 
J. (Chuck) Zacney of Afleet 
Alex fame. 

Bred in Maryland by Dark 
Hollow Farm and William P. 
Beatson, the Speightstown colt 
is a half-brother to Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic winner Play Bingo 


and additional stakes perform¬ 
ers Quick ’n Smart (multiple 
stakes-winning dam of multiple 
stakes winner and $893,462- 
earner Smart Enough) and 
Rhythmn Master ($279,370). 

Maryland-based stallion 
Lion Hearted made headlines as 
the sire of a $240,000 colt-the 
second most expensive colt or 
gelding and the fifth highest- 
priced offering in the sale. Out 
of the Dehere mare Ama 2 ing 
Lady, the Lion Hearted colt, 
named Ama 2 ing Hearted, was 
bred in Kentucky by Barbara C. 
Graham and Joseph Keelty and 
sold for $35,000 at last year’s 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale. 

Leading Mid-Atlantic sire 
Not For Love had two offspring 
sold—a fiUy out of Picabo Silver 
(by Gold Meridian) brought 
$75,000 and a Virginia-bred colt 
out of Colonial Stage (by Plea¬ 
sant Colony) went for $62,000. 

Northview StalHon Station 
in Chesapeake City is home to 
both Lion Hearted and Not 
For Love.

Patti Miller, vice president of Pennsylvania-based 
EQB Inc., the sale’s leading purchaser by gross, as 
agent in the purchase of seven horses for a total of 
$756,000 (average $108,000). EQB’s most expensive 
purchase was an Indian Charlie colt who cost $200,000. 
Two of its other purchases topped the $100,000 mark-a 
$180,000 Stormy Atlantic filly and a $135,000 colt by Five 
Star Day: 

‘‘There were two things that seemed to surprise people at 
this sale: the market was stronger, and the buy-back rate was 
low The fact that so many horses found buyers shouldn’t be 
surprising, because this is one of the last 2-year-old sales in 
the country for the season, so consignors tend to be realistic 
about reserves. It’s easier to get buyers to reach when they 
know they’re not bidding against consignors, but are paying 
what reflects a true market value. 

“This is not just a retread sale-a lot of nice horses come 
through here, horses who might not have been ready earher 
in the season.” (EQB famously purchased $1.8 million- 
earner and 2009 Eclipse Award-winning female sprinter 
Informed Decision at this sale in 2007, paying $320,000 on 
behalf of owner George Strawbridge.) 

“We perform high-speed film analysis of every horse 
in the sale; if they pass that analysis, they get physical 
examinations and heart measurement. We end up with a 
group of prospects for various clients. 

“We don’t care how fast they go—it’s how they go fast. 
The Indian Charlie colt we bought worked in :11 Vs but he’s a 
beautiful, lovely horse, with aU the variables just the way we 
like them to be.” 


Ellen Charles, 

Maryland-based owner/ 
breeder, purchaser of the 
second highest-priced 
fiUy, a $380,000 daughter 
of Quiet American 
named Buffgirl. Charles, 
who trades under the 
name of HiUwood Stable 
LLC, has been involved 
in the horse business 
for about 10 years, and 
carries on a remarkable 
legacy as a daughter of 
the late prominent breeder/ 

owner Adelaide Riggs. Charles currently maintains about 
20 horses in training with Rodney Jenkins at Laurel Park 
and “three and a half” broodmares at David and JoAnn 
Hayden’s Dark HoUow Farm in Upperco. Md.: 

“I think I became possessed. . . I surprised even me! She 
most certainly is the most expensive horse I’ve ever bought. 
There’s just something about her. She’s a beautiful individual 
who moves weU and worked weU. And Quiet American 
daughters make wonderful broodmares. 

“Rodney Qenkins] and I picked her out together. We 
watched the works on the screen, and she stood out. He had a 
lot to say, but I fell in love. 

“I do not have buyer’s remorse. She has all the qualities 
that she should have. But of course it’s aU a big gamble. 

“Her name—Buffgirl—is certainly not what I would have 
chosen, but I’ve always heard that it’s bad luck to change a 
horse’s name. The stable crew Hkes her name.” 

A1 Pike of Weatherford, Tex., agent in the sale of the 
$380,000 Quiet American fiUy Buffgirl and three other 
offerings. His consignment brought a total of $455,000 
(average $113,750), making him the second-leading 
consignor by average, three or more sold. The second 
highest-priced filly in the sale (and third overall), Buffgirl 
was a pinhooking coup, having been purchased for 
$30,000 at last year’s Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July Yearling 
sale: 

“Friends of mine-Mark Toothaker of Kenmcky and J.R. 
and Rita Young of Arkansas-bought the Quiet American 


Bu22 Chace, New Jersey-based bloodstock agent 
perennially among leading buyers at Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sales, purchased six for a total of $294,000 
(average $49,000). Prices for his purchases ranged from a 
$115,000 Giant’s Causeway colt to a $15,000 daughter of 
Leading the Parade: 

“I’m happy with them aU, top to bottom. It was a good 
sale across the board. I got outbid on a lot of horses, 
including the [sales-topping] Medagha d’Oro filly, but the 
horses I bought were nice. Everybody could buy a horse at 
this sale if they wanted one. The stock was good, better than 
in past years, and there were more people buying. [Fasig- 
Tipton president and CEO] Boyd Browning did such a good 
job of bringing the sale together; it worked very well.”

filly in Kentucky and sent her to me for breaking. They were 
planning to race her themselves. She was such a standout 
in her early training that I convinced them to nominate her 
to the Calder [selected 2-year-olds in training] sale. Walt 
Robertson of Fasig-Tipton came and looked at her and he 
really liked her, but he was concerned that she might get 
lost in the shuffle at Calder. He suggested taking her to 
Timonium, where she could be a star. 

‘‘The first time I saw her, this filly struck me as one of the 
prettiest Quiet American fillies Tve ever seen. And she only 
got better. She’s such an easy mover, with a big stride. I got 
her ready to go three-eighths [in the under tack show] and she 
went in :34y5. A lot of people couldn’t beheve she went that 
fast, because she did it so effortlessly. 

“We are very grateful to the sales company, in particular 
[Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sales director] Paget Bennett, who 
does such a great job with the Maryland sales. This was 
probably our fifth trip to a Maryland auction in the past 10 
years; we only go there when we have something that fits, but 
we love it there.” 


James Chapman, whose Summerfield, Fla.-based 
Breaking Point Farm ranked as the leading consignor 
by average (three or more sold), with three selling for 
an average of $118,333. His consignment included a 
$180,000 Henny Hughes colt and a $115,000 Giant’s 
Causeway colt. Purchased by Buzz Chace, the Giant’s 
Causeway colt represented a remarkable return on 
investment for Chapman, who bought him for $5,000 at 
the Keeneland September YearHng sale: 

“[The Giant’s Causeway colt] was placed in the wrong part 
of the sale at Keeneland. He was in Book 1, and because he 
was small, he got overlooked among aU those horses. I hadn’t 
seen him before he walked into the ring. But he looked okay, 
and the bidding staggered out on him for no money. I didn’t 
buy him to pinhook, but he turned into a nice-training horse. I 
would have raced him myself if he hadn’t brought enough. 

“This was my first time selling 2-year-olds at Timonium. He 
was a popular horse at this sale.”

Steven Young, New York-based agent, purchased 
the $450,000 top-seUing colt, a son of Tapit, on behalf 
of an undisclosed client. At the 2009 edition of this 
sale. Young paid $850,000 for the Tapit colt Trappe 
Shot (then named Tashop), who continues to hold the 
record as the most expensive horse ever to seU at public 
auction in Maryland: 

“The trend of the sale, from top to bottom, was one 
of the strongest 2-year-old sales we’ve seen in a while. If a 
horse had credentials, and you were interested in him, there 
was someone else trying to buy him. 

“Our purchase came out of the sale in fine order and 
is training well with Kiaran McLaughlin in New York. We 
don’t have a schedule for him; it’s way too early to say when 
he win race. We have changed his name [from Doc Farone] 
to Rattlesnake Bridge. 

“Tapit is obviously one of the best young sires around, 
but the Tapit colts we’ve bought at the last two Maryland 
sales have stood out on their own to make us want to buy 
them. Clearly, Trappe Shot has a world of abihty.” 

Campaigning for MiU House, which purchased him 
through Young, Trappe Shot aired by 10^4 lengths in 
his maiden-breaking score at Gulfstream Park this past 
February and added his second win from three career starts 
when triumphing by 1234 lengths at Gulfstream in March. 

He is also in training with McLaughlin at Belmont Park. 

Eddie Woods, Ocala, Fla.-based agent, second- 
leading consignor by gross, selling 16 horses for a total 
of $991,500. Topping his consignment was the most 
expensive colt in the sale, a $450,000 Kentucky-bred 
son of Tapit whom Woods sold as agent for breeders 
William Graves and Dennis Lynch: 

“The [Tapit] colt was really good looking and correct and 
he worked well, but I didn’t think he’d bring that much. He 
sold alarmingly well. We expected $300,000 to $400,000. 

“Maryland has been a lucky spot for us in general, 
although two years ago this sale was a bit scary. People 
usually show up at this sale to buy horses at all different 
levels. 

“We had two RNAs, and sold one of them after the sale, 
so it was a very good sale for us from that perspective as 
well. Of course some of the weaker prospects were priced 
to sell, but the good thing is there were people to buy 
them.” 
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John Mo)mihan, advisor for Jess Jackson’s Stonestreet 
Stables, bid by phone to make the purchase of the sales¬ 
topping Medaglia d’Oro filly: 

‘We love her. She’s doing great at our farm in Kentucky. 
We have her here for R&R, and she’s expected to go in 
training at the end of June. It hasn’t been decided yet where 
she’ll go. 

“We know [consignor] Barry Eisaman well, and when he 

put his stamp of approval on 
her that meant a lot 

“She’s a beautiful fiUy, and 
she worked well. That’s about 
it.”

Tax Ruling comes 
through-big 
time-for owner 
Irv Navior 


L ate last year, trainer 
Desmond Fogarty looked 
at Tax Ruling out in a 
field. Covered in mud and in 
fiiU relaxation mode, the horse 
resembled a cross between a 
Gri 22 ly Bear and the Swamp 
Thing. 

But Fogarty saw more. 

‘‘He’s just a good horse. 
He’s a top-class hurdle horse 
and twice the horse he was this 
time last year, not just on the 
race course but physically to 
look at him.” 

Five months later, on May 
8, Tax Ruhng proved it—show¬ 
ing up at the Iroquois in robust 
form and delivering a signature 
performance in the first Grade 
1 steeplechase of 2010. 

The 7-year-old wore out 
seven rivals, taking up for early 
leader Shp Away on the final 
turn and taking the run out 
of would-be closers while win¬ 
ning by four and three-quarters 
lengths in 5:37.20 for three 
miles. 

Slip Away stayed for second 
with Arcadius third. Mixed Up, 
the 2009 steeplechase cham¬ 
pion, faded to finish a well- 
beaten fifth in the $150,000 
stakes. 

Tax Ruling landed the first 
big pri 2 e of 2010 and gave 
owner Irv Naylor his first 
Grade 1 victory in a lengthy 
steeplechase career focused 
mainly on timber racing. Even 
Tax Ruhng was bought with 
timber in mind, though the 
son of Dynaformer has run 


far beyond that career path. He 
won two races in early 2009, 
including a novice stakes at 
Radnor, then placed third in the 
Grand National and Colonial 
Cup (both Grade 1) to close 
the year. Those two perfor¬ 
mances, at two and five-eighths 
and two and three-quarters 
miles respectively, hinted at 
bigger things. 

“Last year, we said this was 
his race,” said Fogarty of the 
Iroquois. “Three miles, you 
know? He got every yard of 
it. We thought three miles and 
jumping and coming up that 
hill should suit him to a T. He’s 
an out-and-out stayer. He’ll go 
on any ground; he’s a proper 
horse, a proper horse.” 

Fogarty circled the Iroquois 
in the 2010 schedule, but called 
a small audible and went to the 
Carolina Cup-NSA2 in March. 
Tax Ruling was training well 
and was arguably the favorite 
for the two and one-quarter- 
mile stakes. He finished sixth, 
beaten 41 lengths by Spy in 
the Sky. 

“He sprung a hind shoe 
pretty bad and struck into him¬ 
self that day,” said Fogarty. 
“That was part of it, but in 
saying that there’s a big differ¬ 
ence between the pace here 
and the pace at Camden. He 
gets run off his feet in shorter 
races like the Carolina Cup or 
at Saratoga.” 

Not at Nashville. Jockey 
Darren Nagle, aboard for the 
first time since May 2009, got 


Tax Ruling to rate behind 2010 
Temple Gwathmey-NSA3 
winner Shp Away but clear of 
the rest. Tax Ruhng moved to 
Shp Away on the final turn as 
Mixed Up faltered and Grand 
National winner Your Sum Man 
(Ire) retreated. Arcadius made a 
mild late bid, but couldn’t catch 
the top pair as Tax Ruhng pow¬ 
ered away in the stretch. 

“Tax Ruhng relaxed bril- 
hantly for me, which was as 
important as anything,” said 
Nagle. “He’s so straightforward 
and uncomphcated, it made my 
hfe very easy. He was happy 
to just sit there. I had an arm¬ 
chair ride the whole race. I was 
happy with the pace; he was 
happy there.” 

Produced from the Grade 
1 winner and Grade 1 pro¬ 
ducer Fantastic Find (by Mr. 
Prospector), Tax Ruhng was 
bred by the Phipps family, 
who never raced him. Naylor 
bought him as a 3-year-old, 
and he spent time in the barns 
of Bruce Miller and Jonathan 
Sheppard before landing with 
Fogarty (and Naylor’s more 
consolidated operation) in 

2008. He won a maiden hurdle 
that year to set up the sohd 

2009. Inconsistent early. Tax 
Ruhng has won three of his last 
eight starts to push his steeple¬ 
chase bankroU to $219,450. 

SUSTAINED 
ECONOMIC GROWTH 

Baseball player, hockey star, 
Olympian. . . No matter how 
you earn it, $90,000 a week 
is a good paycheck. Bubble 
Economy put timber horse on 
the hst of high-paying careers 
by winning the Virginia Gold 
Cup on May 1 and the Mason 
Houghland Memorial on May 
8 . 

The $75,000 stakes are the 
richest (with the Maryland 
Hunt Cup) in the timber divi¬ 
sion and served notice that the 
Pennsylvania-bred is far from 
finished at age 11. Champion 
in 2004 and 2008, Bubble 
Economy put a tight grip on the 
2010 title with $95,400 earned 
during the spring season. He 


stood second on the overall hst 
(heady company for a timber 
horse) behind Grade 1 hurdler 
Tax Ruhng and led his nearest 
rival by almost $60,000. 

“It’s a privilege to own a 
horse hke him,” said co-owner 
Andre Brewster, who bought 
the horse with Arcadia Stable 
partners in 2002. “It’s been all 
this time and he’s still going.” 

Second (beaten a head) in 
the My Lady’s Manor Stakes to 
start the year. Bubble Economy 
began his big week at Virginia’s 
Great Meadow Racecourse 
in The Plains, Va. The four- 
mile Gold Cup shares the 
first Saturday in May with the 
Kentucky Derby, but stands 
alone as a suburban DC. spec¬ 
tacle of horses, spectators, 
sponsor tents, pomp and cir¬ 
cumstance. 

Bubble Economy knows it 
well, and made his fourth start 
in the 23-fence test. He faced 
seven foes and set up in third 
behind He’s a Conniver and 
Fort Henry (Ire) early. Halfway 
through. He’s a Conniver still 
led while looking vulnerable. J. 
Alfred Prufrock moved to sec¬ 
ond while Paddy Young sat still 
on the eventual winner. At the 
19 th fence, the pace quickened 
but Bubble Economy didn’t. 

“There was a lot of scrim¬ 
maging at the water jump,” said 
Young. “He was looking at the 
other horses and kind of didn’t 
know where to take off He 
landed on aU fours and lost his 
momentum. I didn’t move on 
him, didn’t want to panic, but 
he took off when all the other 
horses did and got right back in 
the race.” 

In front two fences later. 
Bubble Economy braced for 
a challenge in the stretch and 
got one from Bon Caddo, who 
surged alongside coming to 
the last fence. True to form. 
Bubble Economy gave Young 
a scare at the last as Bon Caddo 
took a short lead. 

“Ten strides out he felt hke 
he was going to stop-stop 
stop,” Young said of the last 
fence. “I thought he was going 
to refuse. He was meeting it 
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kind of long so I didn’t want 
to give him a squee 2 e because 
he was backing up. I just let 
him fiddle it. Then the other 
horse passed me. I couldn’t 
beheve it.” 

Bubble Economy dug back 
in and prevailed by a half length 
in a finish that felt much closer. 
Patriot’s Path rallied for third as 
the winner needed 8:22.80 to 
cover the distance. 

‘‘Give him credit. He stuck 
his head down and batded 
back ” said Young. “We were a 
half length down and the horse 
beside me wasn’t stopping.” 

Bubble Economy looked so 
fresh afterward that trainer Jack 
Fisher joked about running him 
a week later at NashviUe in the 
Mason Houghland. Listeners 
scoffed (briefly), but have 
learned to expect the unex¬ 
pected from Bubble Economy 
and his trainer. 

A mile shorter than the 
Gold Cup, the Houghland 
presents a different test with 
a tight, speedy course and a 
short stretch run. Bubble 
Economy, who won the race 
in 2004, enjoyed the change of 
pace-revving from fourth to 
first in the final stages to win by 
five and three-quarters lengths 
over Radio Flyer (Ire) with 
Incomplete third. He needed 
6:24.40 to cover the distance 
while looking fresh enough to 
go around again. 

“He was so good again,” 
said Young. “I just wanted to 
track Radio Flyer down the 
back and when I asked him. 
Bubbles just took off going to 
the last.” 

The victory propelled 
Bubble Economy past $400,000 
in steeplechase earnings. He’s 
won 13 races (10 over tim¬ 
ber) while making at least two 
jump starts a year since exiting 
the barn of flat trainer Rick 
Violette and Klaravich Stable. 
He’s won the Virginia Gold 
Cup and Houghland twice 
each, and also scored in the 
Grand National, International 
Gold Cup and Ski Roundtop 
Stakes.

Dixie and Rick Abbott and 
Nina and Tim Gardner bought 
the Vaal Reef mare Buffels 
in foal to Rakeen. The foal, 
Bubble Economy, brought 
$50,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale in 2000. The robust bay 
turned heads at the sale, but 
managed no better than a third 
and a fourth in seven flat starts 
before being purchased by 
Fisher and Arcadia as a steeple¬ 
chase prospect. 


‘‘We bought two mares, 
Buffels and her dam, and 
sold the two foals for almost 
as much as we paid for the 
mares,” said Rick Abbott. “It 
worked out great for us. He 
was a big, grand, really good- 
looking horse. Tm not sure Fve 
ever seen him run in the flesh, 
but Tve certainly followed him 
avidly. He’s certainly turned out 
to be a good one and you can’t 
argue with his career.” 


STARS TURN OUT 
FOR IROQUOIS 

♦ The rich Iroquois card 
(worth a combined $400,300) 
showcased stars in aU divi¬ 
sions, and included a coro¬ 
nation for iron mare Sweet 
Shani. The New Zealand-bred 
finally broke through with a 
win-in her fourth American 
season-by taking the $50,000 
Margaret Henley Stakes for 


Mary Ann Houghland and 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 

The 10-year-old gray came 
into the race off placings in 
several Grade 1 stakes (ver¬ 
sus males) and appreciated the 
drop to an easier spot. 

“She could have run in the 
amateur race, the big race, or 
the filly and mare race,” said 
Sheppard of his mare’s options. 
“I finally thought that there’s 
no sense having a filly or mare 
and not running against your 
own gender.” 

Sweet Shani (Danielle Hods- 
don) rewarded Sheppard’s deci¬ 
sion, settling off the early pace 
and reehng in runner-up Diva 
Maria over the final stages to 
win by three and one-quarter 
lengths in 4:16.40 for two and 
a quarter miles. The victory 
halted an 11-race losing streak 
that included defeats to Mixed 
Up, Good Night Shirt and 
McDynamo, among others. 

“She’s so genuine, you 
know?” Sheppard said. “I don’t 
think it ever crossed her mind 
not to keep trying. She had 
some hard races. She deserves 
a good run, a win hke this. Dani 
decided to ride her. She hasn’t 
ridden her very much, and gave 
her a great ride.” 

♦ When amateur jockey 
Gregg Ryan hung up his tack 
this spring after nearly 30 years, 
he left a few horses in train¬ 
ing-for other jockeys. Carl 
Rafter gladly took over as the 
pilot of Dynantonia, a four¬ 
time flat winner and graded 
stakes performer with trainer 
George Weaver. 

The powerful son of 
Dynaformer handled six others 
in the $50,000 Marcellus Frost, 
a two-mile Grade 3 stakes 
on the Iroquois undercard. 
Dynantonia rated just behind 
Birthday Beau for much of the 
early going, grabbed the lead 
on the final turn and proved 
plenty strong enough in the 
stretch while scoring by two 
and three-quarters lengths over 
Dictina’s Boy. Divine Fortune 
was third. The winner needed 
3:53 to cover the distance-and

leap into the upper reaches of 
the stakes division. 

Trained in Virginia by for¬ 
mer event rider Juhe Gomena, 
Dynantonia won his first two 
jump starts in 2008 and 2009, 
but faltered in stakes tries late 
last year. He chased Shp Away 
home after being rank early 
in the Gwathmey, but was all 
business at Nashville. 

‘‘He showed he could 
run and jump at speed at 
Middleburg and that helped 
us,’’ said Rafter. “The plan was 
to sit in the first three because 
we know the farther he goes 
the better he is. I got a beautiful 
breather after the fourth-last 
and that helped.” 

♦ Other Iroquois winners 
included Cherry KnoU Farm’s 
Dalucci (Ire) in the $35,000 
Bright Hour hurdle for amateur 
jockeys. Also the race winner in 
2009, Dalucci (Mark Beecher) 
outfought Swagger Stick over 
the final furlong to win by two 
and one-quarter lengths for 
trainer Janet Elliot... First-time 
starter Call You in Ten flashed 
good form in the $25,000 
maiden hurdle for owner James 
Piper and trainer Doug Fout. 
The 4-year-old Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sales graduate rallied 
late to catch Parker’s Project 
and win by three lengths for 
jockey Jeff Murphy. . . Classic 
Bridges, trained by Hill Parker 
for Frances HiU Myers, won a 
$10,000 open flat race to start 
the card. 

RACING AT RADNOR 

Juhe Gomena called her 
horse Country Cousin right- 
handed. That made sense as 
she described the horse’s stakes 
win at Radnor’s right-handed 
race course. Still, she wanted to 
elaborate: “I’m an event rider. I 
do a lot of flat work. You can 
tell what side they favor—he’s a 
right-handed horse,” she said. 
“I could do a preliminary event 
test on all my horses. Which 
one would I choose? Country 
Cousin.” 

Technically a former event 
rider, and winner of the pres¬ 
tigious Rolex Three-Day in 



H e rose from gawky, 
unraced 3-year-old to a 
champion in four years, 
won seven consecutive races, 
became just the third million¬ 
aire American steeplechaser. 
And now he’s just another 
horse in the field. 

Good Night Shirt, the chest¬ 
nut powerhouse who blazed to 
Echpse Awards in 2007 and 
2008, was retired in May due to 
the effects of an ankle injury 
discovered midway through the 
2009 season. Owned by Sonny 
and Ann Via and trained by Jack 
Fisher, Good Night Shirt won 
a dozen jump races and passed 
the milhon-dollar mark in 
steeplechase earnings - joining 
fellow champions Lonesome 
Glory and McDynamo in the 
exclusive club. The son of 
Concern underwent surgery 
after the injury was diagnosed 
last summer, but the injury did 
not significantly improve with 
therapy. 

“He’s sound in the field and 
that’s important,” Fisher said. 
“I was worried we might have 
to put him down. We were wor¬ 
ried about his quality of Hfe, 
but it looks like he’ll be able to 
have a good retirement.” 

He joins timber great Saluter 
in the big field at Fisher’s home 
in Monkton, Md.-retired with 
honors. 

Good Night Shirt won his 
way into the hearts of his con¬ 
nections, and fans at various 
venues around the National 
Steeplechase Association cir¬ 
cuit. Bred in Maryland by Tom 
and Chris Bowman, the big 
gelding won twice over jumps 
as a 4-year-old in 2005. He 
was raw, unpolished, but good 
enough to get the job done. He 
lost five consecutive starts that 
year and the following spring 
before winning the David L. 
“Zeke” Ferguson Memorial- 
NSA3 at Colonial Downs and 
placing second to Hirapour 
(Ire) in the A.P Smithwick- 
NSA2 at Saratoga in 2006. 

Fisher joked that his hurdle 
stakes winner would soon be a 


timber horse, but Good Night 
Shirt squashed that idea with 
a bang-up second to Mixed 
Up in the Grade 1 Royal 
Chase early in 2007. He won 
the Grade 1 Iroquois in his 
next start and capped his first 
championship season with a 
victory over McDynamo in the 
Colonial Cup-NSAl. 

As good as 2007 was. Good 
Night Shirt improved the next 
season when he won aU five 
starts, all Grade 1 - the Georgia 
Cup, Iroquois, Lonesome 
Glory, Grand National and 
Colonial Cup-en route to a 
record $485,520 in earnings 
and a second Eclipse Award. 
The powerhouse 2008 season 
changed history as he became 
the first steeplechaser named 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year. 

“My favorite moment 
was when he won the Grand 
National-he was so good 
that day,” said jockey Willie 
Dowling, who rode the horse 
in 15 of his 24 jump starts. “I 
win never ride one as good as 
him and it’s only now that I 
realize how lucky I was to be a 
part of his career.” 

The champion returned in 
2009 and won the Grade 2 
Carolina Cup before Pierrot 
Lunaire halted the winning 


streak in the Iroquois. While 
prepping for an autumn return. 
Good Night Shirt came up 
with the ankle injury. Prospects 
were guarded early, but surgery 
gave some hope of recovery. 
Dr. Dean Richardson operated 
on the injured spot and the 
horse was given an extended 
healing period. He started with 
light work (on an underwater 
treadmill) this spring, but sec¬ 
ondary examinations showed 
that the bone would not hold 
up to racing. 

Produced from the Two 
Punch mare Hot Story, Good 
Night Shirt started on the road 
to being a race horse with 
the Bowmans and then in the 
flat barn of Vince MoscareUi 
at Fair HiU Training Center. 
Purchased by Riverdee Stable 
and trainer Lizzie Merryman, 
Good Night Shirt won two 
mrf starts as a 3-year-old 
before being sold to Via and 
Fisher as a steeplechase pros¬ 
pect. 

He was one of a kind. 

“Just a cool horse,” said 
Fisher. “People say ‘Go find 
me another Good Night Shirt 
or find me another Saluter.’ 
I teU them ‘They don’t make 
them.’”

1994, Gomena has turned 
her attention to steeplechase 
training over the past few 
years and might have a star 
on her hands (right and left) 
in Country Cousin. Oakwood 
Stable’s 7-year-old upset 2009 
novice champion Left Unsaid 
in the $50,000 National Hunt 
Cup, the feature on the Radnor 
Hunt Races card in Malvern, 
Pa., on May 15. 

Country Cousin (Carl 
Rafter) thrived on the right- 
handed course, cutting the final 
corner to take a slim lead and 
holding off Left Unsaid’s late 
rally to win by a nose in 4:40.20 
for the two and three-eighths 
miles. Early leader Ambersham 
held for third in the seven- 
horse field. 

Rafter moved a bit sooner 
than he wanted, but sei 2 ed the 
opportunity when it was pre¬ 
sented, finding room on the 
rail and pushing Left Unsaid 
three-wide coming to the last 
two fences. 

‘‘By making the move soon¬ 
er my horse nearly got beat, 
but if I had to make the move 
around the outside I wasn’t 
going to win,” said Rafter. “I 
got there, to the position I 
wanted, I was right upsides 
[Ambersham] before he even 
got to the flag-I had the horse 
to get there.” 

Country Cousin won his 
third consecutive start (after 
six straight losses) and claimed 
the top spot in the 2010 novice 
division heading to Saratoga. 


Bred by Bill Backer, the 
gelding won twice on the flat 
and was with former jump 
jockey Speedy Smithwick in 
Kentucky when Gomena made 
the purchase. The son of Lear 
Fan ran twice over jumps in 
2008, and closed 2009 with a 
maiden win at Montpeher. He 
opened 2010 with an allowance 
score at Middleburg. 

♦ Rafter won three at 
Radnor, including the co-fea- 
tured Radnor Hunt Cup timber 
stakes with Meet At Eleven 
(Ire). The 11-year-old con¬ 
tinued a career resurgence of 
sorts with his second win of 
2010, this time driving clear in 
the stretch to win the $40,000 
stakes by three and one-quarter 
lengths over The Whacker (Ire) 
and Music to My Ears (Ire) in 
7:01.40 for the three and one- 
quarter miles. 

Owned by Keystone Thor¬ 
oughbreds and trained by Todd 
McKenna, Meet At Eleven 
came to the US. as a hurdle 
prospect. McKenna bought 
the son of Oscar with an eye 
toward riding in amateur tim¬ 
ber races. 

“I hunted him for two 
years, messed around with him, 
and always had the Manor, 
the Grand National and, if it 
worked out, the [Maryland] 
Hunt Cup as goals,” he said. 
“It just didn’t work out. The 
ground’s been too soft, and he 
doesn’t want any part of that.” 

Reminded by partner BiU 
Wyhe of other timber races, 
and other ground, McKenna 


devised a new plan for 2010. 
First stop, the Carolina Cup 
Races in March. Meet At Eleven 
dutifuUy won a three-mile tim¬ 
ber allowance with a late rush. 
Aimed for the Virginia Gold 
Cup on May 1, he made it to 
the start only to get kicked by 
another horse and scratched. 
Radnor was the next option. 

“We went to Camden and he 
was good enough to get the job 
done,” said the trainer. “I was 
disappointed not to run in the 
Gold Cup, but one door closes 
and another one opens. He’s 
finally getting his ground.” 

FINALE AT FAIR HILL 

The spring season’s final 
stop came at Fair HiU on May 
29 as a big crowd welcomed 
summer and steeplechasing 
back to Cecil County, Md. 
Arcadia Stable’s Diva Maria 
took the featured Valentine 
Memorial for Fisher, outgun- 
ning a crowded field at the 
finish in another bang-up fiUy/ 
mare stakes. 

Only part of the National 
Steeplechase Association 
schedule since 2003, restricted 
fiUy/mare stakes have become 
a regular battle royale among a 
solid core of competitors. The 
Valentine was no different, as 
six of the 10 starters exited 
the Henley at Nashville three 
weeks earlier. Sweet Shani won 
that day, wearing down Diva 
Maria late. 

This time. Diva Maria 
(Xavier Aizpuru) made her lead 


stand up, holding off a fast¬ 
closing pack that included run¬ 
ner-up Farah T Salute, third- 
place Sweet Shani and the rest. 
Ptarmigan fell at the last fence 
while threatening. Diva Maria 
won by a half length, improving 
to 2-for-6 hfetime over jumps 
after racing on the flat with 
Mike Trombetta. The daughter 
of Maria’s Mon raced twice as a 
3-year-old in 2008 and won her 
2009 debut over future stakes 
winners Moon Dolly (GB) and 
DynaskiU. She injured a tendon 
in that race and missed the rest 
of the year. 

Returned to action in April, 
she finished fifth behind 
Ptarmigan at Foxfield and 
then second to Sweet Shani at 
Nashville. The gray 5-year-old 
capped her comeback in the 
Valentine, but pulled up with 
another tendon injury and goes 
back to the shelf 

Winning jockey Xavier 
Ai 2 puru marveled at his 
mount’s determination. 

“I wasn’t sure I was going 
to beat [Ptarmigan] but I felt 
like I had a lot of horse and 
was in with a chance,” he said. 
“She showed all the courage 
she had to win. When you ride 
nice horses hke her, who try so 
hard, it’s a very difficult thing to 
live with when they come back 
with an injury.” 

Diva Maria walked back on 
her own power and was in no 
danger, though she will miss 
considerable time to heal. 

“You hve with it, even if 
you’d rather not,” said Fisher. 
“She’ll get a chance to come 
back again; hopefully she’ll 
come back as good as she did 
this year.”

LOCAL STARS 
ALSO SHINE AT 
PIMLICO

T he 20-day Pimlico meet 
ended on May 22, with 
trainer Dale Capuano 
securing his 31st-yes, 31st- 
Maryland title, having won 11 
races from 33 starts. 

The 47-year-old Dayton, 
Md., resident doubled on the 
final day, winning a turf claimer 
with Kaleem Shah’s Naseeb 
and the meet finale with 
Costas Triantafilos’s Rainbow 
Inthestorm. 

Capuano’s closest rival, four¬ 
time defending champ Scott 
Lake, had eight wins from 17 
starts. Chris Grove, who cap¬ 
tured the Laurel Park winter 
meet title for his first time atop 
the final standings, finished in 
a three-way tie for third with 
Rodney Jenkins and Damon 
Dilodovico. 

Paula and Tom Haughey’s 
PTK LLC topped the owners’ 
race, winning six races from 
19 starts, aU with trainer Dane 
Kobiskie. The team produced 
promising juvenile fiUy Winslet 
(by Five Star Day and a $5,000 
purchase at last year’s Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky Fall Yearling 
sale) to win a maiden special 
weight on May 21 in her sec¬ 
ond start. 

Horacio Karamanos 
returned to his position atop 
the jockeys’ standings. In 
March, the 36-year-old Argen¬ 
tinean returned from riding in 
his homeland for a year and a 
half. It didn’t take long for 
Karamanos to secure his busi¬ 
ness and outrun Julian Pimentel, 


Eric Camacho and Sheldon 
Russell, who tied for second. 
Karamanos won 11 races dur¬ 
ing the meet. 

While the best 3-year-olds 
in the country battled in the 
Kentucky Derby on the first 
Saturday in May, the Mid- 
Atlantic brigade went to the 
post for Pimhco’s Federico 
Tesio Stakes. Mercedes Stable 
LLC and Tony Dutrow pro¬ 
duced Bank the Eight, who 
nailed Regal Warrior on the 
wire to win the $50,000 stakes. 

Sent off as the 4-5 favorite. 
Bank the Eight battled on the 
lead with Regal Warrior and 
Noah’s Dream, appeared to be 
faltering, and then regrouped 
to win by a nose in 1:52.11 for 
nine furlongs. 

Dutrow has recently 
enjoyed a rush of quality own¬ 
ers-Ernie Moody of Mercedes 
Stable, Rick Porter of Fox Hill 
Farm, Ned Evans of Spring 
HiU Farm-and he’s not taking 
them for granted. 

‘‘I picked up the phone one 
day and it was Ernie Moody, 
and he sent me real horses 
right off the bat,” Dutrow said. 
‘‘Indian Way set a track record 
and won a $250,000 race [the 
My JuHet at Philadelphia Park]; 
we won a Grade 1 with Seattle 
Smooth. He didn’t hesitate, he 
sent me his best stuff imme¬ 
diately, horses tike Bank the 
Eight. 

“The reason why he called 
me was, ‘Hey, that guy wins his 
share of races,’ I’m assuming. 


I had no relation with him. 
Nobody was in his ear recom¬ 
mending me to him; he just had 
to look for somebody on the 
East Coast that was winning 
his share of races. That’s how 
I got the opportunities, just by 
winning with average horses, 
making people eventually take 
notice. It’s aU you can do.” 

Veteran Mario Pino returned 
to his old stomping grounds to 
pick up the victory. Bank the 
Eight recorded his third win 
in six starts while winning his 
stakes debut. 

Nobody had abetter Pimlico 
spring meet than owner/trainer 
Alex White. The farm-based 
conditioner shipped in hors¬ 
es seven times and won four 
races, including a maiden turf 
with Mythical Hero on May 
20. Her first-time starter Royal 
Theatre finished fourth in that 
race, the only off-the-board fin¬ 
ish for White during the meet. 

White trains 14 horses at 
Laura and Taylor Pickett’s 
Andor Farm in Monkton, Md. 

“I thought all the horses 
were doing well, but I’m abso¬ 
lutely ecstatic, thrilled,” White 
said. “With the winter we had, 
aU these horses won first time 
out, breezing and training on 
the farm. It’s a great training 
facihty. I’m proud of the horses 
and proud of the place; we were 
able to get them fit enough to 
win first time out.” 

White purchased Mythical 
Hero for $9,000 at the 
Keeneland November sale in 


2008 from breeder Juddmonte 
Farms. The son of Empire 
Maker had made one start for 
Bobby Frankel back in 2008 
at Turfway Park. Now 5, he 
earned $22,640 for White in 

2009 but failed to win. He 
made up for that in his 2010 
debut, securing his first win in 
eight career starts. Under Ryan 
Fogelsonger, Mythical Hero 
rallied from ninth to win by a 
length and a quarter. 

Mythical Hero is out of 
$988,691-earner Jolypha, who 
finished third in the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl behind cham¬ 
pions A.P Indy and Pleasant 
Tap, in 1992. A full sister to 
European great Dancing Brave, 
she died while foaling Mythical 
Hero. 

“He’s a really cool horse, 
unbehevably bred,” White said. 
“It was neat when they were 
talking about Zenyatta in the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic, they 
kept saying Jolypha had done 
the best of any mare against 
the boys in the Classic.” 

White picked up an allow¬ 
ance turf score with Colony 
Club on May 7. A 4-year-old 
daughter of Lion Hearted bred 
in Maryland by Bohemia Stable, 
Colony Club wired nine foes to 
win by two and three-quarters 
lengths as the 3-5 favorite. 

On April 29, a host of 
promising 3-year-olds squared 
off in a tough first-level allow¬ 
ance race. Lori and George 
HaU’s Nacho Friend enjoyed 
the class relief to win by two 
and three-quarters lengths. 
Horacio Karamanos rode the 
son of Friends Lake. 

Nacho Friend had exited the 
Sunland Derby-G3, where he 
finished fifth, while runner-up 
Carnivore was returning from 
a fifth-place finish in the Wood 
Memorial Stakes-Gl. Nacho 
Friend won his debut last sum¬ 
mer at Monmouth, finished 
fourth in the Grade 2 Sanford 
at Saratoga and finished third 
in the Grade 3 Gotham earlier 
in the spring. 

Maryland-bred Heavenly 
Moon earned an allowance win 
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for owner Fred Greene Jr. and 
trainer Hamilton Smith on May 
21. The 5-year-old daughter 
of Mojave Moon rallied from 
sixth to win by a length and a 
quarter. Rosemary Homeister 
Jr. guided the homebred to the 
mile turf victory. 

Making her 29th career 
start, Heavenly Moon won for 
the fourth time. She’s finished 
second 10 times in her career. 
She went winless in 2009 but 
did pick up a valuable line of 
black type when finishing third 
in the Maryland Million Ladies. 

Longtime assistant Hugh 
McMahon was kicked out of 
the nest by long-time boss Scott 
Lake earher in the year when 
the perennial Maryland leader 
decided to winnow down his 
operation. McMahon hung 
his own shingle and picked 
up a starter allowance score 
with Baltimore Raven on 
May 2. Under Sheldon Russell, 
the Maryland-bred 5-year-old 
roUed to a popular even-money 
score. The winner is owned 
by Sola Dei Gloria Stable and 
Wade Glosser. 

Lake claimed Baltimore 
Raven for $16,000 in February 
2008. Bred by Randy and Albert 
Cohen, Baltimore Raven won 
eight races before being turned 
over to McMahon when Lake 
departed Maryland.

I Know Why (by Whywhy- 
why) won for the second con¬ 
secutive time and kept his stel¬ 
lar check-cashing record intact. 
In 16 career starts, he’s never 
finished worse than fourth. 
Risked for a claiming tag four 
times in his career, I Know 
Why won for the seventh time. 

Trainer Wendy Kinnamon 
upset a tough turf allowance 
on May 1 when Brother Sy 
led every step to dispel favorite 
Good Request. 

Sheldon Russell put the 
Pennsylvania-bred son of Syn- 
chne on the lead and the 5-year- 
old overcame a six-month layoff 
to win by a length and a half 

Good Request was making 
his first start for trainer Tom 
Voss after a decent flat career 
with Bobby Frankel. 

Owned and bred Mr. and 
Mrs. Randy Rolfe’s Tee Time 
Stable, Brother Sy paid $29.20 
for the win. 


Brother Sy finished third, 
as a maiden, in the Lyphard 
Stakes back in 2008 and has 
put together a productive 
career, winning four races and 
$130,142. 

^‘He’s sort of a ‘Dennis the 
Menace’ type character; always 
playing around in fun-loving 
ways, takes off his bandages at 
night and throws them out in 
the middle of the barn so he’s 
the first one attended to in the 
morning, puts a pile of hay out 
his front window that faces the 
parking area so when people 
pull into Wendy’s he’s the first 
horse they notice,” said owner 
Randy Rolfe. “His groom, 
Vincent Rodriguez, is more 
Sy’s personal assistant caring 
for his every need. Wendy and 
[her husband] Travis have let 
him grow up both mentally and 
physically without pushing too 
hard to make him do things he 
wasn’t ready to do.

The release of corporate 
earnings on Wall Street is 
usually preceded by a “whis¬ 
per number”-an unofficial 
forecast that analysts spread 
above their official one.

Dream 
Louise paid a cool $62 under 
Joe Rocco Jr., improving dra¬ 
matically from her first start, a 
lOth-place finish while sprint¬ 
ing on the turf on April 30. 

Earher in the meet. Merry- 
man upset a maiden special 
with Little Missgrizzly, a 
Maryland-bred homebred for 
Henry Blue. The daughter of 
Disco Rico paid $37.80 while 
besting nine opponents in the 
mile and a sixteenth turf test 
on April 30. ^

P imlico always brightens 
during its week in the 
national spotlight.

‘‘Legends for the Cure” female 
jockey race, and the track’s sup¬ 
port of the Susan G. Komen 
Race for the Cure in the fight 
against breast cancer.

It could have been helped 
by the weather, when forecast¬

Possibly it was the names of 
the winners of the feamre each 
day—happy (Acting Happy) 
and lucky (Lookin At Lucky) — a 
combination that produced a 
Black-Eyed Susan/Preakness 
daily double worth $89.60. 

Whatever the reasons, it 
added up to a wonderful two 
days in May. 

Pimlico offered 15 stakes 
during the two days, with a 
combined total of $2,245,000 
in purse money up for grabs. 

The Friday feature was the 
$175,000 Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes-G2, which attracted a 
field of nine 3-year-old fillies. 


Leading the promising 
group was Tidal Pool, the 2-1 
favorite sent out by trainer D. 
Wayne Lukas. Lukas-trained 
fillies have done nearly as well 
as his colts on their forays to 
Maryland, having won four of 
the Black-Eyed Susan’s 86 run¬ 
nings. (Lukas is tied for sec¬ 
ond among trainers with five 
Preakness winners.) 

Tidal Pool had faced division 
leader Blind Date in her previ¬ 
ous two outings when placing 
in graded company, including 
the Grade 1 Kentucky Oaks. 

Expected to make a race of 
it was Seeking the Title. The 
lightly raced Seeking the Gold 
filly, shipped in from Churchill 
Downs by Dallas Stewart, was 


making her fourth start, and 
her first since being beaten less 
than a length in the Grade 2 
Fair Grounds Oaks. 

Overlooked in the betting 
were Acting Happy (10-1) and 
No Such Word (8-1). Another 
up and comer. Acting Happy 
was making her first stakes 
appearance after breaking her 
maiden in her debut and finish¬ 
ing second twice in allowance 
company, all at Gulfstream 
Park this year. 

Trained by Richard Dutrow 
for her breeders, the Jay Em 
Ess Stable of father/daugh¬ 
ter team Mace and Samantha 
Siegel, Acting Happy was rid¬ 
den by Jose Lezcano, who had 
guided her to victory in her 
first start. 

“I rode the fiUy one time 
for them and I think she didn’t 
like to get dirt in her face,” said 
Lezcano, who also took cues 
from earlier races in the day to 
help his fiUy. “I looked at the 
races aU day and I saw that they 
were running near the front,” 
he noted. 

Le 2 cano placed Acting 
Happy just off the pace set by 
Khancord Kid, who opened 
with a :23.78 quarter and a 
;47.54 half Tidal Pool was 
parked outside of the top two 
as the leaders swept into the 
far turn after three-quarters in 
1:11.43. 

No Such Word, with Terry 
Thompson aboard, was well 
off the early pace, and shifted 
toward the middle of the track 
for the run down the back- 
stretch, which proved fortu¬ 
itous. As No Such Word was 
launching her rally, she was 
clear of the calamity to the 
inside. 

Diva Dehte and Juhen 
Leparoux, running a few paths 
off the rail, were also beginning 
to make a move when C C’s Pal 
drifted into their path. Diva 
Dehte chpped heels and went 
down, with Seeking the Tide 
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stumbling over her, losing Kent 
Desormeaux. The two riderless 
horses, who appeared to escape 
injury, continued on and were 
caught after the wire. 

Taking the worse of the 
fall was Leparoux. Although he 
returned to ride on Preakness 
Day, Leparoux had been 
injured, and the extent wasn’t 
known for another four days, 
when it was determined he had 
suffered a compression fracture 
in his vertebrae. The injury put 
one of the nation’s top riders 
on the sidelines for weeks. 

Up front. Acting Happy had 
taken the lead as she straight¬ 
ened into the stretch, digging 
in to turn back Tidal Pool. 
She opened up with a sixteenth 
of a mile to go, but with No 
Such Word making up ground 
late, the winning margin was 
cut to a length and a half It 
was another two and a quarter 
lengths back to Tidal Pool. The 
final time for the mile and a 
sixteenth was 1:50 flat over a 
fast track. Acting Happy paid 
$22.20 to win, and topped a 
$166.80 exacta. 

‘‘She’ll run aU day long,” said 
Dutrow, who speculates Acting 
Happy may be the best filly he’s 
ever had. “I just can’t wait to 
see more of her. I’m going to 
target the [Grade 1] Alabama 
[at Saratoga in August].” 

A daughter of 2003 Belmont 
Stakes winner Empire Maker, 
Acting Happy is out of mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 winner I Ain’t 
Bluffing, by Preakness winner 
Pine Bluff She is the first stakes 
winner for her dam, although 
the family had been in the news 
this spring because of Acting 
Happy’s half-sister I Ain’t P T, 
the dam of graded stakes-win¬ 
ning sprinter Together Indy. 

The second richest race 
on the Saturday card was the 
$200,000 Dixie Stakes-G2« 
The historic turf test attracted 
a do 2 en runners, with the not 
so prophetically named Grassy 
sent off as the lukewarm 7-2 
favorite. Never in the running. 
Grassy finished 10th. 


Winner of the 109th run¬ 
ning of the Dixie was the revi- 
tali 2 ed Strike a Deal. For hunch 
players, or students of pedi¬ 
grees who love sons of Smart 
Strike on big days, the Strike 
a Deal/Lookin At Lucky daily 
double paid $117.20. 

Strike a Deal was purchased 
by owner Richard SantuUi for 
$350,000 at the 2005 Keeneland 
September Yearhng sale. 
Trained by Alan Goldberg, the 
6-year-old bay was making his 
first start since July 2009 when 
well beaten in Monmouth Park’s 
United Nations Handicap-Gl. 
He had raced at Pimlico once 
before, finishing sixth in last 
year’s Dixie when beaten a total 
of two and a half lengths by 
winner Parading. 

Reunited with Ramon 
Domingue 2 , who had last rid¬ 
den him in September 2007 but 
had prior success when aboard 
for a victory in the Laurel 
Futurity at 2 and a nose loss 
to Red Giant in the Virginia 
Derby-G2 at 3, Strike a Deal 
shot to the lead in the Dixie. 

“I saw fit to make the lead 
and my horse was eager to do 
it. . . there wasn’t a lot of speed 
in the race, so I said, ‘Let’s go 
for it,’” said Domingue 2 . 

Pressing the pace was 
Nicanor, the full brother to 


Barbaro making his stakes 
debut. Rolling through steady 
fractions of :23.94, :48.23 and 
1:12.79, Strike a Deal began to 
extend his lead over Nicanor 
after a mile in 1:36.24. Closers 
were out of luck as they had 
too much horse ahead of them 
to catch. 

Second choice Just as Well 
and Juhen Leparoux mounted 
a late charge, but could only 
get to Strike a Deal’s flank. It 
was another half length back to 
Rahystrada in third. The final 
time was a solid 1:47.81. 

“He stole the race,” said 
Goldberg’s assistant, Darren 
Silvers. 

Strike a Deal was bred in 
Kentucky by the family of the 
late Bayard Sharp in the name 
of Bee Zee LLC. The Dixie 
winner has deep Maryland 
roots, as his first three dams 
were aU foaled in the state. His 
dam is the multiple stakes-win¬ 
ning mare Shag (by Dixieland 
Band); his second dam is stakes 
winner Ismelda. A four-time 
stakes winner. Strike a Deal 
became a millionaire with the 
$120,000 winner’s share of the 
Dixie purse; from 20 starts, he 
has earned $1,052,341. 

One of the most visually 
impressive performances was 
mrned in by rising sprint star 


Comedero in the $100,000 
Chick Lang Stakes-G3 (for¬ 
merly the Hirsch Jacobs). The 
3-year-old son of Posse, with 
Robby Albarado up, burst away 
from the gate and set every 
fraction en route to a three 
and three-quarter-length score 
against fellow sophomores. His 
final time for the six furlongs 
was a quick 1:10.16, which 
earned Comedero a 101 Beyer 
speed figure. 

Owned by Peter Redekop 
B.C. Ltd. and trained by Michael 
Stidham, the Arkansas-bred 
Comedero brought a gaudy 
record of six wins from seven 
starts into the Chick Lang, with 
five of his wins in stakes, at 
four different tracks. He had 
teamed up with Albarado for 
the first time in his previous 
outing, a romping score in 
Charles Town’s Blue and Gold 
Stakes. 

Sent off at 0.70-1, Come¬ 
dero was pressed early by the 
Cahfornia-based, Maryland- 
bred Quiet Invader, the race’s 
second choice, but quickly dis¬ 
played his dominance. Latigo 
Shore ralhed late to finish 
second, as Quiet Invader held 
on for third. Stidham knows 
he has a bullet on his hands: 
“They can’t keep up with him.

This is a really fast horse with a 
lot of upside.” 

More seasoned sprinters 
took to the track for the Grade 
3 Maryland Sprint Handicap, 
also dangling a $100,000 purse, 
and attempting a repeat was 
defending champion Ravalo. 
The Laurel Park-based runner 
trained by Donald Barr was the 
third choice in the field of 10. 

New York-based Taqarub, 
owned by Shadwell Stable and 
trained by Kiaran McLaughlin, 
stole the show when he shot to 
the front and led throughout 
for the one-length win over 
last year's Maryland Million 
Sprint winner. Roaring Lion. 
Guided by Eibar Coa, Taqarub 
completed the six furlongs in 
1:10.02 and rewarded his back¬ 
ers with a $28.60 return. 

A son of champion sprint¬ 
er Aldebaran from the family 
of champion Soaring Softly, 
Taqarub was making only the 
ninth start in his career. The 
4-year-old was undefeated at 2 
and a stakes winner and graded 
stakes-placed at 3, but after 
a disappointing outing in the 
Hirsch Jacobs Stakes-G3 at 
Pimlico last year, he went on 
the shelf He got his second 
win from three 2010 starts, 
and boosted his earnings to 
$232,437. 

The unluckiest runner in 
the field was Roaring Lion. 
Steadied earher in the race, 
the son of Maryland sire Lion 
Hearted appeared to be mak¬ 
ing a winning move along the 
rail in midstretch when he was 
squeezed out by the winner. He 
dug in gamely to regain second 
by a head over Ravalo. Just four 
and a quarter lengths separated 
the first nine finishers. 

Lookin At Lucky, the top 
2-year-old colt of 2009, was not 
the only champion to win on 
the day. The first was George 
Sdrawbridge's Augustin Stable 
5 homebred Rainbow View, win- 
I ner of the $100,000 Gallorette 
^ Handleap-G3. The 4-year- 
old filly is seeking to build an 
American campaign to rival 


that of the one she had in 
Europe, where she was named 
champion 2-year-old filly and 
was the highweighted 3-year- 
old fiUy in Ireland. She's done 
a masterful job so far in 2010 
with her new trainer, Jonathan 
Sheppard. 

Coming into Pimlico off 
her only start of the year, a 
stellar victory in a Keeneland 
allowance at the Gallorette's 
mile and a sixteenth distance. 
Rainbow View was the odds- 
on choice to get her first North 
American stakes win. It took 
every inch of the Pimlico 
stretch to achieve her goal. 

Stakes-winning Maryland- 
bred Love's Blush set the early, 
modest pace (:24.01, :47.47), 
before Denomination surged 
to the front to get three-quar¬ 
ters in 1:10.94. Rainbow View 
and JuHen Leparoux, shuffled 
back early, bided their time in 
sixth before making their move 
heading into the stretch. 

It was a mad dash to the wire 
as Rainbow View shifted out to 
find racing room and had dead 
aim on Denomination. But ral¬ 
lying just as quickly were Quiet 
Meadow and Shared Account 
to the outside and Ave (GB) 
on the inside. The champion 
proved strongest at the end, 
getting to the wire a half length 
to the better of Quiet Meadow, 
with Ave a head back in third, 
and a neck in front of Shared 
Account. Rainbow View's final 
time of 1:41.04 was the third- 
fas test of the Gallorette's 44 
runnings at the distance. 

A daughter of Dynaformer 
out of the Grade 1-winning 
Nureyevmare No Matter What, 
Rainbow View is a half-sister to 
millionaire Grade 1 winner and 
Dixie Stakes runner-up Just as 
Well, and to multiple graded 
stakes winner Winter View. 
Rainbow View is also a mil¬ 
lionaire, having surpassed the 
mark this year. The winner of 
seven of her 14 starts, she has 
earnings of $1,096,805. 

Adele Dilschneider and 
Claiborne Farm's ultra-con- 
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sis tent colt Blame showed no 
signs of rust when charging 
down the stretch to capture 
the $100,000 WilHam Donald 
Schaefer Stakes-G3 in his first 
start of the year. The 4-year- 
old son of Arch, last seen this 
past November when tak¬ 
ing the Clark Handleap-G2 
at Churchill Downs, got his 
fourth stakes win from nine 
starts and boosted his earnings 
to $676,747. 

In a field of seven which 
included Grade 1 winner 
Bullsbay, graded stakes win¬ 
ner Timber Reserve and last 
year’s Schaefer winner No 
Advantage, Blame was sent 
off as the 1.20-1 favorite. The 
Albert Stall-trained runner, rid¬ 
den by Garrett Gome 2 , settled 
back in the early going, about 
three lengths off the pedes¬ 
trian pace set by second choice 
Understatement. 

Gome 2 cued Blame to go 
as the field straightened into 
the stretch. Looking for rac¬ 
ing room, the pair split run¬ 
ners, and the race was over as 
Blame bounded away to win 
by a length and a half over No 
Advantage and stop the clock 
in 1:43.40 for the mile and a 
sixteenth. 

Six $50,000 stakes were 
offered over the two days, with 
$20,000 bonuses added to each 
for Maryland-bred runners. 
State-breds picked up minor 
rewards as shippers carted off 
the bulk of the loot. 

The dash for 3-year-old fil¬ 
lies on Friday was renamed the 
Ms. Pink Warrior Preakness 
Stakes, in honor of the day, 
and Philadelphia Park-based 
Vindy City rallied for the one- 
length victory. 

The Kentucky-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Vindication has shown 
a ton of abihty in her four 
starts, winning three and finish¬ 
ing third in her stakes debut, 
the Brandywine at Philadelphia 
Park last December. Jockey 
Kendrick Carmouche apphed 
different tactics with the front¬ 
running filly, on the suggestion 


of John Servis, her Preakness- 
winning trainer. 

‘We wanted to take her off 
the pace and then go to the 
lead,” said Carmouche. “Our 
game plan worked.” Vindy 
City completed the distance 
in 1:11.72. Virginia-bred fillies 
Imanheiress and Argent Affair 
finished second and third. 

A $100,000 Keeneland 
September sales yearling, Vindy 
City is owned by Marchfore 
Thoroughbreds. 

Older distaffers had their 
opportunity in the Skip at 
Stakes, and even-money favor¬ 
ite Lights Off Annie poured it 
on in her first start outside of 
New York. 

The 5-year-old New York- 
bred mare had been successful 
in state-bred competition, hav¬ 
ing twice annexed Aqueduct’s 
Broadway Stakes in front¬ 
running fashion. When five 
scratches reduced the field to 
six runners. Lights Off Annie 
(who drew post position six) 
broke from the two hole and 
shot to the lead under Rajiv 
Matagh. Pressed by What Time 
It Is in the early going, through 
quick fractions of :22.83 and 
:45.65, she gradually pulled 
away, hitting the wire five 
and a half lengths in front of 
Streets cape and stopping the 
clock in 1:10.33. West Virginia- 
bred fiUy Beware of the Bop, 
in her first start outside of 
her home state, finished third. 
Last year’s Skipat winner. All 
Giving, was never a factor and 
wound up fifth. 

Owned by Repole Stable 
and trained by Mike Hushion, 
Lights Off Annie, a daughter 
of Freud, got her sixth win 
from 11 starts, and has now 
earned $209,671. 

Five-furlong turf races are 
always a big draw, and 10 run¬ 
ners hned up for the The Very 
One Stakes for fillies and mares, 
while nine turned out for the 
Jim McKay Turf Sprint. Both 
produced thrilling finishes. 

Starfish Bay, the odds-on 
choice in the The Very One

Stakes from the powerful barn 
of Todd Fletcher and ridden 
by John Velazquez, was pres¬ 
sured every step, opened up 
as the field headed into the 
stretch, and fended off 11-1 
shot Suzzona to win by a neck 
in a snappy :56.56. Maryland- 
bred mare Kosmo’s Buddy, at 
65-1, rallied for third. 

Starfish Bay, a Gainesway 
Stable homebred, recorded 
her fifth win, and third in a 
stakes, from 11 starts, to boost 
her earnings to $186,831. The 
4-year-old daughter of Elusive 
Quality is the first stakes winner 
for her dam. Grade 2 winner 
Touch Love (by Not For Love), 
the Maryland-bred champion 
2-year-old fiUy of 2001. 

Two races later, veteran mrf 
runners paraded to the gate for 
the Jim McKay Turf Sprint, 
including two-time champion 
Heros Reward (who won the 
race when it was named the 
Baltimore City Turf Sprint 
and Old Mutual Turf Sprint), 
and favorite Blue Sailor, who 
had placed twice in the same 
race and came into this year’s 
renewal off a stakes win at 
Atlantic City under the same 
conditions. 

Four-year-old Central City, 
the youngest and least expe¬ 
rienced of the group, showed 
his elders a thing or two as 
he dashed to the front and 
dared the others to catch him. 
They didn’t, as he held off 
Sacred Journey to win by a 
neck. Heros Reward rallied to 
finish third. Central City, rid¬ 
den for the first time by JuHen 
Leparoux, set a stakes record 
of :56.18 in the fifth running 
of the turf sprint. 

A Florida-bred son of City 
Place owned by Preston Stable 
LLC, Central City had made his 
stakes debut in his prior start, 
the Grade 3 Churchill Downs 
S Turf Sprint Stakes, where he 
I finished third in a blanket fin- 
^ ish. Trainer Ronny Werner has 
sent out the colt to win six of 
nine starts. 


An evenly matched field 
of 3-year-olds went postward 
on the mrf for the one-mile 
James W. Murphy Stakes on 
Samrday, and the top three fin¬ 
ishers came running late to take 
the top prizes. 

Beau Choix, the slight 2.40-1 
choice, was closest early as he 
saved ground along the rail 
under Javier Castellano. Gain¬ 
ing the lead in midstretch, the 
son of Elusive Quahty was well 
clear when Castellano, who was 
getting his third winner on the 
card, mrned in an uncharacter¬ 
istically sloppy ride. 

‘‘I dropped my rein on the 
left side and tried to grab it. 
And at the same time I grabbed 
it, I lost the other one,” admit¬ 
ted Castellano. ‘‘It was a mess, 
I feel like I never rode in my 
Hfe.” 

The mishap didn’t hamper 
Beau Choix from getting his 
first stakes win in his sixth 
career start for owner/breeders 
Belle Meadows Farm and Lael 
Stable. The colt, out of graded 
stakes winner Belle Cherie (by 
Belong to Me), is conditioned 
by another Preakness-winning 
trainer, Barclay Tagg. He nego¬ 
tiated the distance in 1:34.93. 

Rallying from seventh to 
finish second was Manhattan 
Fox, with Cat Park third. 

The finale on the 13-race 
Friday card was the Hilltop 
Stakes at a mile and a sixteenth 
on the mrf, which went off 
at 6:30 p.m., and was won by 
Joharmony. But her connec¬ 
tions had to wait a bit to cele¬ 
brate following an inquiry and 
objection against second-place 
finisher and favorite, Potosina, 
who was evenmally disqualified 
to third. 

The Hilltop, for 3-year-old 
fillies, attracted a field of six. 
Potosina, who had not started 
since contesting the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Fillies Turf in 
November, carried top weight 
of 122 pounds, giving up to 
six pounds to her rivals. The 
stakes-winning juvenile filly 
looked to have control of the 
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Gary Chervenell’s Joharmony drew off to a daylight score in the 
Hilltop Stakes, the final event on Black-Eyed Susan Stakes day. 


race after she shook loose from 
Smart Seattle and sprinted 
clear around the far turn. But 
Joharmony, stalking the leaders, 
was ready to put in her bid. 

With Castellano riding, 
Joharmony took command 
as they turned for home and 
drew off through the stretch 
to win by four and a half 
lengths. Potosina was digging 
in to maintain her position in 
second, but drifted to the rail 
and shut off rallying longshot 
Kit Kats Luck. The third-place 
finisher came on again, but 
couldn’t catch Potosina. The 
stewards saw enough to reverse 
the order. 

Trained by Leigh Delacour, 
Joharmony is undefeated in 


four starts this year. A daugh¬ 
ter of Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl 
winner Johar out of graded 
stakes-placed Dynamia, by 
Dynaformer, Joharmony is 
owned by Gary L. Chervenell, 
who purchased her for $45,000 
at the Keeneland September 
yearling sale. From five starts, 
she has earned $88,800. 

Two $25,000 restricted 
starter handicaps for Maryland- 
breds - the Kattegat’s Pride 
for fillies and mares on Friday 
and the Deputed Testa- 
mony for older horses on 
Saturday—kicked off the 
added-money program each 
day. The Rock Slide filly With 
Purpose took the Kattegat’s 
Pride and Northpoint Costas, 


by Bowman’s Band out of a 
Deputed Testamony mare, 
took the race named for his 
grandsire. For a more detailed

In particular, maiden special 
weights, which offer purses of 
$75,000, were competitive and, 
from a handicapping stand¬ 
point, attractive and challeng¬ 
ing affairs. 

The standout of several 
maiden divisions was Tim 
Ritchey-trained Will’s Afleet 
(by Afleet Alex), a 3-year-old 
second-time starter who won 
Sunday’s fifth race from the 
outside post in a field of 12. 
Anna Napravnik traveled from 
Delaware for the assignment, 
her only mount of the day. 

His post did not deter Will’s 
Afleet. He left the gate fastest 
of the do 2 en, settled outside 
the pacesetters, and with ease 
made the lead at the top of the 
lane. He drew off to win by 
eight and a half lengths, and his 
final time of 1:10.54 was the 
fastest of six races run at six 
furlongs that day. Will’s Afleet 
is owned by Ritchey and the 
CJZ Racing Stable of Chuck 
Zacney. (Zacney co-owned 
champion Afleet Alex, whom 
Ritchey trained to win the 
2005 Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes.) 

The excitement also reached 
the jockeys’ room. Leading rid¬ 
ers such as Garrett Gome 2 and 


John Vela 2 que 2 have decided 
to ride at Monmouth this year. 
With trainer Todd Pletcher 
keeping some of his best 
horses locally, Vela 2 que 2 has a 
natural ally for the big money. 
He won two races each half of 
the weekend, two for Pletcher, 
including the $100,000 Spend a 
Buck Stakes. Gome 2 won one 
race each day; he was sidehned 
the remainder of opening day 
after his horse stumbled at the 


start of the seventh race and 
threw him to the dirt. 

Longtime Monmouth jock¬ 
eys, however, also had great 
starts. On Sunday, 13-time lead¬ 
ing rider Joe Bravo won three 
races to follow one win the 
day before. Carlos Marque 2 Jr. 
rode three consecutive winners 
on Saturday’s card, including 
the Decathlon Stakes. He was 
dumped from his horse before 
the eighth race and forced to 


take off the rest of his mounts 
that day and the next. 

Marque 2 ’s handling of R. 
Larryjohnson’s Congressional 
Page in the $100,000 Decathlon 
was precise. A budding sprint 
star, the 5-year-old gelding had 
finished second in Keeneland’s 
Commonwealth Stakes-G2 last 
time out, on April 10. In the six- 
furlong Decathlon, Marque 2 
guided his charge well back of 
a hot speed duel between crack 
speedsters Go Go Shoot and 
Mr. Fantasy. 

y With a furlong left, it 
g appeared Marque 2 had left too 
± much ground for Congressional 
S Page to make up. But Marque 2 
swung his charge off the rail 
and outside Tommy’s Memory, 
and he closed with a powerful 
rush to catch Mr. Fantasy, who 
had put away 9-5 favorite Go 
Go Shoot.

Castro guided Get Stormy 
through moderate fractions 
in the mile and a sixteenth 
turf stakes, and he had little 
trouble extending his lead in 
the stretch. He won by three 
and a half lengths and covered 
the distance in 1:40.04. Roman 
Tiger crossed the wire second, 
but was disqualified to fourth 
for bumping Pleasant Strike 
near the eighth pole. Kiss the 
Kid and Pleasant Strike were 
moved into the place and show 
spots. 

The Elkwood was Get 
Stormy’s first start of the year, 
but his fifth consecutive win, a 
streak that includes two Grade 
3 victories.

Toulouse 
Lautrec finished second, a neck 
in front of third-place finisher 
Great Love. 

The MoscarelH was the 
fourth win from nine mounts 
that day for jockey Anna 
Napravnik. 

Elusive Warning increased 
his career mark to five wins

Ron Potts’s Affluence, a bay 
colt by former Pennsylvania 


staUion Zavata, romped to a six 
and a quarter-length score in 
the $50,000 Par Four Stakes for 
2-year-olds on May 22. 

Sent off at 10-1 odds, the 
second-longest shot in the 
field of seven. Affluence was 
reserved off the early pace by 
jockey Jose Valdivia Jr. through 
the first quarter mile. He came 
outside and seized the lead 
from Happytheman turning for 
home, and did not look back, 
completing the four and a half 
furlongs in :51.97 and threaten¬ 
ing the track record of :51.80 
set by Erlton in 1998. 

Affluence, a Kentucky-bred 
purchased by Potts for $1,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
October YearHng sale, broke 
his maiden at first asking at 
Delaware Park on May 4. He 
now has earnings of $52,800. 


Joseph Novogratz’s Mindy 
Sue, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Pleasandy Perfect, registered 
the first stakes win of her career 
in taking the $50,000 Winter 
Melody Stakes on May 8. 

Trained by Mac Robertson, 
Mindy Sue engaged in a race- 
long batde with Taptam before 
finally shaking loose and win¬ 
ning the mile and a sixteenth 
contest by one and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths in 1:45.51. 

‘‘I think this filly will run 
a long ways,” said Robertson. 
‘‘She is kind of a galloping filly. 
She has got a lot of speed, but 
if you just let her gallop, she 
win run aU day long.” 

Prior to shipping to Dela¬ 
ware Park, Mindy Sue com¬ 
peted at Oaklawn Park the last 
two years. In her only other 
stakes start she was second, to 
Payton d’Oro, in the $75,000 
Instant Racing Stakes at the Hot 
Springs oval in April 2009. 

Mindy Sue’s Hfetime record 
stands at nine starts, four wins, 
three seconds and two thirds, 
and earnings of $127,200. 

Reigning 3-year-old cham¬ 
pion Summer Bird was 
domiciled on the Delaware 
Park backs tretch during May 
with new trainer Tim Ritchey. 
Ritchey said he hoped to get 
the son of Birds tone, who had 
a condylar fracmre end his 
sophomore season, back to the 
races in early summer. 

“The main objective is 
to get him to the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic in good shape,” 
said Ritchey, referring to the 
$5 miHion Grade 1 contest to 
be run at Churchill Downs on 
November 6. 

Ritchey took over the 
training of Summer Bird in 
February, after owners K.K. 
and VHasini Jayaraman decided 
to move the colt from Tim Ice, 
who had trained the Belmont 
S takes-G1 winner up to that 
time. 

Hall of Fame trainer D. 
Wayne Lukas and the famed 
stable of Marylou Whitney 
teamed up to win the first 
race on May 15 with Whimey 
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Two-year-old Affluence went undefeated in his first two starts at the 
Delaware meet, including a romp in the Par Four Stakes. 


Mindy Sue won a hard-fought battle with runner-up Taptam to 
score her first added-money victory in the Winter Melody Stakes. 


homebred Miner Bird, a 
4-year-old son of Mineshaft 
out of Mountain Bird, by Mt. 
Livermore. 

Miner Bird exited a win¬ 
ning effort at Oaklawn Park 
on April 1, and carried that 
form to Delaware. With Anna 
Napravnik aboard. Miner Bird 
made a three-wide bid com¬ 
ing off the turn, commenced 
a long drive down the stretch, 
and was up in the shadow of 
the wire to nip Rabbit Tracks 
by a nose at odds of 6.80-1. 

Miner Bird’s second dam is 
Dear Birdie, Broodmare of the 
Year in 2004 and the dam of 
champion Bird Town as well 
as Belmont Stakes-G1 winner 
Birds tone, who sired Kentucky 
Derby winner Mine That Bird 
and Summer Bird in his first 
crop. 

Another member of Horse 
of the Year Saint Liam’s only 
crop found the winner’s circle, 
this time in a maiden special 
weight at Delaware on May 15. 

St. Vickie’s Charm, 
a 3-year-old fiUy out of the 
Miner’s Mark mare Marc’s Lark, 
gave a dominating performance 
in the six-furlong contest, stalk¬ 
ing the early pace and drawing 
off to a four and a quarter- 
length victory in 1:11.44 under 
jockey Joe Rocco Jr. 

Bred in New York by Albert 
Fried Jr., St. Vickie’s Charm 
is owned by Jerry Durant and 
trained by Bret Calhoun. This 
was her first start in 2010; she 
finished sixth in her debut last 
July at Delaware Park. 

Trainer Brad Cox got off to 
a fast start at the new Delaware 
Park meet, settling into the sec¬ 
ond spot in the trainers’ stand¬ 
ings through May 24. Cox sad¬ 
dled horses to win eight of 21 
starts, and his runners placed 
in six more races, earning more 
than $113,000 in purses. 

A Louisville, Ky, native, 
Cox, 30, moved to Delaware 
Park from his Kentucky base 
in the middle of the season 
last year and did well, recording 
seven wins, four seconds and 


seven thirds from 26 starts, a 
winning rate of 27 percent. 

For the 2010 meet, however, 
Cox shipped in early, giving 
his horses a few spins over the 
Delaware surface prior to the 
beginning of the meet. 

‘d noticed last year when 
I came in that it seemed hke 
my horses aU ran a tittle bet¬ 
ter the second time over this 
track,” said Cox. “So this year, I 
knew I wanted to try to get my 
horses at least a work before 
they raced. I think being based 
here gives you a tittle bit of an 
advantage.” 

Bessie Gruwell wears many 
hats as executive director of 
the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association. In 
addition to overseeing the day- 
to-day operation of the organi- 
2 ation that represents more than 


3,000 owners and trainers, as 
well as backstretch employees, 
Gruwell makes her voice heard 
in Delaware’s Legislative Hall 
in Dover, spreading the word 
to legislators about the impor¬ 
tance of the Thoroughbred 
industry to the state. 

She also helps adminis¬ 
ter the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program, which 
has grown by leaps and bounds 
since its inception in 2003 and 
now boasts more than 2,100 
horses in the program, with 
owners and certifiers having 
received over $3 million in 
bonuses to date. 

Gruwell, who was a 
Delaware Park trainer herself 
for many years until accept¬ 
ing the DTHA post in 2005, 
has watched horsemen at the 
Stanton oval struggle to make 




ends meet when purses were 
low, and then benefit from the 
revenue stream provided by 
expanded gaming when slots 
were legalized in Delaware in 
1994 under the Horse Racing 
Redevelopment Act. Since 
then, gambling via video lot¬ 
tery terminals has been lim¬ 
ited to Delaware’s three race 
tracks - Delaware Park (for 
Thoroughbreds) and the har¬ 
ness facilities at Dover Downs 
and Harrington Raceway—with 
racing receiving 9 percent of 
the revenue for purses. 

Purse accounts will also be 
enriched by 4.5 percent of reve¬ 
nue from table games, expected 
to be offered in early summer. 
This is unlike Pennsylvania, 
where racing does not share in 
revenue under recently passed 
table games legislation. 

Currently, Gruwell and 
other staff members of the 
DTHA are focusing their ener¬ 
gies on educating legislators 
about potential harm to the 
equine industry in Delaware 
if VLTs are allowed at venues 
other than race tracks-a gam¬ 
ing expansion that has been 
under discussion. 

“Our concerns are that 
business will be down at the 
three on-track locations, and 
that the percentage of revenue 
we receive will be smaller from 
the off-track locations,” said 
Gruwell. 

Gruwell said the DTHA 
beheves if free-standing casi¬ 
nos are built, it could signal the 
beginning of the end for horse 
racing in Delaware. 

“The tracks would be at a 
competitive disadvantage, and 
they would lose all incentive 
to support horse racing,” she 
said. ^ 
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The lightly raced 5-year-old PA-bred mare Jemilyn dominated the 
Foxy J. G. Stakes, getting her first stakes win in her 10th career start.

T rainer Ramon Preciado 
scored a stakes double on 
May 8 with the Lyman 
Handicap and Foxy J. G. Stakes, 
both seven-furlong $75,000 
stakes for Pennsylvania-breds. 

In the Lyman, for 3-year- 
olds and up, Preciado tight¬ 
ened the girth on Victory 
Thoroughbreds LLC’s Moon 
Royal, a 4-year-old son of 
Mojave Moon. 

Another in a long hne of 
bargain claims by Victory 
Thoroughbreds, which is head¬ 
ed by Bensalem, Pa., resident 
Lou Cacchio, Moon Royal was 
racing for a $7,500 tag when 
haltered in November 2009. 
He steadily moved up the lad¬ 
der, culminating in the Lyman 
tally. 

Under jockey Carlos Cru 2 , 
Moon Royal stalked the early 
pace setbyBonheur, then made 
his move at the head of the 
stretch and shook off Tejanos 
Eliminator to kick clear and win 
by four and a quarter lengths in 
1:24 flat. Tejanos Eliminator 
held second, while the multiple 
s takes-winning Whis tie Pig, 
making his first start of 2010, 
was third. 

It was the first stakes victory 
for Moon Royal, who was bred 
by Max Pearson Stables LLC 
from the Royal Academy mare 
Elusive Crown. In 18 previ¬ 
ous starts, he had won four 
times, and placed six times. The 
Lyman boosted his career earn¬ 
ings to $162,288. 

‘‘Since the claim. Moon 
Royal has been a very good 
performer for us and the win 
in the Lyman was an example 


of good timing and all the 
breaks going our way,” said 
Cacchio. “I was thinking that 
the Lyman had a decent chance 
of not coming up as tough 
as it had in the past, because 
many of the top Pennsylvania- 
bred male horses had not been 
active, so we nominated Moon 
Royal even though he stiU has 
the one-other-than allowance 
condition available to him.” 

Cacchio said that, while 
Moon Royal looked over¬ 
matched on paper by the two 
favorites-Whistle Pig and Not 
for Money-he decided to take 
a shot and run. 

“The race set up for Moon 
Royal as there was a contested 
early pace, and we got an excel¬ 
lent ride by Carlos [Cruz],” said 
Cacchio. “Ramon [Preciado] 
had Moon Royal ready for a 


big effort, but we stiU needed 
everything to go our way to 
win.” 

In the Foxy J. G. Stakes 
for fillies and mares, William 
J. Hartwell's Jemilyn put in a 
dominating performance, scor¬ 
ing by five and a half lengths 
in 1:23.64. 

A 5-year-old daughter of 
Good and Tough—Twenty 
Four Carat, by Gold Spring 
(Arg), bred by Frances Hartwell, 
Jemilyn stalked the early pace 
set by longshot Puddy de Luca, 
then took control in midstretch 
and rolled home unchallenged 
under jockey Abel Mariano. 

It was the first stakes victory 
for Jemilyn, and her earnings 
now stand at $241,908. From 
10 lifetime starts, she's won 
four times and placed six times. 
Last year, she was second in 


the Cornucopia Stakes and 
PHBA Distaff Stakes, both at 
Philadelphia Park. 

Terry Finley's West Point 
Thoroughbreds, one of the 
most successful racing partner¬ 
ship groups in the country, has 
maintained a small string of 
horses at Philadelphia Park the 
last several years with trainer 
Guadalupe Preciado. Among 
those currendy in training 
for the Mt. Holly, N.J.-based 
West Point is Erin’s Golden 
Star, a 5-year-old daughter of 
Pennsylvania sire Cat Thief 
who went over the $100,000 
mark in earnings by capturing 
a starter allowance on May 4 
under jockey Angel S. Arroyo. 

Arroyo husded the chest¬ 
nut from the gate and quickly 
opened a four-length lead on 
her six rivals through a quar¬ 
ter in :22.02. She extended 
her advantage to five lengths 
through a half mile in :44.44, 
and led down the lane but 
began to get leg-weary inside 
g the eighth pole. Under steady 
I encouragement from Arroyo, 
§ Erin's Golden Star was just able 
I to fend off a furious late rally 
from Boom Town Sally to win 
by a nose in 1:04.07. 

“I told Angel [Arroyo] that 
when you fight her, she stops, 
so nde hard and try to open 
up as much dayhght as you can 
and just keep working on her,” 
said Preciado. “When I saw her 
open up that big lead, I just 
hoped he would keep busy on 
her. I didn't want to see her get 
beat at the wire.” 

Erin's Golden Star earned 
$16,200 for the win, increas¬ 
ing her career earnings to 
$115,020. 

Fresh from a hard-fought 
score in a starter allowance on 
April 26 at Philadelphia Park, 
Fantasy Lane Stable's Bellagio 
gave a repeat performance on 
May 16, coming home a half 
length better than Trust Luc in 
a starter allowance at six and a 
half furlongs under jockey Joe 
Hampshire Jr. 

Trained by Eddie Coletti Jr., 
Bellagio was restrained off the 
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pace early, but took the lead 
near the sixteenth pole to win 
as the favorite in 1:16.44. 

A 5-year-old gelding by Salt 
Lake, BeUagio has won three 
times in 2010 from five starts. 
He has a lifetime record of 
4-3-3 from 15 starts, and earn¬ 
ings of $114,980. 

Fantasy Lane is headed by 
Forked River, N.J., resident 
Bob Hutt, who developed the 
partnership group in order to 
make owning a Thoroughbred 
an affordable dream for many 
people. This year, the top 3-year- 
old Uptowncharleybrown has 
been racing for Fantasy Lane. 

BeUagio broke his maiden 
at Monmouth Park, Fantasy 
Lane’s home track, in August 
2008, and completed his 


PRESQUE ISLE 
LAUNCHES ITS 
FOURTH SEASON 
OF RACING

I t was a red hot start to 
Presque Isle Downs’s fourth 
season, when 3-year-old fillies 
stepped out for the $100,000 
Inaugural Stakes on the May 7 
opening night card. 

Only two of the race’s eight 
starters had stakes experience, 
and the odds-on favorite was 
a filly coming in after one 
start. It was a race ripe for 
an upset. The honors went to 
8-1 Red Hot Buddha, who 
got up in the final strides to 
nip 44-1 Paradise Princess by 
a head. The exacta returned an 
eye-popping $416.60. And the 
trifecta, which included 18-1 
SUver Prism, put slot machines 
to shame when returning 
$2,004.80 for $2. 


3-year-old season with starts at 
Laurel, Philadelphia Park and 
Aqueduct. It was after his sec¬ 
ond-place finish at Aqueduct 
on December 4 that BeUagio’s 
trainer at the time, the late 
Alan Seewald, noticed some¬ 
thing was amiss. 

‘‘It turned out to be a bone 
bruise,” said Hutt, “and we had 
Dr. Dean Richardson, of the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center, look at 
him. Dr. Richardson said the 
best thing for him would be 
time off, so he spent about 
14 months at Joe Jennings’s

On April 28, the Pennsyl¬

Greenwood had a history of 
violations and noncompHance 
with state regulations. 

According to a DEP press 
release, pollution violations 
include manure washed into 
storm grates and sewage-laden 
storm water flowing into the 
Neshaminy Creek watershed. 

The DEP said it has been 
dealing with Greenwood’s envi¬ 
ronmental violations for more 
than 10 years, and attempted 
to bring them into comph- 
ance with the Clean Streams 
Law, “but the facility has failed

Belmont Park when third in the 
Matron Stakes-G2, she had 
won her most recent start, an 
allowance at Philadelphia Park, 
but was making her first start 
over a synthetic track, although 
she trains over Fair Hill’s Tapeta 
surface. She went off as third 
choice at 4.70-1. 

Favoritism fell to Zonga 
Zing, a John Terranova-trained 
filly who dominated a maiden 
special weight over Keeneland’s 
Poly track in April. 

Zonga Zing pressed the 
pace set by Paradise Princess, 
who was making her first start 


to make sufficient improve¬ 
ments.” 

The order against Green¬ 
wood requires the track to 
undertake several projects to 
eliminate the pollution, includ¬ 
ing creating a water conserva¬ 
tion plan, improving the collec¬ 
tion and management of storm 
water on the property, and 
inspecting their storm water 
and sanitary sewage systems 
weekly.

since November at Laurel. The 
Maryland-bred Paradise Prin¬ 
cess, trained by Matthew Kint 2 , 
was also making her first syn¬ 
thetic start, but had posted a 
bullet workout at Presque Isle 
on April 24. 

Paradise Princess was clear 
through a first quarter in :22.70, 
and held sway through a half in 
:45.53. Second choice Derwin’s 
Star moved up to add pressure, 
as Paradise Princess went five 
furlongs in :57.02. 

Coming down the stretch, 
late-closing Red Hot Buddha, 
under Presque Isle veteran 
Scott Spieth, began to reel in 
the frontrunners. She hit the 
wire in 1:09.07 for six furlongs. 
Worship the Moon and Zonga 
Zing were the last two across 
the line. 

Red Hot Buddha, a winner 
of five of her eight starts, has 
earned $181,397. She is out of 
Red Hot Bertie (by Tabasco 
Cat), a winning half-sister to 
top-class race mares Hurricane 
Bertie and AUamerican Bertie. 

It was a terrific start for 
Amoss, the leading trainer of 
Presque Isle’s inaugural meet. 
The Kentucky-based condi- 
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Longshot Rockin’ Rockstar (left) pulled off a stunner in the 
Tom Ridge Stakes, charging to a narrow victory over Flamin’ Hot. 


tioner had captured the 
Inaugural Stakes with Ride Em 
Cowgirl in 2008. While he 
doesn’t send out the volume of 
runners that has propelled 
recent leading trainers Jamie 
Ness or Merrill Scherer to the 
top, Am OSS has made nearly 
every start count. 

On May 19, Amoss shipped 
in his second starter, Maggi 
Moss’s Final Freedom, who 
rolled to a 13-length victory in 
maiden special weight compa¬ 
ny. The 3-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Stormy Atlantic, 
guided by Spieth, si22led 
through the five furlongs in 


:56.91. 

Wednesdays are popular and 
lucrative simulcasting nights for 
Presque Isle, and the first Wed¬ 
nesday card was boosted by the 
addition of the $100,000 Tom 
Ridge Stakes for 3-year-olds. Six 
runners contested the six fur¬ 
longs, and Rockin’ Rockstar 
lit up the board when returning 
$42.20 to his backers. 

Trainer Michael Lauer 
shipped in Rockin’ Rockstar 
from Kentucky for the geld¬ 
ing’s first Presque Isle start, and 
first stakes win. Spending the 
winter at Turfway Park, Rockin’ 
Rockstar gained experience on 
synthetic tracks and was a mul¬ 
tiple allowance winner. In his 
most recent stakes attempt, the 
Hansel Stakes in March, he 
finished third. Nine lengths to 
the good of Rockin’ Rockstar 
that day was Strapping Groom, 
who went off as the 1.70-1 
favorite for the Tom Ridge. 

Black Belt, sent out by top 
Presque Isle trainer Gerald 
Bennett and the longest shot 
on the board at 36-1, got away 
quickly to set the pace over a 
well-bunched group. Only one 
runner was outrun—Rockin’ 
Rockstar. 

But before they’d gone a 
half mile, jockey Willie Martine 2 
had Rockin’ Rockstar in a 
rhythm. Steadily making up 
ground, they circled the field 
and charged down the center 
of the track. A final surge got 
the chestnut son of Congaree 


up in time. The official margin 
of victory was a neck over sec¬ 
ond choice Flamin’ Hot. Black 
Belt held on for third. Rockin’ 
Rockstar stopped the timer in a 
quick 1:08.42. 

Owned by his breeders, a 
group that consists of Ralph 
Piercy, Jack Danehy, Terry 
Ward, Barry Ward, Kenneth 
Agronin and Steve Yamaguchi, 
Rockin’ Rockstar is out of 
Ghost Prayer (by Silver Ghost), 
a mare Lauer claimed for Piercy 
and Danehy at ChuchiU Downs 
in June 1999 for $30,000. 
Losing Ghost Prayer that day 
was Edward P. Evans, who 
bred the half-sister to stakes 
winners Tap Dance and Grand 
Prayer (the dam of Malibu 
Prayer). Rockin’ Rockstar is 
Ghost Prayer’s fourth foal. 

Jamie Ness obliterated the 
record for number of wins by a 
trainer in a season at the Erie 
track in 2009, making 71 trips 
to the winner’s circle (the previ¬ 
ous mark for a fuU season was 
that of Merrill Scherer, with 
36). Ness is back and well on 
his way to surpassing his own 
mark. In the first 12 days of the 
100-day meet, he topped the 
trainers’ standings with 13 wins 
from 37 starts (a winning ratio 
of 35 percent). Three trainers 
were tied for second with four 
wins. 

Ness has used a two-prong 
attack in a number of the races, 
starting coupled odds-on favor¬ 
ites. Twice in allowance com¬ 


pany early in the meet his entry 
finished one-two. 

On May 22, Ness sent out 
Midwest Thoroughbreds’s 
1.70-1 favored entry of For AU 
Who Conga and My Friend 
Nev. The former led through¬ 
out the mile and a sixteenth 
allowance, winning by one and 
three-quarters lengths over his 
stablemate, who closed to get 
the place over stakes winner 
Cryptohght. 

For All Who Conga, a 
4-year-old son of Congaree, 
had been claimed by his current 
connections for $32,000 at 
Tampa Bay on February 20. In 
three starts since, he has earned 
$38,282 and was third in Tampa 
Bay’s Hilton Garden Inn Sprint 
Stakes. 

Midwest Thoroughbreds’s 
4-5 favorites. Peaceful Crowd 
and Quite a Dude, took the top 
two places in a one-mile and 
70-yard allowance on May 20, 
but it required the help of the 
stewards, who disqualified 
longshot Blue Mon from sec¬ 
ond to third. 

Peaceful Crowd, a 6-year- 
old New Jersey-bred who had 
been competing at Monmouth 
and Meadowlands in allowance 
company before being shipped 
to Tampa Bay for the winter, 
was claimed by Ness on 
February 13 for $16,000 from 
his breeder, John Sessa. The 
son of Crowd Pleaser, in his 
first Presque Isle start, got his 
second win in a row. 


It didn’t take long for a track 
record to fall when on the 
fourth day of the meet. May 
13, the $25,000 claimer 
Cruising Royally ran five fur¬ 
longs in :56.04, shaving about 
three-fifths of a second off the 
former mark of :56.71 set by 
Into Wishes on August 30, 
2009. 

Another Tampa Bay trans¬ 
plant, Cruising Royally did just 
as his name suggests, taking 
control of the race from the 
start and cruising through frac¬ 
tions of :2L58 and :43.90. The 
chestnut gelding continued to 
draw off in the stretch, extend¬ 
ing his margin to seven and a 
quarter lengths under Harry 
Vega. The Florida-bred is 
owned by his breeder, Anne 
Ambrosio, and trained by John 
Guciardo. 

Richard Davis’s Greeley’s 
Rocket, one of the sharper 
juvenile fillies on the grounds 
in 2009, returned in da 22 ling 
fashion to sweep to a IOV 2 - 
length allowance victory on 
May 20. The daughter of Mr. 
Greeley flew through an open¬ 
ing quarter in :21.70 while bat¬ 
hing 2009 Colleen Stakes win¬ 
ner Hidden Expression (the 
two were both less than even- 
money), shook clear as Hidden 
Expression faded to last, then 
continued to put distance on 
the field. She negotiated the six 
furlongs in 1:09.95. 

Last year the Bret Calhoun 
trainee made two starts at the 
Erie track, winning an allow¬ 
ance by daylight and finishing 
second in the Presque Isle 
Debutante Stakes. In nine life¬ 
time starts, Greeley’s Rocket 
has earned $126,591. 

Three well-known distaffers 
who put together stellar cam¬ 
paigns at Presque Isle in 2009 
returned for their first start of 
the year, and all were upended 
by Life Lesson in a six-furlong 
allowance on May 25. 

Trainer Michael Mat 2 has 
shipped the 5-year-old Unbrid¬ 
led’s Song mare Life Lesson, 
owned by Thomas Van Meter 
II and Richard Stivers, to five 
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different tracks for her five 
starts this year. The Presque 
Isle effort was her first win of 
the season, although she fin¬ 
ished third in Gulfstream Park’s 
Ladies Turf Sprint Stakes in 
February. 

The three Presque Isle vet¬ 
erans she faced-Sweet Lorena, 
Ariana D and Rolh eking 
Affair-who finished behind 
her in that order, compiled an 
impressive combined record at 
the track in 2009, with 10 wins 
from 20 starts, seven placings, 
and earnings of $444,995. 
Sweet Lorena had finished sec¬ 
ond in last year’s Presque Isle 
Downs Masters Stakes-G3 to 
champion female sprinter 
Informed Decision, while 
Rollicking Affair captured the 


closing day H.B.P.A. Stakes in 
September, which was also her 
final start of the year. 

Happy Wac and Brahms 
Belle came out firing early in 
the meet, each winning two 
races in a week’s time. 

Each distaffer picked up her 
second win on May 14 — Happy 
Wac in a five-furlong claimer 
carrying a $25,000 tag, and, one 
race later, Brahms Belle while 
racing for a $7,500 tag at five 
and a half furlongs. 

Happy Wac, trained by John 
Bourke for a partnership that 
includes himself, LoweU Allen 
and James Kerins, and ridden 
by Scott Spieth on both occa¬ 
sions, was also successful on 
May 8 when risked for 
$16,000. 


Brahms BeUe, with appren¬ 
tice Faith Schorr aboard, cap- 
mred a race for $7,500 claimers 
on opening day for owner/ 
trainer Matthew Kint 2 . 

The first race of the meet 
had much more meaning than 
usual, as the winner, Adream- 
andaprayer, was guided to vic¬ 
tory by Dale Beckner. 

It was the first race for 
Beckner at the track since he 
suffered severe injuries in a 
frightening spiU on August 28. 
Struck in the head after being 
thrown to the track when the 
horse he was riding broke 
down, Beckner underwent 
numerous surgeries and 
required months of recupera¬ 
tion. He was the track’s leading 
rider in 2008. 


The 3-year-old filly Adream- 
andaprayer, trained by Reade 
Baker and sent off as the 0.70-1 
choice, was much the best as 
she crossed the line three and 
three-quarters lengths in front 
of Radiant Sky. The Canadian- 
bred Songandaprayer filly is 
owned by Harlequin Ranches. 

Taking an early lead in the 
jockeys’ race was Tampa Bay 
Downs’s four-time leading rider 
Daniel Centeno. Centeno 
padded his win total by riding a 
number of horses for Ness and 
Timothy Hamm. Through the 
first 12 days of the meet, 
Centeno had 16 wins from 50 
starts, leading Scott Spieth by 
three wins. W 


MURRAY ROJAS 
REGAINS 
LEAD AMONG 
TRAINERS AT 
PENN NATIONAL

M urray Rojas took the lead 
in the Penn National 
trainers’ standings, pull¬ 
ing two wins clear of Jevon 
Crumley and three wins ahead 
of last year’s leading condition¬ 
er, Stephanie Beattie, through 
the card of May 24. Among 
the horses Rojas saddled in her 
march to the front was Rovers 
Boy, who carried the colors 
of Rojas’s own Sajor Stable to 
victory in allowance company 
on May 18. 

A 4-year-old son of Forestry, 
Rove’s Boy was dispatched at 
17-1, but performed hke an 
even-money favorite. Under 
apprentice jockey Anthony 


Suare 2 , he stalked early paceset¬ 
ter Unsual Manner on the out¬ 
side through the first half mile 
of the six-furlong test, then 
took control at the top of the 
lane and had just enough left 
to hold off the rally of another 
17-1 shot, Phor Phihppe. 

Rove’s Boy has bankrolled 
$25,600 since Rojas dropped 
a claim shp for him for $5,000 
on April 21. He placed second 
in an allowance in his first start 
for her on May 1. 

Rojas won the Penn National 
training title in 2007, the first 
woman ever to accomplish that 
feat. She ceded her throne to 
Stephanie Beattie in 2008 and 
’09, but appears poised to have 
another good year in 2010, 
thanks to a wide variety of 
owners, including Ronald (Jeff) 
Greener of Lancaster, Pa. 

Greener, who has owned 
and operated several businesses 
in retail and manufacturing, 
currently manages RJG Racing 
Stable, which offers Thorough¬ 
bred partnerships. Among the 
horses Rojas trains for RJG are 
the hard-hitting campaigners 


Awholenewballgame and 
Devil’s Victory. 

“Murray currently has seven 
horses racing and three 2-year- 
olds being prepped for us, and 
we are looking to claim anoth¬ 
er horse soon,” said Greener. 
“Murray is simply the best, 
period. She loves the horses she 
trains and she takes every pre¬ 
caution to make sure they are 
safe, happy and healthy—and 
above all she is honest to a 
fault. If I were reincarnated, 
I would want to be a horse in 
Murray Rojas’s barn.” 

Trainer Bernie Houghton 
found the winner’s circle on 
May 13 with Michael Nyhus’s 
Foreign Argument, a 3-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Closing Argument. The colt 
capmred an allowance race at 
six furlongs, winning by six 
and a half lengths under jockey 
David Cora. 

Dispatched as the favorite. 
Foreign Argument sat off the 
early pace in the opening quar¬ 
ter mile on the outside, then ral¬ 
lied on the turn and took com¬ 
mand from Cherokee Empire 


as they arrived at the top of the 
lane. He quickly drew off to his 
convincing score, with Misty’s 
Pride second and Cherokee 
Empire third, timed in 1:11.09. 

Sold for $30,000 at the 2008 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearhng sale. Foreign 
Argument is out of Beaming 
BeUe (by Alwuhush), a half- 
sister to Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness winner and $3.2 
million-earning champion Real 
Quiet. 

Foreign Argument upped 
his record to three wins in 
seven starts, for earnings of 
$85,430. 

The first turf race of the 
2010 season, on May 14, fit the 
bill for Mat Stables’s Call Me 
Now, who relished the soft 
course and scored a frontrun¬ 
ning victory in the one-mile 
race for horses with a claiming 
price of $10,000. 

CaU Me Now, a 4-year-old 
gelded son of Safe in the USA, 
finished third in his prior start 
on the mrf at Atlantic City. 
Sent to Penn National from 
his Philadelphia Park base with 
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jockey Angel Arroyo in tow, 
CaU Me Now jumped to the 
lead, widened it to two lengths 
after three quarters, and rolled 
home unchallenged, winning 
by one and a half lengths. 

Trained by Patricia Farro, 
Call Me Now has won six of 
24 starts, and $94,928. Bred 
by Lambholm and Jayeff B 
Stables in Florida, he is out of 
the Bertrando mare Just Call 
Me Berty. 

Longtime Pennsylvania 
breeder and farm manager 
Judy Barrett saw one of her 
homebreds. Pleasure Boat, 
roll to a 14-1 victory on May 
21 in an allowance race at six 
furlongs for state-breds. 

A 5-year-old son of Lifs 
Lad out of Ship Mistress (by 
Sewickley), Pleasure Boat 
lagged in last place early, then 
launched a furious wide rally 
coming off the turn and blew 
by the field to hit the wire a 


length better than his closest 
rival. 

Pleasure Boat found the 
winner’s circle in his first career 
start on June 5, 2009, for 
owner/trainer Gary Craig, and 
has been a steady check-getter 
since. In 14 starts, he’s won 
three times and placed three 
times, earning $51,180. 

Lil’s Lad sired Pleasure Boat 
while standing at Gods tone 
Farm in Pine Grove, Pa., where 
Barrett was then serving as 
manager. 

Pennsylvania’s leading 
breeder in 2007 (and this year’s 
top breeding award recipient 
through March 31), Barrett has 
had exceptional results with 
four foals she bred by Lil’s Lad 
in 2005. Two others-Easter 
Bonus and Basil St John-are 
stakes-placed. 

In the very next race after 
Pleasure Boat’s allowance win, 
a horse with ties to Barrett 


triumphed in a mile and a six¬ 
teenth test. Fastivist, a 9-year- 
old son of Barrett’s stallion 
Activist, went over the $100,000 
mark in lifetime earnings when 
he just lasted by a neck at odds 
of 12-1 to collect the first-place 
prEe of $7,920, boosting his 
bankroll to $101,479. 

Activist (Wild Again— 
Voodoo Lily, by Baldski) has 
been a solid sire for Barrett since 
his first full crop hit the races 
in 2003. His offspring include 
Speechifying, the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association’s Horse of the Year 
in 2007, and a multiple stakes 
winner of $433,575, as well 
as Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes 
winner St John’s Gospel and 
stakes winner Grey Dorian. 

Penn National was forced to 
cancel the card of Wednesday, 
May 12, after horsemen walked 
the track and deemed it unsafe 
in certain areas. Two days 


before, additional material had 
been added to the surface in 
an attempt to change it from 
a predominantly winter mix to 
a summer mix, which contains 
more clay. But steady rain over¬ 
night on May 11 caused areas 
to become thin and inconsis¬ 
tent. 

Chris McErlean, vice-presi¬ 
dent of racing for Penn National 
Gaming Inc., said: ‘We tested 
the mix being used on the sur¬ 
face in advance and feel it is 
appropriate; I really believe the 
issue we ran into (May 11) was 
the track could not get sealed 
up quickly enough after racing 
and we got hit with close to one 
inch of rain in an hour’s time, 
which saturated the track and 
put us behind the eight ball, 
especially with the weather on 
May 12 that afforded no way to 
dry out the surface.” 

Maintanence crews worked 
on the track for several hours 
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on May 13, grading it and add¬ 
ing sand to help it dry, and the 
racing program resumed with¬ 
out incident. 

Hollywood Casino at Penn 
National Race Course received 


approval on May 21 from East 
Hanover Township, Dauphin 
County, supervisors to expand 
the facility in anticipation of 
table games. 


The new site plan provides 
for a 44,000 square-foot addi¬ 
tion that will be built north of 
the main entrance, on the same 
level as the gaming floor. 


‘We want to get this open 
by next year,’’ said Hollywood 
Casino general manager Frank 
Quigley. He said the addition is 
expected to cost approximately 
$8.5 million. ^ 


GABRIEL’S 
SMILE FINDS 
HIS WAY AT 
CHARLES TOWN

R aimondo Schiano di Cola 
needed less than a minute 
to change from reluctant 
witness to avid spectator dur¬ 
ing the running of the $50,000 
It’s Only Money Stakes on May 
22 . 

It aU had to do with the tal¬ 
ented gelding Gabriel’s Smile. 

When his 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign began in discouraging 
fashion, Gabriel’s Smile caused 
Schiano di Cola to worry about 
his future. 

The Kentucky-bred 
notched five wins in eight 
starts at Charles Town during 
his 3-year-old season, including 
a victory in the Coin Collector 
Stakes. But the two lacklus¬ 
ter efforts on Gabriel’s Smile’s 
2010 past performance Hne, 
plus a forecast of steady rain, 
led Schiano di Cola to take the 
unusual step of involving his 
brother, Gabriel’s Smile owner 
Michael Schiano di Cola, in the 
decision. 

‘T said this one time, you’re 
going to make the call,” Schiano 
di Cola said. ‘T didn’t want to 
make the call, to run or scratch. 
He didn’t say [anything]. So the 
seventh race went off and the 
horse was coming out, so I said 
I guess we’re racing.” 


Any faith in Gabriel’s Smile 
was more than justified on this 
night. Under a steady down¬ 
pour, jockey Luis Perex dehv- 
ered an expert performance 
to guide the Schiano Racing 
Stable runner to the winner’s 
circle with a neck victory over 
Green Suede Shoes. 

Never quick out of the 
starting gate, Gabriel’s Smile 
appeared beaten at the start 
when he was bumped as Rock 
to Bop and Green Suede Shoes 
rocketed to the front of the 
pack. Rock to Bop, with Xavier 
Pere 2 up, held on to the lead 
heading into the stretch, with 
jockey Rodney Soodeen keep¬ 
ing Green Suede Shoes well 
within striking distance at just a 
length and a half back. Gabnel’s 
Smile was nearly 18 lengths 
back heading into the stretch. 
Sensing his horse was bothered 
by the chunks of mud flying up 
along the inside, Pere 2 decided 
to get Gabriel’s Smile clear by 
swinging far to the outside. 

“He knew the horse was 
fit enough; he worked him 
twice,” Raimondo Schiano di 
Cola said. “The question was 
whether he could get up there 
in time before the finish Hne 
gets there.” 

Gabriel’s Smile did just that, 
unleashing a furious charge to 
run down the rest of the six- 
horse field and winning the 
four and a half-furlong stakes 
in : 51.07 on the sloppy (sealed) 
track. 

Schiano di Cola practicaUy 
sprinted from the winner’s cir¬ 
cle to a racing monitor inside to 
watch the replay. He just had to 
see it again for himself 

“I made a few changes,” 
Schiano di Cola said. “I went 
back to the basics, the way we 


used to do. We tried differ¬ 
ent changes, put bHnkers on, 
tried a different bit. He never 
responded. So I said, ‘In the 
morning he’s doing so good. 
Let’s go back to that.’ I’m so 
glad this horse has come back. 
He looks Hke he’s back to where 
he was last year.” 

Despite the stakes victory, 
which boosted his career earn¬ 
ings to $157,997, the fumre 
for Gabriel’s Smile (Five Star 
Day—Like a Woman, by Rahy) 
still Hkely rests with the longer- 
distance races. 

“He has such a long 
stride—I’ve always beheved this 
horse is a natural for distance,” 
Schiano di Cola said. “I don’t 
beheve he’s a sprinter. I still 
think his best race is yet to 
come.” 

Although his trainee Rock 
to Bop came up short in the It’s 
Only Money, youthful Charles 
Town conditioner OUie Figgins 
III still had plenty to smile 
about in May. Figgins picked 
up four allowance victories 
during that span. 

On May 2, the Figgins- 
trained Evening Concerto 
outdueled feUow Laurel Park 
import Cut the Corner for a 
half-length victory in a seven- 
furlong test for 3-year-olds and 
up. The Florida-bred son of 
Concerto secured the victory 
for owner Robert T. HaU as 
a 15-1 longshot with a seven- 
furlong time of 1:26.74 under 
jockey Xavier Pere 2 on a fast 
track. 

Three days later, Figgins 
came out on top in another 
close allowance when Come 
Here Oonga and jockey Scott 
Spieth scored a one-length win 
in 1:26.88 for seven furlongs. 
The 4-year-old West Virginia- 


bred daughter of Peak Dancer 
bested a fern ale-only field for 
owner Sydney Racing LLC. 

Virginia-bred Rock to Bop 
taUied a four and a half-furlong 
aUowance win by five lengths on 
May 13. The 4-year-old son of 
Bop won in :51.45 under jockey 
Xavier Pere 2 . A day later, the 
5-year-old Kentucky-bred geld¬ 
ing Otto wise added another 
allowance win to Figgins’s 
resume in a one and one-six- 
teenth-mile test. Under appren¬ 
tice jockey Joshua Navarro, 
the son Changeintheweather 
notched a nearly eight-length 
win in 1:46.59 for owner EMO 
Stables. 

A pair of 4-year-olds paid 
off handsomely for lucky bet¬ 
tors in May allowance races. On 
May 13, Lil Baldie scored by 
a nose after going off at 25-1 
odds under apprentice jock¬ 
ey MitcheU Snow. The West 
Virginia-bred filly by Rugby led 
wire to wire in the sprint to 
win for owner/trainer Donald 
Barber. 

A day later, jockey Xavier 
Pere 2 guided I Got’m to a 
six and a half-length victory in 
an aUowance/optional claim¬ 
ing race. The Maryland-bred 
son of PoHsh Miner paid off 
at nearly 20-1 odds and failed 
to find any takers while risked 
for a $16,000 claiming price by 
owner/trainer John Casey. 

After a nearly six-month lay¬ 
off, multiple stakes winner 
Natures Annuity launched 
her 6-year-old campaign with a 
six and three-quarter-length 
aUowance win on May 8. The 
daughter of VaUant Nature and 
the outstanding producer 
Roberta Grump (by Verifica¬ 
tion) won the four and a half- 
furlong race with a time of 
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:51.67 for owner Mark Russell 
and trainer James W. Casey. 
The veteran trainer picked up 
another allowance win the next 
night when his homebred 

3- year-old colt Taylor’s FHght 
(by home stalhon Windsor 
Castle) earned an impressive 
five-length win (1:27.88) in a 
seven-furlong test under jockey 
Rodney Soodeen. 

Bowie (Md.)-based trainer 
Christopher Grove continues to 
pick his spots well in allowance 
competition at Charles Town. 
On April 29, Grove fielded 

4- year-old Blue Diamond 
AlHe in an allowance and went 
home with a two and a half- 
length win for owner Toledo 
Racing Stable. The Kentucky- 
bred daughter of Dixieland 
Band was ridden to victory by 
jockey J.D. Acosta. 

Another Grove-trained run¬ 
ner made a trip to the winner’s 
circle on May 2 when Kidwells 
Petit Stable’s 4-year-old filly 
Heaven’s Voice-in for a 
$32,000 claiming tag-pulled 
away for a six and a half-length 
win in an aUowance/optional 
claiming sprint. The Maryland- 
bred daughter of Lion Hearted 
won in :51.48 under jockey J.D. 
Acosta. 

Jockeys Travis Dunkel- 
berger and Joseph Rocco Jr. 
engaged in one of the most 
riveting contests of the sea¬ 
son in an optional claimer at 
a mile and an eighth on May 
15. Dunkelberger, aboard the 
Donald Campbell-trained geld¬ 
ing Lord Kipling, surrendered 


the lead at the three-quarter- 
mile mark, while Rocco held 
the Gary Kat 2 -trained Critical 
Acclaim off the pace. Both 
made their move heading into 
the stretch, as Lord Kipling ran 
down leader Morning Theft and 
then held off Critical Acclaim’s 
charge to win by a nose in 
1:51.34 for owner Campbell. 

A pair of West Virginia 
products brought home allow¬ 
ance wins on April 28. In a 
seven-furlong contest for fillies 
and mares, 5-year-old Devons- 
paintedlady (by Devon 
Deputy) bested a full field 
under jockey Luis Batista to 
win in 1:28.43 for trainer David 
Walters and owner Ken Lowe 
Jr. Dunkelberger won another 
close race later on the card, 
earning victory by a head 
aboard Jose’ Boy. The 4-year- 
old gelding by Garnered won in 
1:26.40 for breeder/owner/ 
trainer Juke Hess. 

Offspring of aU-time lead¬ 
ing West Virginia-based sire 
Black Tie Affair (Ire), who is 
now pensioned at Old Friends 
in Kentucky, continue to add to 
his resume. Black Tie Affair’s 
3-year-old daughter Autumn 
Affair captured a seven-fur¬ 
long allowance on May 9. 
Trained by Timothy Collins for 
owner Holly Ridge Stables, the 
Virginia-bred fiUy out of Gold 
Leaf (by Slew o’ Gold) posted a 
winning time of 1:28.52 under 
jockey Jesus Sanche 2 . ^

Pioneering women 
jockeys make historic return

I f you happened to run into 
them at Pimlico in the days 
leading up to the Preakness, 
they might have struck you at 
first as a friendly group of mid¬ 
dle-aged women out to enjoy 
a day at the races. On second 
glance you would have noticed 
the si 2 e 0 trousers with razor- 
sharp creases, the taut torsos 
and athletic stances. Then, if 
your memory stretched back far 
enough, you might have begun 
to put famous names with still 
easily recognizable faces: 

Barbara Jo Rubin. The first 
female jockey to win a pari¬ 
mutuel race against males in 
the U.S., on February 22, 1969. 
Now 60. 

PJ. Cooksey. First woman to 
ride in the Preakness, in 1985. 
Now 52. 

Gwen Jocson. Winner of 763 
races from 1989 to’99, with 376 
wins coming in a single season, 
1991. Now 43. 

Jennifer Rowland (Small). 
Pioneered the way for women 
riders in Maryland in the 1970s. 
Now 57. 

Andrea Seefeldt (Knight). 
Piloted winners of more than 
600 races, including 37 stakes, 
in the 1980s and early ’90s. 
Now 47. 

Mary Russ Tortora. First 
female to ride to victory in a 
Grade 1 stakes. Now 56. 

Cheryl White. First African- 
American female rider. Now 
56. 

Mary Wiley (Wagner). Ranked 
among the nation’s top five 


apprentice riders in 1983. Now 
46. 

The group had come 
together not just to reminisce 
about old times, although there 
was plenty of that. Where once 
they’d defied supposed limits 
of gender, they were about to 
destroy myths about age. 

When the call came for rid¬ 
ers up in the Pimlico paddock 
a little after 1:30 p.m. on May 
14, the eight women vaulted 
into the saddle for the first- 
ever pari-mutuel race to feature 
retired women jockeys-the 
Lady Legends for the Cure, 
the fourth race on the under¬ 
card of the Black-Eyed Susan 
S takes-G2. 

The Lady Legends race, 
and promotions leading up to 
it, raised funds for Susan G. 
Komen for the Cure, a world¬ 
leading breast cancer organiza¬ 
tion. A film crew followed the 
women throughout the week 
and captured the live running, 
which will be featured in direc¬ 
tor/producer Jason Neff’s 
upcoming documentary, Jock^ 
about the first generation of 
female jockeys. 

As the field broke from the 
gate, however, there was noth¬ 
ing to distinguish the race from 
any other six-furlong allowance 
test at Pimlico. 

Nationally prominent owner 
Ken Ramsey waited with high 
anticipation in the winner’s 
circle, and his 3-year-old colt 
Honor in Peace, trained by 
Wesley Ward, played his part, 
rolling to a two and three- 


quarter-length victory under 
Jocson. 

Seefeldt came flying down 
the lane aboard Chapel of 
Love and edged Mary Tortora, 
aboard 2-1 favorite Rasher, 
for the runner-up spot. Next 
in order of finish were Mass 
Destruction (Wagner), Cleric 
(Cooksey), Brogue (Rubin), 
Temperance Time (Small) and 
Agave Ridge (White). 

Numbers on the teletimer 
left no doubt about the quality 
of the competition: the final 
time (1:11.46) was the fastest at 
the distance for the meet up to 
that time. 

Since retiring as a jockey, 
winning Lady Legend Jocson 
has kept fit as an exercise rider 
and currently is employed by 
John Servis at Philadelphia 
Park. 

She ^^didn’t do anything spe¬ 
cial to train for the race,” she 
said, and referred all the credit 
to the horse. 

Jocson quit riding races 
because of injuries. A hurt so 
bad that I was missing weeks at 
a time,” she said. “I didn’t quit 
because I wanted to.” She won 
her first career race, her first 
race on mrf, and first stakes. 
“So this just about completes 
it,” Jocson added. “It was a 
great way to come back and say 
good bye.” 

In a year or so, Jocson 
intends to leave the track entire¬ 
ly, after completing a course to 
become a medical assistant and 
paying off her smdent loans. 


“But I’d do it again if they 
asked me to ride in a race hke 
this,” she declared. 

Georganne Hale, the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s direc¬ 
tor of racing, never seriously 
considered a career as a jockey, 
but she holds her own share of 
important “firsts,” most impor¬ 
tantly as the first woman to 
hold that title at a major track. 

Lady Legends for the Cure 
was Hale’s idea, and without 
her perseverance and exper¬ 
tise, it would almost certainly 
not have gotten to the starting 
gate. 

‘We were just lucky,” Hale 
said, while caUing it “more 
work than the Preakness.” Her 
efforts began last August, when 
she “started calhng retired 
ladies.” The first call went to 
Kathy Kusner, the Olympic 
show rider who in 1968 won 
the court battle that allowed 
women riders to obtain a jock¬ 
ey’s license. 

Now in her 70s, Kusner 
turned Hale down, saying she 
was simply too old. However, 
she did eventually join in as a 
consultant and spectator. 

Juke Krone, the lone female 
rider enshrined in the racing 
HaU of Fame, also declined. As 
it turned out, she couldn’t have 
participated anyway, because 
she suffered a broken leg this 
past March. 

When Donna Brothers 
regretted that she was too busy 
covering the Triple Crown races 
for NBC, Hale was O-for-3. 
Then things improved in her

conversation with Rubin, who 
‘‘jumped at it ” 

The three retired riders 
living in Maryland-Small, 
Seefeidt and Wagner-signed 
on next. And the project began 
to take on a life of its own. 

Like a cross between a den 
mother and drill sergeant. Hale 
kept in contact with each of the 
women throughout the winter 
and early spring-demanding 
updates on their fitness train¬ 
ing. When they pulled up their 
mounts without so much as 
whee 2 e among them. Hale was 
justly proud. 

Jennifer Small, who works 
as a financial planner and has 
two children now in their 20s, 
had ridden her last race on 
May 12, 1977. After her horse, 
Richie Blue’s Temperance 
Time, crossed the wire in sev¬ 
enth place, she was ready to 
try again. 

“I wasn’t even tired,” said 
Small, who prepared for her 
comeback by working six to 
eight horses a day for train¬ 
ers Holly Robinson and Ann 
Merryman at Laurel Park. “I 
could have ridden in the next 
race.” 

While Small isn’t serious 
about going back to race-riding 
at the age of 57, two of the 
40 - s om e things - Wagner and 
Seefeidt-were inspired to aim 
for a professional comeback. 

Seefeidt, who foxhunts regu¬ 
larly with the Elkridge-Harford 
Hunt Club, has since reconsid¬ 
ered-“because of age.” 

“I never really retired from 
riding races,” said Seefeidt. 
“I just decided to take some 
time off [in 1994].” She was 
“comfortable” during and after 
the race, and cited weight as a 
major reason. “I used to tack 
111,” said Seefeidt. Her mount 
carried 124 pounds in the Lady 
Legends race. 

Wagner said she had not 
been on a horse for 12 years 
before she began her training 
regimen in March, but “a lot of 
people told me I looked good 
out there.” 

Whether Wagner returns to 
the saddle on a regular basis 


wiU mostly depend on how 
eager trainers are to employ her 
services. And, of course, that 
was a question on everyone’s 
mind before the Lady Legends 
race. 

In the end. Hale was pleas¬ 
antly surprised at the way train¬ 
ers supported the race. The 
track offered an extra incentive 
in the form of a $500 bonus 
for each trainer who entered. 
And the racing office stiU had 
to “hustle,” Hale admits. 

But the race, which had a 
limit of eight starters, went off 
with a fuU field plus two on 
the also-ehgible hst. Two of 
the trainers-Rick Dutrow and 


Chris Grove - donated their 
bonus to Komen for the Cure. 

How to set the weight allow¬ 
ances was another major chal¬ 
lenge Hale faced. The women 
arrived at Pimlico with weights 
ranging from 98 pounds 
(Jocson) to 135 (White). 

Although, officially speak¬ 
ing, the riders were assigned 
by a drawing, some necessary 
juggling took place behind the 
scenes. The three Maryland rid¬ 
ers were allowed to compete 
aboard horses they were famil¬ 
iar with. And White, currently a 
racing official in California who 
had worked hard to get there by 
shedding 40 pounds, rode the 


race’s 128-pound highweight 
(but was four pounds over). 

The horses seemingly were 
also thrilled to take part in the 
action. 

“When the cheer went up 
as we went out onto the track 
Temperance Time thought he 
was Secretariat,” said Small. 

The all-sources wagering 
total on the Lady Legends 
race - $1,968,978 - underscored 
its popularity with the pubhc. 

So what does Hale plan for 
an encore? “If we tried to do 
it again, it might lose some of 
its excitement,” she said. 
“We’ll look for something dif¬ 
ferent.” ^

VICTOR’S CRY COMPLETES 
BIG DAY FOR VA-BREDS 



V irginia-breds won the two 
biggest races in the nation 
on Memorial Day, May 31, 
their triumphs coming on both 
coasts. First out was Quality 
Road, who returned after a 
nearly four-month absence to 
capture the Grade 1 Metro¬ 
politan Mile at Belmont Park as 
the overwhelming favorite. 
Less than three hours later, a 
much bigger surprise unfolded 
in the Grade 1 Shoemaker Mile 
on the Hollywood Park turf, 
when Victor’s Cry flew down 
the stretch to nail the victory at 
the wire. 

Edward Evans’s homebred 
Quality Road is the nation’s 
division leader among older 
runners with his third graded 
stakes win in three outings this 
year. Victor’s Cry, racing for 
Robert and Michele Billings’s 
Equilete Stable, is a star on the 
rise in the turf division. The 
5-year-old son of Street Cry 
(Ire) was getting his first stakes 
win, but had shown promise in 
recent efforts. 

In his first three starts this 
season, all at Santa Anita, Vic¬ 
tor’s Cry won an allowance at 
six and a half furlongs on the 
downhill turf course in a sensa¬ 
tional 1:11.34, finished fourth 
in the Joe Hernande 2 Stakes on 
the synthetic track after the race 
came off the turf, and led into 
his first Grade 1 effort with a 


fast-closing second to Mr Gruff 
in the San Simeon Handicap-G3 
on the downhill turf course. 

While Mr Gruff went off as 
the fourth choice (at 5.40-1) in 
the nine-horse Shoemaker Mile 
field, Victor’s Cry was 21-1. 
Cruising along the rail, more 
than seven lengths off the pace 
set by Mr Gruff and favorite 
Karehan, Victor’s Cry, guided 
by Corey Nakatani, made his 
move as the field straightened 
into the stretch. In midstretch it 
appeared hopeless for Victor’s 
Cry to reach the leaders, but he 
accelerated and was gobbling 
up ground with every stride, 
sailing past a fading Mr Gruff 
and catching Karelian in the 
last jump. The final time over 
a firm turf course was 1:32.88, 
about two-fifths of a second 
off the course record. 

Trainer Eoin Harty noted, 
‘‘I thought on paper it might 
set up well for his style of run¬ 
ning. But it is a Grade 1 and 
these things are hard to win, so 
I would have been happy for a 
piece of it. I am also happy to 
win it.” 

Bred by R. Larry Johnson’s 
Legacy Farm in Bluemont, Va., 
Victor’s Cry has a come-from- 
behind running style reminis¬ 
cent of his dam. Short Time, 
said Johnson. The daughter of 
Clever Trick, purchased pri¬ 
vately by Johnson during her 


5-year-old season, was stakes 
placed five times during her 
47-start career, including a third 
in the AH Along Stakes-G2. 

“She lost a number of races 
by a nose or a neck, when fly¬ 
ing at the end,” said Johnson. 
Among those were seconds in 
the Sensational (by a head). 
Searching (by a nose) and 
Rosenna (by a neck). 

Short Time was also involved 
in one of the best finishes ever 
in a stakes race in Maryland, 
dead-heating for fourth in the 
1998 Lady Baltimore Stakes at 
Laurel, beaten a head for the 
win (the first six finishers were 
separated by a margin of about 
a neck at the wire). 

Victor’s Cry is the fifth 
foal, and second stakes horse, 
produced by Short Time. His 
year-older half-sister. Clever 
Strike (by Smart Strike), sold 
by Johnson as a yearhng for 


$70,000 and resold for $135,000 
at the Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s March 2-year-olds 
in training sale, had two stakes 
placings, including a third in the 
Grade 3 A 2 eri Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes. She earned $170,580. 

Victor’s Cry, the first Grade 

1 winner bred by Johnson, was 
a $150,000 Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky July yearhng. 

“I was satisfied with the 
price,” said Johnson. “He’s a 
handsome horse, but he was 
from Street Cry’s second crop, 
and at the time his dam hadn’t 
really produced anything.” 
From 17 starts, the dark bay 
now has earnings of $350,633. 

Barren for 2010, Short 
Time has a yearhng colt by 
Lemon Drop Kid, and unraced 

2 and 3-year-old full brothers 
to Victor’s Cry, all still owned 
by Johnson. She was booked to 
Street Sense late this season.

B The headline, ‘‘Fewer horses 
equal stronger figures,” 
explained the 25 percent surge 
in average for the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May 2-year-olds in 
training sale. 

The ever-expanding sale 
had been cut back when a sec¬ 
ond auction was added, to take 
place in July Thus 357 horses 
were offered over two days, 
with 239 selling for $8,054,800, 
an average of $33,702. Buy¬ 
backs were down 2 percent 
from the previous year, to 33 
percent. 

“It was a stronger sale than 
it may have first appeared,” 
said Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
executive vice-president Mason 
Grasty. “It was much stronger 
in the middle range than we 
had expected.” 

The sales topper, at $350,000, 
was a chestnut Unaccounted 
For colt named The Niner 
Account. Pinhookers Susanne 
and Ronald Fein hit a home 
run, having shelled out $47,000 


for the colt at the Keeneland 
September sale. 

The Niner Account felljust sly 
of earning hack his purchase price, 
amassing $325,850from 33 starts 
over seven seasons, in which he won 
18 times, including two stakes late in 
his career at Remington Park. 

B The Belmont Stakes went 
off without Kentucky Derby 
winner Fusaichi Pegasus and 
Preakness winner Red Bullet, 
but stiU attracted a crowd of 
67,810 to Belmont Park-the 
largest without a Triple Crown 
on the hne. It was the first time 
since 1970 that the Belmont 
was lacking a Derby or Preak¬ 
ness winner. 

The surprising outcome 
saw D. Wayne Lukas-trained 
Commendable, at 19-1, win 
by a length and a half over 
Aptitude. The son of Gone 
West, with Pat Day up, benefit¬ 
ed from soft fractions on a hot 
and humid day to get the jump 
on his competition and win in 
the pedestrian time of 2:31.19, 
among the slowest on record. 
Lukas took home his fourth 
Belmont Stakes trophy. 

B Steeplechasing was once 
again a Breeders' Cup event.

B The 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred Lady's Maid, the only fiUy 
among the six starters in 
Delaware Park's Kent Stakes, 
defied her long odds to post a 
three-quarter-length victory 
over Divine Comedy (who had 
been fourth in the Preakness in 
his previous start). The Yancey 
Christmas trainee broke the 
track record by two-fifths of a 
second, getting the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:4114. By Prophets 
Thumb out of Mermaid (by 
^Blenheim II), Lady's Maid was 
bred by her owner, Mrs. George 
Brown Jr. 

B The Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission granted permission for 
the Cumberland Fair Associa¬ 
tion to hold its race dates at 
Timonium. With the addition of 
the 12-day Cumberland stand. 


Timonium would conduct 24 
days of racing, the longest meet 
in the track's history. 

Commission chairman R. 
Bruce Livie stated that, while 
the commission wasn't in favor 
of such transfers, it was done 
as a “temporary expedient to 
protect State revenues.” 

Livie added: “The Cum¬ 
berland Fair Association will 
have to make a much more 
sincere effort to attract horses 
and to operate their track in the 
immediate future. Otherwise, 
changes of a permanent nature 
will have to be recommended 
by the Commission.” 

It was the beginning of the end for 
the halfmiler circuit. Cumberland, 
the first to go, would run its final meet 
in 1961. The halfmiler dates were 
eventually tranferred to Maryland's 
major tracks. Only Timonium con¬ 
tinues to hold a race meet, which 
in the past decade has dwindled to 
seven days.

Breeders' Cup Steeplechase, 
worth $250,000, would be run 
at Far Hills races in Far HiUs, 
N.J., in October and would be 
televised by ESPN.

Opened on October 1, 
1914, Bowie was designed for 
cold weather, since those were 
the dates its founders had as an 
option. “Functional, but not 
exactly comfortable, Bowie was 
never to make its mark as a 
social gathering place. . . Bowie 
found a more basic appeal. 


The daughter of the great 
* Sea-Bird out of Ole Liz (by 
Double Jay) went on to estab¬ 
lish a dynasty for Newstead, 
producing milhonaire and 
six-time Grade 1 winner Miss 
Oceana, multiple graded stakes 
winner Larida and stakes win¬ 
ner and Group 1-placed Ivory 
Wings. 

At the Newstead dispersal 
in 1985, Kittiwake was one of 
the stars, selling for $3.8 million 
to Lazy Lane Farms, for whom 
she produced Group 1 winner 
Kitwood.

My Lady's Manor Races 
1909-2009

Racing horses over the 
My Lady's Manor countryside 
is hardly something that sud¬ 
denly popped up 100 years 
ago. From the earliest times 
of Colonial settlement in the 
newly discovered mid-Atlan¬ 
tic territory, the land and the 
horse formed much of not on¬ 
ly the livelihood but also the 
social life of the adventurous 
newcomers. 

In Maryland and the Thor¬ 
oughbred (1932), author D. 
Sterett Gittings, the vener¬ 
able horseman over whose 
property part of the 1899 
Maryland Hunt Cup was run, 
wrote about this powerful as¬ 
sociation between the British 
heritage and the horse in Bal¬ 
timore County. 

The Calverts, Lords Bal¬ 
timore, were patrons of the 
turf and it is but natural that 
a county where the sports- 
loving spirit of Cavalier Mary¬ 
land is still everywhere in evi¬ 
dence should be rich in stud 
farms, stables, and thorough¬ 
breds. 

Indeed, the first of My 
Lady's Manor grantees made 
the arduous Atlantic voyage 
at the invitation of Thomas 
Brerewood the Elder, who ar¬ 
rived to claim his Maryland 


legacy in 1732. Brerewood 
held 10,000 acres, known 
variously as "My Lady's Man¬ 
or" and "Lord Baltemore's 
Guift," which was a portion 
of the large Grant of Maryland 
made to the Calverts by King 
Charles I of England in the 
early 1600s. The land was then 
patented in 1713 from Charles 
Calvert, third Lord Baltimore, 
second Lord Proprietary of the 
Province of Maryland, to Mar¬ 
garet, Lady Baltimore, Baron¬ 
ess of Baltimore. 

"In time," stated an ar¬ 
ticle by Mary B. M. Mitchell 


in the Federation News, April 
1937, "My Lady's Manor be¬ 
came settled by the old well- 
known Maryland families of 
Howards, Emorys, Pearces, 
Cockeys, Hutchins, Holmes, 
Sparks, Bacons, Bosleys, Cur¬ 
tis and Slades." 

These families indeed first 
arrived by ship and estab¬ 
lished Joppa as the center for 
court days, tobacco markets, 
horse racing and public hang¬ 
ings. Later as they acquired 
more land north along the 
Little Gunpowder, St. James 
Episcopal Church was built in 


the 1750s on land given by the 
Slades and constructed with 
contributions from the Manor 
residents. The church remains 
the center of the My Lady's 
Manor community today. 

With the patriot victory in 
the Revolutionary War, how¬ 
ever, the Manor land grants 
by the English Crown to Lord 
Baltimore and from his heirs to 
the families now living there 
for several generations were in 
jeopardy. The Maryland Alien 
Property Commission seized 
My Lady's Manor and the en¬ 
tirety was confiscated as spoils 
from the defeated king. 

Suddenly their homes no 
longer belonged to them. All 
other royal grants in the new 
State of Maryland faced the 
same fate. 

"In October 1782, under 
the Confiscation Act, the lands 
of My Lady's Manor were 
sold at auction at Slade's Tav¬ 
ern," Jack Randolph Hutchins 
writes in Robert Hutchins of Co¬ 
lonial America. "Former army 
officers [in the American revo¬ 
lutionary forces] purchased 
large tracts with their Army 
Depreciation Certificates. In 
many cases the original hold¬ 
ers (patentees of Lord Balti¬ 
more) bought back the land 
from those who bid it in when 
sold at auction." 

And so those long-estab¬ 
lished families remained on 





My Lady's Manor, with a sur¬ 
prising number of the grant¬ 
ees' descendants still living 
there today. 

In the opinion of J. Blan 
Van Urk in The Story of Ameri¬ 
can Foxhunting, published in 
1940, "That foxhunting start¬ 
ed, in embryo, in what is now 
the State of Maryland is, and 
can be, the only conclusion 
drawn, and the accepted date 
must be 1650." 

For The Field Illustrated, 
March 1927, Sidney Wat¬ 
ters wrote an article specifi¬ 
cally about fox hunting on 
the Manor. He had purchased 
Dunmore Farm in 1909 and 
married Mary Louise Pearce 
in 1913. Watters recounted, 
"Many of the original resi¬ 
dents of My Lady's Manor and 
its adjacent territory, Pearces, 
Streetts, Hutchinses, Cockeys, 
Holmeses, Howards, Turners, 
Pattersons, and various oth¬ 
ers, have inherited the spirit 
of the chase from their ances¬ 
tors. Many years ago their 
forebears were Joint Masters 
of a gigantic pack, which drew 
the same coverts which are 
being drawn today. Richard 
[McGaw] Howard, proprietor 
of Loafers Lodge, now Fox- 
hall Farm, when told he was 
dying, called weakly for his 
riding boots and actually died 
with them on." 

About 1912, Frank Bonsai 
originated Harford Hunt, the 
first formally registered fox 
hunting club on My Lady's 
Manor. He brought with him 
15 couple of hounds given 
to him by his brother-in-law, 
Redmond Stewart, MFH of 
the Green Spring Valley Hunt 
Club, when Bonsai bought 
Verdant Valley from Beale 
Howard. Hounds were ken¬ 
neled at Verdant Valley initial¬ 
ly, but they were soon moved 
to Farmington, the ancestral 
home of John Rush Streett, 
who had hunted the Manor 
country with his own pack 
for many years. Harford Hunt 
was incorporated in 1915 
through the efforts of Bonsai, 
Streett, Eugene Levering Jr. of 
Baltimore, and John R. Valen¬ 
tine of Pennsylvania. The club 
ultimately purchased Farm¬ 
ington after Streett's death in 
1917 and created a complex

that included "bungalows, ga¬ 
rages, quarters, kennels, etc., 
and stables of sufficient size 
for a cavalry regiment, giv¬ 
ing the well-kept grounds at 
Farmington the appearance of 
a prosperous township," Wat¬ 
ters recounted. 

Watters referred to the 
Manor as "the Melton Mow¬ 
bray of America" and listed 
the arrival of those fox hunt¬ 
ers from outside the area such 
as S. Lurman Stewart, Foxhall 
P. Keene, Sir T. Ashley Sparks, 
W. H. Decourcy Wright, L. E. 
Keiffer, L. D. DeVine, Caret E. 
Winants, James Park, George 
Saportas, Jr. and F. Ambrose 
Clark, to mention only a few, 
with large fields "numbering 
at times well over a hundred." 

Alas, the Great Depression 
added more hardship and put 
a halt to the luxuries of the 
Harford Hunt. Many of those 
notables from New York, Phil¬ 
adelphia, Chicago and Boston 
resigned from the organiza¬ 
tion. 

When the race debuted 
on April 24, 1909, My Lady's 
Manor Point-to-Point was part 
and parcel of a popular local 
tradition that dated from the 
earliest colonial settlements 
[and developed from the fox 
hunting tradition]. By 1900, 
formal racing was well estab¬ 
lished on the Manor at Manor 
Glen on the Jarrettsville Pike. 
For more than a decade two 
meets were held each year, 
one in the spring and another 
in the fall. 

John Myers Pearce, 
Charles Morgan Pearce, Wal¬ 
ter Hutchins, and John Rush 
Streett, the founders and orga¬ 
nizers of the My Lady's Man¬ 
or Point-to-Point, publicly 
announced the inaugural run¬ 
ning for Easter Monday, April 
12,1909. The course was to be 
over natural country with the 
start and finish at Clifford, the 
home of Jacob Myers Pearce, 
and extending over the farm 
of Mrs. W. Herbert Hutchins 
in the locality of J. M. Pearce, 
Markoe, and Monkton Roads. 
Accounts of the race differ 
about the distance from two 
and a quarter miles [Union 
News] to three and a half 
miles "of rough going" [The 
Baltimore Sun]. 















Unfortunately, that first 
Manor race did not take place 
on the date planned. On Fri¬ 
day, April 9, John Rush Street! 
was "kicked in the face by a 
hunting horse, whose injured 
foot he was examining," ac¬ 
cording to The Baltimore 
Sun. StreetFs aunt, Maude 
Hutchins Pearce (Mrs. J. My¬ 
ers Pearce), owned the miscre¬ 
ant, whose name was Dicky 
Bird. 

As a result of StreetFs re¬ 
covery, the first My Lady's 
Manor Point-to-Point was re¬ 
scheduled for Saturday, April 
24,1909. 

On Sunday April 25, the 
Sun informed its readers that 
the event "attracted a great 
number of lovers of rac¬ 
ing, and there was some fine 
sport." The Union News de¬ 
clared the weather "good, sun¬ 
ny and cool" and remarked 
on the "beautiful turnouts 
in which sat the elite of the 
countryside. This is a social 
affair and no admission was 
charged." 

The first My Lady's Manor 
Point-to-Point was won by 
Kitty West, owned by Charles 
M. Pearce and ridden by Lake 
Hutchins. Second place went 
to Mrs. J. Myers Pearce's 
Dolly Blue, ridden by Ralph 
Hutchins. Mrs. Pearce's sec¬ 
ond entry. Captain Jack, took 
an early fall but was remount¬ 
ed by Edgar Hutchins to fin¬ 
ish third, followed by owner/ 
rider Bosley Hutchins's Mary 
T., fourth and Sidney Watters 
on another of Mrs. Pearce's 
entries, Dicky Bird, fifth. 

The reward for victory that 
day was simply a trophy, cher¬ 
ished through the succeeding 
generations and now in the 
possession of Charles Morgan 
Pearce's great-grandchildren, 
William Morgan and Hope 
Rutledge Pearce. 

In the 1920s, many new 
owners and riders like [Fox- 
hall] Keene were drawn to 
My Lady's Manor because 
of the excellent fox hunting. 
Baltimoreans such as Wal¬ 
lace Lanahan and W. K. and 
Ernest Levering joined racing 
enthusiasts Janon Fisher Jr. 
Redmond C. Stewart, George 
Blakiston, Jack Symington, 
Stuart Janney Jr., C. L. A. Heis-

er. Holmes Alexander, Daniel 
Brewster Sr., and Francis Ig- 
lehart, from the Green Spring 
and Elkridge. Non-Maryland¬ 
ers such as Joseph Flanagan, 
Ambrose Clark, George Sapor- 
tas Jr. and Mrs. M. K. Steven¬ 
son of New York, Joseph Neff 
Ewing, Charles Cheston, and 
Mr. and Mrs. John Valentine 
of Philadelphia, T. Morgan Bo¬ 
wen of Buffalo, and B. Leslie 
Behr and Francis Johnson of 
Chicago also found My Lady's 
Manor racing to their taste. 
The decade likewise launched 
the addition of the John Rush 
Street! Memorial to the Manor 
race card in 1922. 

The last two years before 
World War II and the two 
years after belonged heart and 
soul to Stuart S. Janney Jr. In 
fact no other rider has domi¬ 
nated the My Lady's Manor 
Point-to-Point the way Janney 
did. He won the first time on 
Mrs. W. Austin Wadsworth's 
Hotspur 2nd in 1934; then in 
1936 Janney and Justinian 2nd 
shared first place in a dead 
heat with Sporting Print; he 
won again in 1941 on Vaunt, 
and ran away with the next 
three renewals, 1942,1946, and 
1947, on Win ton, a super horse 
that Janney had been given 
by his uncle, Jervis Spencer 
Jr. winner of two My Lady's 
Manor races himself. 

Janney is the only jockey 
to win the My Lady's Manor 
Point-to-Point six times. He 
rode in the Manor nine times, 
not to mention countless John 
Rush Street! Memorials. Win- 
ton, with Janney aboard, is 
the only horse ever to win all 
three races in the same year. 
My Lady's Manor, the Grand 
National, and the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, twice. Amazingly, 
this happened in 1942 and 
1946, separated by a world 
war. 

In the next decade, three 
horses notched two Manor 
races each: Stuart Janney Jr's 
Philstar (1952 and 1953), Mrs. 
W. J. Strawbridge's Land's 
Corner (1954 and 1955), and 
Benjamin H. Griswold Ill's 
Doll Ram (1957 and 1960). 

Then two extraordinary 
horses burst on the scene in 
the sixties: Mountain Dew, 
royally bred, owned and

trained by Janon Fisher Jr. 
and Jay Trump, once called "a 
no account Maryland-bred," 
discovered by luck running 
at Charles Town. Some other 
very nice horses went to the 
start in this era, but by and 
large it was a two-horse show. 

Mountain Dew ran in 
the My Lady's Manor seven 
straight years (1962-1968) and 
never won, dogged by Janon 
Fisher Jr.'s, hard luck in that 
race. Fisher never won there as 
a rider himself, or as a trainer, 
or as an owner. 

In 1964, Jay Trump be¬ 
came the only horse besides 
Winton to win the Maryland 
"Big Three" back-to-back. 
Mountain Dew, however, 
did not make that triple so 
easy in the Grand National. 
They met there three times 
and Mountain Dew won two 
of the three. In the Maryland 
Hunt Cup the two champi¬ 
ons met three times, with Jay 
Trump victorious each time 
and Mountain Dew second. 
But Mountain Dew won three 
Maryland Hunt Cups of his 
own in the interims, and, of 
course. Jay Trump became the 
first horse bred, owned, and 
ridden by an American to win 
the English Grand National 
at Aintree. The old guard still 
debates which horse was the 
best—during that time or 
since. 

H. Turney McKnight, who 
moved to the Baltimore area 
in 1969, won four My Lady's 
Manor Point-to-Points, was 
second twice, and three times 
third in the ten years between 
1973 and 1983. In addition, 
McKnight took over as chair¬ 
man of the meet (a position he 
continues to hold) and over¬ 
saw the historic move from 
the 69-year-old venue on the 
Pearce property to the newly 
constructed course on the 
grounds of the Elkridge-Harf- 
ordHunt Club. 

The 1980s were conspicu¬ 
ous as well for the striking 
performances of Wallace La- 
nahan's Sam Son of A Gun, 
the only horse to win the My 
Lady's Point-to-Point four 
times. Furthermore, he accom¬ 
plished this feat in consecutive 
years, 1980-1983, with three 
different riders. 


During the 1980s, the My 
Lady's Manor Race Commit¬ 
tee added yet another feature 
to their Manor tradition. Al¬ 
though proceeds from the pro¬ 
grams and ads in the program 
had accrued to the St. James 
Church Guild in the 1940s, 
it was not until 1984 that the 
race meeting developed a re¬ 
lationship with their current 
beneficiary, Ladew Topiary 
Gardens. 

In the ninth decade of My 
Lady's Manor Point-to-Points, 
Harry Filbert's Ironfist stands 
alone. In three consecutive 
years the chestnut gelding 
won eight timber stakes, in¬ 
cluding three consecutive 
Manor races (2000, 2001, and 
2002) and nearly $150,000. 

Of the horses that [won] the 
My Lady's Manor Point-to- 
Point, only one was victorious 
there four times: Sam Son Of 
A Gun (1980-1983). Two hors¬ 
es won the race three times: 
Winton (1942, 1946,1947) and 
Ironfist (2000-2002). Thirteen 
horses have won it twice: Cap¬ 
tain Jack (1910, 1912), Mas¬ 
terful (1919, 1920), Moccasin 
(1921,1922), The Comet (1923, 
1924), Brose Hover (1931, 
1932), Pine Pep (1949, 1951), 
Philstar (1952, 1953), Land's 
Corner (1954, 1955), Doll Ram 
(1957,1960), Sir George (1963, 


1967), Jay Trump (1964, 1966) 
Keelboat (1973,1975), and Von 
Csadek (1989,1990). 

Eighteen My Lady's Manor 
winners have won the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup: Burgoright, 
Bon Master, Alligator. Brose 
Hover, Hotspur 2nd, Win¬ 
ton, Pine Pep, Land's Corner, 
Lancrel, Jay Trump, Landing 
Party, Early Earner, Jacko, Our 
Steeplejack, Freeman's Hill, 
Von Csadek, Ivory Poacher, 
and Askim. Of those, three 
have won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup three times: Winton, Pine 
Pep, and Jay Trump. 

Nine Manor victors have 
won the Virginia Gold Cup: 
Dum Dum (1927), Dunks 
Green (1929), Lancrel (1954), 
Coup de Vite (1958), Sam 
Son Of A Gun (1979), Ironfist 
(2001), and Von Csadek (1988, 
1990), the only horse to win 
both races twice. 

The founders of the My 
Lady's Manor Point-to-Point 
were J. Myers Pearce, Charles 
Morgan Pearce, John Rush 
Streett, and Walter Hutchins. 
All were cousins many times 
over whose families had lived 
on the Manor since Thomas 
Brerewood the Elder offered 
the original land grants. One 
way or another, each of the 
founders had a common an¬ 
cestor named Hutchins. 


In 1992, some eight de¬ 
cades after the founding of the 
race in 1909, Jack Fisher, Liz 
Pearce McKnight, and Patrick 
Worrall finished one-two- 
three in the My Lady's Manor 
Point-to-Point. They too are 
distant cousins many times 
over with familial links to the 
founders of the race. Each has 
a common ancestor named 
Hutchins. 

This consistency of heritage 
is common, of course, in the 
breeding of horses. The term 
used is "line breeding" and 
defined by the Federico Tesio 
system as horses present in a 
pedigree through two or more 
different offspring. Or, as Dr. 
John Rush Streett Fisher, win¬ 
ner of the Manor in 1970 on 
Landing Party and grandson 
of a founder, defined the con¬ 
cept, "It is where descendants 
are connected, with a common 
ancestor." 

Could the participants 
in the Manor Race from the 
beginning and into the pres¬ 
ent have inherited the gene 
of overriding love of horses 
and of the land that seems in¬ 
tegral to the Manor psyche? 
Through the generations 
many of them have owned 
the land over which the My 
Lady's Manor is run, ridden 
in the races, owned the horses, 
trained them, and served on 
the committee with remark¬ 
able consistency ... and avow 
common ancestors. 

"There's this narrow line of 
horses and narrow line of peo¬ 
ple, and they intersect," writer 
Per rone quoted Dickie Small 
in Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred, 
February 2009. "The connec¬ 
tion with Monkton, nobody's 
ever put that together."

eorge Schwartz’s 
Way With Words, 
who dominated 
the older female division as 
a 5-year-old last season, has 
been named New Jersey-bred 
Horse of the Year for 2009. 

Trained by Mary Eppler, 

Way With Words showed 
her versatility by winning 
stakes at three different 
distances, all at Monmouth 
Park, she captured the 
$60,000 spruce Fir 
Handicap at a mile and 70 
yards on July 12 for her first 
stakes victory of the season, 
and went on to blow away 
the competition in the six- 
furlong $75,000 Eleven North Handicap on August 
23. The bay mare clinched state-bred honors with a 
victory in the mile and a sixteenth $70,000 Politely 
Stakes on September 20. 

Also third in the Grade 3 Turnback the Alarm 
Handicap, Way With Words had season’s earnings 
of $177,140 to boost her career total by year’s end to 
$411,900. 

Bred by George and Martha Schwartz, Way With 
Words is a daughter of Sefapiano out of Swiftly 
Tilting, by Belong to Me. Her granddam, Tiltalating, 
was a top race mare of the 1980s, with stakes wins in 
such as the Spinaway Stakes-Gl and Monmouth’s 
Sorority Stakes-G2. Way With Words has also 
reflected glory on Belong to Me (by Danzig), a New 
Jersey-bred who won multiple graded stakes and 
ranks among the nation’s leading sires. 

Headless Horsemen Racing LLC campaigns the 
champion 2-year-old filly, Karmageddon. 


A daughter of Wildcat Heir, Karmageddon won two 
of her three starts, including the $60,000 New Jersey 
Fillies Juvenile Stakes. Karmageddon (out of Kismet, 
by Kissin Kris) was bred by her owner and trained by 
Douglas Nunn. Her 2009 earnings totaled $73,130. 

David Wilkinson’s Love Who was named 
champion 2-year-old male after winning two of his 
five starts including the $60,000 New Jersey Juvenile 
Stakes. Bred by Hidden Acres 4-D Farm, Love Who is 
by Not For Love out of the Deputed Testamony mare 
Laura Who. Trained by Steven Krebs, he had season’s 
earnings of $80,010. 

Clear Faith took the title of champion 3-year- 
old male by winning or placing in seven of his nine 
starts, including three wins, and earning $126,678.

Remembering Noel Twyman 

by Glenn Petty 


O n May 2, cancer took the 
life of renowned Virginia 
horseman Noel Twyman. He 
died the day after the Virginia 
Gold Cup and the Kentucky 
Derby—both events he followed 
closely over the years. 

A lovely service was held at 
the Baptist church ac^acent to 
his family farm, attended by a 
large crowd, including horsemen 
from Virginia, Kentucky, South 
Carolina and a few far-flung 
places. It would have been easy 
to conduct a horse show, foxhunt 
or race meet with the group that 
gathered in Noels honor. 

His interment was attended as 
well by two foxhounds and one 
of Noels favorite foxhunters.The 
chestnut gelding stood quietly 
through the entire proceeding, 
barely swishing his tail at the 
occasional fly. He did turn his 
head to look at Casanova hunts¬ 
man Tommy Lee Jones when he 
sounded his horn to honor his 
fallen friend. 

Noel Twyman was a consum¬ 
mate horseman—adept at riding 
show horses, steeplechasers and 
foxhunters. He is a member of 
both the Virginia Horse Show 
Hall of Fame and the National 
Show Hunter Hall of Fame. He 
learned from his father, fellow 
Hall of Famer Delmar Twyman. 
Noel translated his skills from 
the horse s back onto the ground, 
where he was also a good trainer 
and teacher. 

He rode in practically every 
horse show on the East Coast, 
including at Madison Square 
Garden, and also rode steeple¬ 
chasers for a number of folks, 
most notably Marion duPont 



A **consummate horseman/^ Twyman 
made friends wherever he went. 


Scott of Montpelier, Battleship 
and Mongo fame. He was smart 
enough to get off them while he 
was still in one piece. 

Noel was an excellent show¬ 
man and could stand up any 
horse and make him/her look 
good, but he was just as comfort¬ 
able on a tractor as he was on 
a horse —and maybe even more 
so in an ambulance as a long¬ 
time member and captain of the 
Orange County Rescue Squad. 

The first time I spent a lot 
of time with Noel was at a 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale some time back in the early 
1980s. We were ‘‘bird dogging” 
for EMO s pinhooking operation. 
We looked at 100 yearlings a day 
in the process of making a “short 
list” for the whole team to reex¬ 
amine the next day. 

Noel Twyman taught me 
how to look at a horse-how to 


evaluate conformation from the 
ground up. A graduate of the 
horse show world, I thought I 
knew what I was doing, but after 
a few hours with Noel I knew 
who was the pupil. 

He claimed his dad taught 
him one hard and fast rule: “If 
you don’t have something nice 
to say about a man’s horse, then 
don’t say anything at all.” This led 
to the inside joke offered for a 
particularly unattractive or incor¬ 
rect individual-“Well, he has a 
nice tad.” 

o To Noel there was “plain” and 
g then there was “plain as a mud 
^ fence.” Certain horses “stood over 
^ a lot of ground.” When you were 
working with Noel, you were 
ultimately looking for a horse 
that was “key-rect.” 

When I looked at yearlings 
with Noel, I hung on every word. 
That wasn’t as easy as you might 
think. Noel spoke a language 
unique to himself or, at least, 
to his part of Virginia. In those 
days, we called his thick version 
of a Virginia accent “Orangeese.” 
I can’t recall who coined the 
phrase-it could have been Ernie 
Oare or Bill Graves as both were 
well versed in the language. 

As good a horseman as he was, 
Noel was an even better story¬ 
teller. If there is a raconteurs’ Hall 
of Fame, he belongs in that too. 

One of my favorites involved 
himself and fellow horseman and 
friend John Coles foxhunting in 
Ireland. Evidently, their Irish hosts 
figured out that both were good 
riders and gave them mounts 
to better test their skills. Well, as 
skilled as they both were, they 
both ended up on the ground 


in the same ditch amazingly at 
the same time—laughing at one 
moment, cursing their hosts the 
next. 

Now I heard this story more 
than once over the years, but 
the best telling was after a long 
day at Fasig-Tipton in Kentucky. 
A crowd had gathered at the 
bar, and Noel proceeded with 
the ditch story. Part of the fun 
was watching those unfamiliar 
with “Orangeese” trying to fol¬ 
low along. 

When I think of Noel, I think 
of many things, including Sara¬ 
toga. His passing reminds how 
much has changed in the horse 
world since I became involved 
some 30 years ago. Losing Noel 
reminds me of so many other 
good Virginia horsemen who are 
no longer with us—Tyson Gilpin, 
Danny Van Clief, Mark and Kitty 
Hardin, Chuck Church, Frank 
O’Keefe and Clay Camp, to name 
several. 

Noel was a fixture at Camp’s 
yearling consignment for many 
years, working as a showman with 
a strong stable of Virginia horse¬ 
men. In the early 1980s, when 
the corner table at the Spyte and 
Duyvil was the Virginians’ meet¬ 
ing spot, Noel was a regular. He 
was always smiling and laughing 
with that twinkle in his eye and 
impish look on his face. Although 
the bar adjacent to the sales barn 
was small, cramped and rickety 
in its later years, Noel knew 
just where to step so as not to 
fall through the floor. Eventually 
the piano fell through the floor, 
and that was the end of that. It 
seemed that Noel always knew 
exactly where to step.

W agering handle is the life¬ 
blood of Virginia horse 
racing because it dictates the size 
of purses for which horsemen 
compete at Colonial Downs. An 
average five cents of every dol¬ 
lar wagered in Virginia goes into 
the Virginia HBPA horsemens 
purse account. (A slightly higher 
percentage goes to the track to 
pay its operating expenses and to 
provide a profit. The remainder 
goes to winning bettors.) The 
horsemens approximate 5 per¬ 
cent share comes from wagers on 
live races during Colonials 40- 
day summer meet and, more sig¬ 
nificantly, from year-round simul¬ 
cast wagers at Colonials eight 
off-track betting sites and over 
the Internet (TVG, XpressBet, 
YouBet, etc.) by Virginia account 
holders. Off-track and online 
wagering accounts for about 85 
percent of the Virginia horse¬ 
mens purse account, estimated 
this year to be between $6 million 
and $7 million. 

But the betting shop portion 
of this economic model is stag¬ 
nant at best. Handle and atten¬ 
dance at Colonials eight OTB 
facilities have declined signifi¬ 
cantly over the past three years. 
In part that resulted from a poor 
national economy. It also reflects 
changing social habits. Driving a 
long distance to a single-purpose 
destination is often trumped by 
staying at home watching races in 
front of a computer and wagering 
over the Internet. 

Simply put. Colonials off¬ 
track betting facilities in cen¬ 
tral and southern Virginia may 
become dinosaurs. These large 
stand-alone buildings range from 
10,000 to 20,000 square feet. 
They offer a large number of 
simulcast races and provide a fuU 


range of food and beverage ser¬ 
vice. Admission is not free. 

The tracks cost to build this 
system was substantial. Main¬ 
taining and operating the facilities 
are likewise expensive. At some 
point, if attendance and handle 
continue to decline, it may not be 
economically viable for Colonial 
to keep them open. 

Recognizing that, and with 
active support from the Virginia 
HBPA, Colonial is trying some¬ 
thing different—a “light’’ ver¬ 
sion of the traditional off-track 
betting parlor. Colonial recently 
opened a simulcast facility in 
Finn McCool’s Irish Pub, a popu¬ 
lar sports and entertainment res¬ 
taurant and bar in the West End 
of Richmond. Me Cool’s is in 
an upscale shopping center with 
rear access to a popular courtyard 
where other restaurants and shops 
are located. The shopping cen¬ 
ter is part of an 800-acre office 
park where nearly 22,000 people 
work. 

McCool’s Dart Room (about 
20’ by 30’) in the back of the 
pub, adjacent to the courtyard, has 
flat screen waU-mounted televi¬ 


sions showing simulcast races. It 
also has two standard tote win¬ 
dows, and four self-service tote 
machines. Wagering is available 
in the rest of the pub and in its 
courtyard seating area through 
walk-around tellers. 

Because of size limitations and 
the cost of signal decoders, a lim¬ 
ited number of simulcast races are 
shown on the wall mounted flat 
screens. However, a wide vari¬ 
ety of races is available through 
Colonial’s EZ Horseplay Internet 
account wagering site, using 
computer touch screens that are 
in McCool’s Dart Room. 

EZ Horseplay operates like 
the national online wager¬ 
ing Internet Web sites—YouBet, 
XpressBet, Twin Spires and TVG. 
A customer opens an account, 
often with a credit card, and then 
wagers and watches races video 
streamed to his or her home 
computer. To adapt that system 
for use in public places such as 
Me Cool’s EZ Horseplay elimi¬ 
nates the computer keyboard and 
mouse by using touch screen 
technology. With the touch of a 
finger a player opens his account 


to watch and wager on races 
throughout the country. 

For pub patrons who do not 
have an EZ Horseplay account, a 
self-service kiosk, about the size 
of an ATM, provides instant sign¬ 
up with insertion of a Virginia 
driver’s license and credit card. 
The kiosk also prints race pro¬ 
grams and disburses cash win¬ 
nings. 

Me Cool’s differs significantly 
from Colonial’s existing off-track 
betting parlors. The capital out¬ 
lay and operating expenses are 
minimal because the wagering 
facility complements an existing 
business rather than stands on its 
own. More importantly, the horse 
racing product is brought to a 
new and younger clientele in a 
friendly social setting. 

Ian Stewart, president of 
Colonial Downs, describes the 
venture this way: “Finn McCool’s 
is an experiment. We are trying 
to determine if we can build an 
economically successful model 
based upon small locations which 
require limited capital investment 
and rely heavily on technology. If 
Finn Me Cool’s is successful, it can 
be the basis for a wider expan¬ 
sion of our off-track wagering 
network that can help stem the 
decline in handle we have expe¬ 
rienced.” 

The VHBPA is in effect pro¬ 
viding financial support for this 
experiment. Rather than take 
the usual 5 percent of handle 
at Me Cool’s for the horsemen’s 
purse account, an operating 
expense for Colonial, the VHBPA 
agreed to split net earnings 50/50 
with Colonial. 

If the experiment succeeds, 
the horsemen’s purse account will 
do better than 5 percent. If it does 
not, the VHBPA will try some¬ 
thing different with its race track 
partner. Doing business the way it 
has always been done in the horse 
industry is no longer a formula 
for success.

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West Virginia-breds 
bolster entry box 


W est Virginia-breds are an 
increasingly valuable 
commodity especially 
now that Charles Town 
is running two races each day for 
accredited West Virginia-bred horses 
(provided that these races draw at 
least seven entrants). 

On Saturday May 1, John A. 
Casey unveiled his 3-year-old first¬ 
time starter. Get Glued On, and the 
daughter of Luftikus (out of Comes 
Unglued, by Victory Gallop) did 
not disappoint the owner/breeder/ 
trainer. 

Breaking eagerly from post 
position four, the bay filly replicated 
promising morning workouts by 
blazing the opening quarter of a 
mile in less than 22 seconds. 

The fast fractions seemed to take 
their toll on the March 21 foal, but 
she saved just enough gas to prevail 
over her fast-closing rival. Ole Rocky 
Top, in the maiden special weight 
contest. 

Wednesday, May 5 demonstrated 
why in racing circles the adage 


concerning a drop in class providing 
the necessary incentive for success is 
so widely held. 

The 6-year-old gelding Big Jimmy 
J. had struggled against tougher 
foes in allowance races. However 
a spark was ignited when he was 
sent out to face never-won-three 
claimers.The result was a two and a 
quarter-length win. 

The son of Castine—Majestic 
Angel, by Wavering Monarch, races 
for his breeder, Larry H. Boyd.The 
winner's share of the purse was 
$10,800. 

On the same evening a drop in 
class allowed another successful 
transformation to occur. 

Gienorie (Wiseman's Ferry—Bright 
Shining, by Marquetry) had begun 
her career in brilliant fashion, scoring 
in her debut by nine and three- 
quarters lengths. Subsequent efforts 
were futile in comparison. 

The 3-year-old filly owned and 
bred by Nancy Terhune drew off to a 
four and a quarter-length victory in 
a $12,500 claimer. It was her first start 
for trainer Robbie Osment. 


The seventh race on May 6 saw 
a slight drop in class turn Di Colas 
Dream from spectator to willing 
participant, as the 3-year-old colt 
turned back a full field of accredited 
West Virginia-bred $16,000 maidens. 

The son of Posse (out of 
Paulabelle, by Eskimo) was handled 
by apprentice Ashley Yodice. 

The owner/breeder is Michael di 
Cola and the trainer is Raimondo 
Schiano di Cola, who fortuitously 
abandoned the maiden special 
weight ranks for the victory. 

Trainer Ollie Figgins III used a 
similar pattern to map out his way to 
the winner's circle in that evening's 
finale. 

Figgins's trainee Endless Wish 
(Weshaam—Helen's Bid, by Loustrous 
Bid) had tested tougher adversaries 
prior to her celebratory response. 

The 3-year-old filly is owned by 
Copperville Farm (S.H. Wan1z) and 
bred by Sherwood Bryant.

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Endless Wish's winning margin was 
two and a half lengths under red-hot 
apprentice Joshua Navarro. 

It is well documented how prolific 
the offspring have been for the mare 
Roberta Grump (by Verification). 

Another feather was added to 
her cap on Saturday May 8, when 
Natures Annuity overwhelmed a 
rock-solid group of allowance fillies 
and mares. 

Making her seasonai debut for 
trainer James W. Casey the 6-year- 
old by Valiant Nature would barely 
have blown out a match as she 
stopped the teletimer in :51.67. 

Natures Annuity was bred by 
Robert H. Lloyd and is owned by 
Mark Russell who has campaigned 
several of Roberta Grump's stakes- 
winning offspring, including the 
popular 2009 West Virginia-bred 
Horse of the Year Russeii Road. 

Noted for her consistency Natures 
Annuity looked particularly good on 
the race track and may have her 
sights set on the $500,000 "Cavada" 
Stakes on the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics card this faii; she narrowiy 
lost that race in 2009. 

The next afternoon. Holly Ridge 
Stables's Autumn Affair, a 3-year- 
old daughter of Black Tie Affair (ire) 


out of Goid Leaf (by Siew o' Goid), 
made her third career start for 
trainer Tim Coiiins and proved that 
her winning debut (at 61-1 odds) on 
Aprii 1 was no fluke. 

Going gate-to-wire for breeder 
Hoiiy Ridge Farm LLC, the bay fliiy 
apparentiy was giad to return 
home foiiowing a substandard 
performance at Mountaineer Park. 
She faced a taiented fleid in her 
most recent start, defeating the iikes 
of stakes winners Stowe White and i 
Got a Answer. 

A short time ago James W. Casey 
remarked that he thinks his staiiion 
Windsor Castie has turned the 
corner and is ready to chaiienge 
Luftikus as the dominant sire in the 
Mountain State. 

The performance by Taylor’s 
Flight on May 9 may have iabeied 
Casey a ciairvoyant. 

The 3-year-oid dark bay or 
brown coit by Windsor Castie 
(out of Meadowiakes Fiight, 
by Meadowiake) remained 
undefeated in three starts whiie 
racing as a homebred for Casey's 
Tayior Mountain Farm LLC. 

Stretching out past four and one 
haif furiongs for the first time posed 
no worries when winning by five 


iengths "as much the best" under 
reguiar rider Rodney Soodeen. 

Patience is a virtue and none 
advocate it more than O'Suiiivan 
Farms owner Randy Funkhouser and 
trainer George Yetsook. 

Wednesday, May 12 was another 
tribute to their seif-controi, when 
the 5-year-oid mare Battletown 
Inn broke her maiden after finishing 
second in her debut five weeks 
eariier. 

Named after the 200-year-old 
establishment in Berryviiie,Va.,the 
gray/roan daughter of Way West 
(Fr)—Kokopeiii Cafe, by Waquoit, 
heid sway under stabie rider Larry 
Reynoids for the win. 

Generaiiy trainer Oiiie Figgins iii 
doesn't flii empty staii space in his 
barn via the ciaim box, but owner 
Ray Pennington iii is surely glad they 
haltered Rock to Bop for $5,000 on 
April 2. 

Immediate dividends were 
bestowed upon the team when the 
4-year-oid son of Bop (out of Leotive, 
by Our Native) wheeied back to 
win two in a row-the second in 
aiiowance company on May 13.
